Meet the Retreat 


new ways to get away from it all 


— some without even leaving home 


By CURTIS BESINGER 


@ Detachment, the essential quality of a retreat, may be 
sought—at great expense—by purchasing an entire island 
or a thousand-acre ranch. It may be gained more economi- 
cally through architecture. And it needn't be as costly or 
elaborate as the pavilions built in the 18th Century. 

All one needs is a place—one that is clearly defined, set 
somehow apart, and endowed with a special significance. 
This was achieved in medieval times with a few trees stu- 
diously placed to form a bower. Equally simple means were 


used in the little, evening-time pavilion shown above. 


Designed by Architect William Alexander for the roof 
of his own house. its actual detachment is no more than a 
hatch cover in the floor over the stairway to the roof.

The 
roof is a similar square, supported on four concrete block 
piers and turned at an angle to the platform. The pavilion 
contains minimum kitchen, dressing-room, and toilet facilities. 


Mark of a good retreat — 
its a lure, not just a refuge 


@ What makes a successful retreat? Details may vary from 
one to another, but the basic principle will not change: 
It’s a place you want to go to, not because you have to 
get away from it all but because it offers positive values 
of its own—an uplift to the spirit, a new point of view. 

The owners of this retreat had a house several hundred 
feet up the hill, but they wanted a vantage point down near 
the water’s edge. Here they can view the lake and the sur- 
rounding pines and watch their grandchildren playing on the 
beach. It is a destination to which they can walk and be 
comfortable after arriving. It has fold-away cots for afternoon 
siestas or overnight sleeping and a small firepit for evening 
cook-outs and marshmallow toasting. 





An enclosed area in one corner (see plan above) provides a 
dressing area conveniently near the lake, At the left of 
sink, refrigerator, 





this area are compact kitchen facilities 
storage space—for serving prepared meals and refreshments. 


Located near the lake shore several hundred feet below 
their house, the shelter rests among the trees and marks 
the termination of the path. It is an objective, a place to

Designed for easiest maintenance, the pavilion is built of 
unfinished redwood and concrete block. Except for the glass 
areas, only a broom and a dust cloth are needed to put the 


place in order, even after it has been unused all winter. 














A far cry from the usual rustic week-end cabin, this retreat 
very carefully inserts the amenities of civilization into a 
sylvan setting. The best qualities of both are seemingly in- 
tensified by being placed in close juxtaposition. Here is a 
fresh look at how one may rough it in considerable style. 





“What do you do when it 
rains?” is a question often 
asked of the owners, but 
since these shelters must 
be compared to camp sites 
with even less protection, 
not to houses, the question 
is irrelevant. Sleeping is 
done in sleeping bags—on 
cots under the roof, on 
beds of pine needles, in 
tents pitched in the woods, 
or in treehouses built for 
the purpose. Heavily wood- 
ed terrain gives protection.

@ Getting away from it all is a part of the reason for a 
retreat, but getting-away-from implies a going-to, which 
completes the idea. Generally this going-to has as its basic

As all the retreats included here suggest, this recreation 
is most often accompanied by a reduction to fundamentals.

Beyond it are the kitchen counter and the 
enclosed structures that house lavatory and storage facilities. 


The lockable storage enclosure (see plan below) has doors 
on both sides and, as part of the kitchen, contains an oven 
and refrigerator plus space for food supplies. At the left 


of the open passage is one wall of the lavatory enclosure. 


In plan, one sees that this simple rectanguiar platform, 
elevated and partially projected over the lake, was designed 
as a flexible living area. Except for lavatory, kitchen, and 
storage units, little effort was made to locate activities.

This retreat for summer living 
makes possible a simple 


but civilized way of roughing it 


@ The owners of these platforms, particularly of 
the one without a roof that is shown here, know 
that they will be subject to the vagaries of summer 
weather. However, these are regarded as welcome 
and exhilarating experiences from which they gain 
more by being directly involved as participants than 
by remaining onlookers. Inclement weather has run 
them home not more than once a year. 

In all their previous summers of camping experi- 
ence, the “fly in the ointment” has not been weather: 
it has been food preparation and sanitation facil- 
ities—or the lack of them. In the plans and photo- 
graphs shown here you can see that these problems 
have been solved simply and in contemporary terms. 
By means of these platforms and their accessories, 
a selected few of the amenities of present-day living 
have been carefully inserted, without affected rus- 
ticity, into a primeval setting. It has been done 
without compromising, either, and with a refreshing 
juxtaposition that by contrast heightens the qualities 
of both. 

The families who use these platforms are quite 
consciously going to nature in its elemental form 
for the re-creation that it offers. But they are doing 
it without smoke-blackened pots and pans, week-old 
beards, and the other symptoms of decivilization 
that often accompany roughing it.

A little garden house 
can be your haven 


@ In all eras of history, gardens have had small shelters 
that served as places of retreat. Some have been elaborately 
carved in marble. Few have been as trim and inexpensive 
as this little pavilion designed by Architect Saul Zaik in 
collaboration with the Western Pine Association. It was 
built as a spot to go to near his house, in a part of his 
property that was seldom used. 

Such shelters have had many uses through the years. They 
have served as trysting places for lovers and as places to 
which maiden ladies retired to drink iced lemonade and read 
romantic Victorian novels. They have been places which 
children have transformed in their play and in their imagina- 
tion into besieged castles or frontier outposts—and which 
their parents have, as seen here, transformed with the magic 
of light into delightful environments for open-air dining 
or entertaining on summer evenings. 


Resting on concrete piers, sturdy 3-by-3 wood posts support 


both the framing for the floor (made of spaced 2-by-4’s) 
and the roof, not yet started in this photo. Except for the 


cedar shingle roof, the pavilion was built with white fir.

® “Probably our greatest do-it-yourself triumph is the way 
the house takes advantage of our climate’s good points and 
minimizes its worst. We did this with the guidance of HOUSE 
BEAUTIFUL’s Climate Control articles, orienting the house 
to face due south. The woods shield it from the western sun. 
| “Our sheltered upper terrace is a sun trap, stretching 
our outdoor living into early winter. In fact, we live out- 
doors for nearly three quarters of the year. The cold north 
winds sweep high above us as we nestle down in our 
southern slope. In summer the white gravel roof reflects 
the sun’s heat, and the wide overhang shields the windows. 
The entire house is shaded by great trees which we took 
special care to protect. | was on hand the minute the bull- 
dozer arrived to clear the lot, and saw to it that our precious 
trees were neither mowed down nor had their trunks stifled 
with soil. As a result we have big oaks flourishing within 
three feet of our walls. We have air conditioning, but use 
it only occasionally on very humid days. In winter, the low 
and welcome sun shines through our windows so effectively 
that our gas-heating bills for 2,600 sq. ft. average only $35 
a month from October through April. A humidifier keeps 
our indoor climate at a comfortable humidity level. Our 
north and west double-brick walls have vermiculite insulation. 
“Outdoors, we have worked with nature to create a varied 
climate. Our bedroom deck captures every breeze, as does 
our cool lake-side beach, on the very point of our lot.” 


“So very close are we to the leaves, branches, and blossoms 





of the trees around us that we don’t need much decorating in 
the master bedroom. The seasons decorate for us. Our great 
delight is the bedroom deck, just twenty-two feet above the 
lake. Here we often eat, sunbathe, fish, take ‘moonbaths.’ ”’

The cup is not a punch, which has come to mean anything 
potable from a spiked 7-Up to cranberry juice. The cup, 
originating from the custom of pledging healths and going 
back to early England (and, earlier than that, to Rome), is 
a traditional compound of champagne, brandy, or gin (now 
sometimes vodka), one or more sweet liqueurs, a charged 
water or sparkling wine, and, if wanted, a sweetener. It 
was originally a communal cup. Today, the annual feasts of 
the City and Inns of Court of London follow the custom 
of drinking from one magnificent silver cup, passed around.

Ii still works 
like the old-fashioned porch, but it is more terracey and 
more intimate with the garden. 

In the generation when the house shown here (and on the 
cover) was built, outdoor living as we know it had yeti 
to be discovered. A house and its site were separate things. 
Today we know them as one, and the changes you see in this 
house are an expression of this change in our thinking. The 
house focus has been turned outward to its garden. Porches 
have become a bridge between indoors and out. 

These aren’t porches in the traditional sense. There is no 
roof weighing darkly close upon you. It is high above, and 
in this case pleasantly semitransparent,. so the effect is arbor- 
like. You are sheltered, but you are aware that sky and 


foliage are close. The conception is freer. Where a tree grows,

The porch floor, really a terrace floor, goes beyond the 
reaches of the roof, blurring any sharp demarcation. House, 
porches, lawn, the scene beyond—all are part of an un- 
broken continuity, a smooth totality from which interfering 
or discordant elements have been eliminated. Where brush 
and a miscellany of trees interfered with a view of the lake, 
they were removed, and the view opened up. Where grades 
were awkwardly sharp, filling was done, extending the level 
areas around the porches. 

The twin porches give two different kinds of living on 
two different levels. In each case their level matches that 
of the interior area they adjoin. There are no steps to create 
a psychological barrier between indoors and out.

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Borrow the ways of the French for summer lunching 


By PAULA PECK 


@ Summer is the time to wallow in fresh vegetables, to use 
them in ways you never have before, to eat them plain and 
fancy. And the best way to go about this vegetable binge 
is to treat vegetables as the French do—as cold hors 
d'oeuvres. 

Both at home and in restaurants, the French offer a 
tremendous variety of cold hors d’oeuvres so good that 
traveling Americans often make a whole meal of them. 
These are usually combinations of several—even many— 
ingredients, so that by eating several of them you partake of 
many kinds of foods. 

Do not confuse these with the hors d’oeuvres served at 
American cocktail parties; they bear no resemblance to each 
other. French hors d’oeuvres more resemble our complex 
salads (such as a chef’s salad), which are meant to be the 
main course. 

One recommendation for the French hors d'oeuvres idea is 
that vegetables left over from a previous meal can be incon- 
spicuously absorbed as ingredients of new recipes, and no 
one is the wiser. 

One big area of discovery in the world of luncheon hors 
d'oeuvres lies hidden in a jar of vinaigrette sauce. Vinaigrette 
blends with most vegetables. Particularly unusual and worth 
trying are raw mushrooms that have been sliced and tossed 
in our vinaigrette dressing (see recipe below). Mushrooms 
served immediately after being dressed have a fresh. nutty 
quality. If they are allowed to stand even half an hour, they 
acquire a pickled quality that some prefer. When cooked 
fish or sea food is added to a raw mushroom salad, you 
have a delicious first course or luncheon dish. 

Cooked carrots, plus a bit of chopped dill, are most worth 
while in a vinaigrette sauce. To get the best flavor, add the 
vinaigrette to cooked vegetables while they are still warm. 

Not 
so well known is sliced celery root, or an equal-part mixture 
of cooked broccoli, cauliflower, green beans, and potatoes.

The Ancient 





The versatility and unique sound of this 
instrument, all but forgotten 
for decades, is being rediscovered 


by an increasing number of enthusiasts

agic of the Zither 


@ The haunting quality of zither music was beautifully 
demonstrated in the The Third Man about thirteen years 
ago. The movie was good but is best remembered for the 
unique sound of the instrument upon which its theme was 
played. “The Third Man Theme” has since become a minor 
classic, and interest in the zither is still on the increase. 

The genesis of the instrument is lost in history. It was 
known in Egypt in 1700 B.c. and, in various forms, has been 
in use ever since. Its unique sound today combines the 
lively sound of melody strings played with a steel pick, and 
the gentle sound of open chords stroked with the fingers. 
“The zither speaks like no other instrument,” said the 
composer Meyerbeer. “Next to singing, it is the most com-

plete, from its sudden, melancholy notes to its swift, happy, 
teasing melodies.” 

Popular for the gay romantic quality of its music, the 
zither is the national instrument of Bavaria and is played 
widely in Europe. In America you hear it most often on 
records, in a few Viennese restaurants (Hapsburg House, 
The Walldorfkeller, and Gay Vienna in New York City), 
and as accompaniment to folk singing. The concert zither 
(opposite page) is one of the most difficult instruments to 
master. There are five melody strings (tuned A-A-D-G-C) on 
the fretted finger board, and from 27 to 37 accompaniment 
strings for chording. The range of six-to-seven octaves 
makes possible deeper tones, fuller harmonies, and a more 
varied repertoire than most stringed instruments. Most of us 
will be content to listen to the performance of the few masters 
of the concert zither. A list of recordings of concert music 
is on page 107. 

The simplified zither shown on the right is another 
matter. It is easy to play. The strings are spaced farther 
apart, and there is no finger board to contend with. With 
the right hand, you pick out melodies on the chromatically 
tuned strings. With the left, you play the accompaniment 
on the pretuned chords. By simply stroking the chords, 
you can accompany the singing of simple folk songs. 

The simplified zither may have from 33 to 46 strings, 
depending upon the number of pretuned chords it has. If 
you read music, you can follow the notes. If not, you can 
use number-music which is matched to the numbers marked 
on the instrument. Some zithers come with a number-music 
instruction book. Others have a note chart that fits under 
the strings and shows graphically how to play simple tunes. 
These instruments, complete with picks, tuning key, and 
instructions, cost about $20 to $35. 

In some music stores, you may be shown an autoharp in- 
stead of a zither. The autoharp is about the same size and 
shape as the simplified zither, but it is designed to play 
chords only, not melody. It makes a fine background for 
folk singing and is one of the easiest of all instruments to 
play. There are narrow bars running parallel to the base of 
the instrument. Each of these is marked with a chord symbol. 
When you press down the bar, it mutes all strings except 
those that make up that chord. Hold down the bar. stroke 
the strings with a pick or fingers, and the chord will sound. 

The number of bars determines the number of different 
chords that can be played. They usually come in five. twelve, 
or 15-bar models, and cost about $25 to $50. 

Each string of a zither, or autoharp, is tuned individually, 
and, for enjoyable playing, all strings must be in tune. If 
you have a piano (in tune), this can be used for a reference. 
If you have relative pitch, you can tune by ear. Most people 
need a chromatic pitch pipe (about $3) to tune by. You 
set the pipe on the needed note, blow, and match the string 
to the note. The less variation in temperature and humidity, 
the better your instrument will stay in tune. 

The zither’s odd name is derived from the name of a 
classical lyrelike Greek instrument called the kithara. A 
similar instrument in ancient Rome was known as_ the 
cithara. The Italians called it a cetera, and to the German,

who probably brought the instrument to this country, we 
owe the “American” word zither. 

Sometimes it is confused with other instruments that 
are quite different but have similar names. One of these 
is the cittern, a four-string, round-bellied instrument fre- 
quently strummed in Elizabethan times by barber-shop 
customers awaiting a shave. Another is the gittern, a gut- 
stringed Elizabethan guitar which is in direct line of descent 
from the ancient. lyre to the guitar we know today. 

In some parts of the South, the multistring dulcimer, 
which is played with padded hammers, is called a zither. 
This is not to be confused with the three-string Appalachian 
dulcimer, which is plucked. It’s no wonder that some people 
in the Southern hills take the easy way out and use the 
name zither for all stringed instruments. 

The modern concert zither, with 30 strings or more, was 
developed in Munich about 130 years ago, and is regarded 
as a comparatively new instrument. The earlier versions 
had 17 or 18 strings. The added strings provided for the 
full twelve-tone octave, so more complex and brilliant music 
could be played upon it. During the last few centuries, 
thousands of classical selections have been composed for 
the zither. Mozart was sufficiently charmed by it to compose 
a canzonetta, “Play, Sweet Zither,” for his comic opera 
Don Giovanni. And Johann Strauss wrote a delightful zither 
solo for “Tales from the Vienna Woods.” 

The zither reached the zenith of its popularity in America 
during the gay and sentimental nineties. Its soothing tone 
made it a favorite “parlor instrument.” And it was frequent- 
ly strummed at picnics and other small social gatherings. 
But soon after the turn of the century, it fell from favor 
here, perhaps because second-generation Americans found 
the piano, guitar, and other instruments easier to play. 

American ingenuity, however, made a contribution to its 
comeback. The application of electronic amplifying systems 
to the zither has extended its use from the home and intimate 
café to more spacious restaurants and concert halls. 

The appeal of a sound that has beguiled the human ear 
for more than 36 centuries is not to be lightly dismissed. 
The unique music of the zither is available on record, and 
should be part of any well-rounded collection. Concert 
zithers can be ordered from Germany, or sometimes found 
in antique shops. An instruction book is available. and 
some sheet music. For information on where to get records,

Strike it, and 
the week or week-end or overnight stay 
becomes a lifelong bond. 

Where should our admonitions start?

Who 
opened wide their door? (We will catch up 
with them later with lists and check lists! ) 

But let us first examine the guest—the 
pampered, prepared-for cynosure of the oc- 
casion—and what it takes to be a good one. 
Shall he—or she, or they—arrive on the 
9:50, when seven was agreed upon? Shall 
they arrive sans toothbrush, bathing cap, 
bedroom slippers, and allergy capsules? Or 
cigarettes or razor blades? Shall they bring, 
unexpectedly, small creatures in carrying 
cases (“I hope you won’t mind; all he really 
needs is baby food strained through a linen 
napkin”)? Shall the game-minded count on 
the use of the host’s favorite racquet? The 
answer is too obvious to recite. But neither 
shall they carry with them the subtler, dead- 
lier egoism of the personal crotchet—“T 
always sleep on the floor with my feet point- 
ing east”; or the off-beat regimen (butter- 
milk and pilot biscuit, or dry white wine 
and eggs), or the confused and hectic travel 
plan which implies that this is a fine place 
to make one’s phone calls in preparation 
for juicier hospitality somewhere ahead. In- 
deed, they shall not make themselves so 
much at home that they take over the house 
with their laundry, their dress-pressing, their 
hair-tinting. They shall make their own beds 
and keep their rooms in order, servants or 
no. They shall be on time for meals.

Unasked—and this can happen—they’l] mus- 
ter the good grace to go along with what- 
ever the host has planned for them, even 
if they feel more in custody than on holiday. 
And when the time comes to say good-by, 
they go, remembering the old Italian saw 
which bluntly likens the three-day guest to 
the three-day-old fish. 

Now to those who play the infinitely more 
complex role of host. As initiators of hos- 
pitality (after all, no one asked them to ask 
you) they have taken upon themselves the 
triple assignment of lavishing creature com- 
forts on the guests they have favored with 
an invitation, plus a schedule of divertise- 
ment, plus an emotional climate that nur- 
tures the to-and-fro of easy camaraderie. 
And that’s some assignment. 

It is conventional in articles like this to 
take up the physical comforts first, sternly 
urging that everyone should spend a night 
in his (meaning her) own guest, room so 
that she may correct such flaws as that 
corn-husk mattress, the lack of a reading 
lamp, and the absence of ash trays. Refer- 
ence is made to fresh flowers and bowls of 
fruit, and often overlooked refinements like 
corn plasters and mouthwash in the bath- 
room medicine cabinet. We _ shall later 
make reference to such things, too. But

Today, there are 


many special-purpose adhesives, each designed to do one job 


better than it has ever been done before 


By DAVID X. MANNERS 


® The business of sticking things together has changed. 
Once, you merely reached for the glue in the little bottle. 
It was all-purpose. Now there is a special, better adhesive 
for almost every job you undertake. 

This need not confuse you. It isn’t difficult matching the 
right adhesive to the job. The accompanying chart shows 
you how. After that, all you have to do is apply the adhesive 
according to directions and you've got it made. 

You don’t need every adhesive on the chart. For average 
household use you'll usually need only two or three of them. 
But it’s good to know about the others for problem jobs 
where the usual stuff won’t do. 

The number-one adhesive on your shelf will undoubtedly 
be “white glue.” You can buy it almost anywhere in squeeze 
bottles of various sizes. The bottles have a plastic tip 


that makes putting the stickum where you want it a mess- 


free operation. White glue does more things and does them 
more easily than any other adhesiv 

But not all white glues are alike. Technically, all are 
polyvinyl acetate. Bui formulations differ and so does quality. 
Some are recommended only for porous ma ils. Others 
can be used for glass a metals as well. None is water- 
proof. Read the labels and be guided according! A iioet 
all are nontoxic, nonflammable. and safe for children to use 

Another adhesive you will want is epoxy. Tl word

“miracle” has been applied to this adhesive so many times 
most people think it can do anything. It can’t. Epoxy is 
unsurpassed for gluing rigid materials. It cannot, however, 
be used on flexible materials. Its “peel strength” is low. 
If you get under a film of it, you can strip it off like , 
a banana skin. It must be mixed just right and applied 
just right, and it is both expensive and toxic. Definitely, 
epoxy is not an adhesive to use when something else wilt 
do the job just as well. But where nothing else will do, 
nothing does it quite so well as epoxy. 

Epoxy hardens by chemical action, not by evaporation 
of solvents. That is why it is so effective on nonporous 
materials (where solvents have difficulty escaping). Use 
epoxy for fastening fixtures to concrete or tile walls with- 
out use of screws. Use it to repair broken porcelain, iron- 
work, leaky metal pipes and tanks. This is the type of 
thing it does best. 

Epoxy is a two-part adhesive. Both parts must be mixed 
in exact proportions before the adhesive is ready to use. 
One new variety of epoxy comes in twin dispensers that look 
like hypodermic needles. They dole out their contents drop 
by drop to simplify getting the right proportions. It is an 
extremely fast-setting formulation. 

Epoxy is completely waterproof, but if your prime require- 
ment is for a waterproof bond (Please turn to page 103)

The aloes are members of the lily 
family found in dry, tropical parts 
of the world. Most are from Africa, 
where there are about 180 known 
species. The common name is pro- 
nounced al-o, and rhymes with hal- 
low. The scientific name is pro- 
nounced in three syllables, a-lo-e. 

Aloe vera, the true aloe or Bar- 
bados aloe, is one of the plants 
from which the “bitter aloes” of 
the drug trade are extracted. This 
medical substance is the dried juice 
and is used as a purgative and 
tonic. Other medicinal aloes, such 
as socotrine, hepaticus, and Indian 
are derived from such species as A. 
perryi, A. chinensis, and others. 

A. vera is called the Barbados 
iloe because it was extensively 
planted in Barbados and other is-

flowerings. When it does bloom. the 
flowers are tightly clustered on tall 
stems. The leaves of the agave are 
veined, and are not so thick and 
succulent as the aloe’s. The leaves 
of the true aloe are not veined, and 
the young plant has quite notice- 
able white markings. These mark- 
ings recede as the plant gets older, 
and spines develop on the edges of 
the leaves. 

Aloe vera will flower occasionally 
if properly grown. The yellow or 
reddish tubular flowers are carried 
gracefully on stems about a foot 
tall. 

The succulent leaves of Aloe vera 
are one of nature’s perfect pack- 
aging miracles. Break a leaf off the 
fleshy stem from which a fan of 
sessile leaves radiate, and the plant 
quickly seals in the vital juices. 
Even the cut segment will heal over 
the end where it is sliced and re- 
tain its plumpness to remain green 
for several days. In a refrigerator 
it keeps for two or three weeks. 
The gummy juice first exuded from 
the cut leaf of aloe contains the ac- 
tive principal—aloin. When dried, 


this is the materia] used in medi- 
cine. The transparent pulp from a 
fresh-cut leaf does the work of heal- 
ing cuts and burns. 

Rodney M. Stockton, a chemical 
engineer vacationing in Florida in 
1942, suffered a severe sunburn. 
The fact that doctors could do little 
for the burn to help the regenera- 
tion of the damaged tissue caused 
him to search for a remedy to an- 
swer such a need. He found it grow- 
ing in the dooryards of many Flor- 
ida homes where Aloe vera made a 
handsome flowering plant. In 1947, 
Mr. Stockton moved to Florida to 
work seriously on the problem of 
making the healing gel of Aloe 
vera available to others. A report in 
the Journal of Industrial Medicine 
and Surgery, August, 1959, showed 
that the Alo-Créme Ointment he de- 
veloped could change a deep ther- 
mal burn, within 48 hours, to a 
minor first- or second-degree burn 
by the rapid regeneration of tis- 
sues. The burns healed 50 percent 
faster than when using the “open 
exposure” or other accepted meth- 
ods of medication. Healing took 
place without gross scar tissue. 

It took World War II and the 
tragic consequence of radiation 
burns to supplement the reputation 
of Aloe vera for external use. The 
value of aloe gel for X-ray burns 
and other skin troubles has sparked 
a new industry for a _ Florida 
coastal town. The stabilization of 
the inner pulp of aloe and its sepa- 
ration from the aloin has permitted 
its incorporation in a whole line of 
cosmetics as well as in a burn oint- 
ment. Modern techniques of agri- 
culture, combined with the sandy . 
soil and mild climate around Fort 
Lauderdale, Florida, permit quan- 
tity production of aloe. It is used in 
shampoo, sunburn lotions, and a 
burn ointment that has been given 
government contracts after testing 
at Los Alamos proving ground un- 
der the auspices of the U.S. Atomic 
Energy Commission. ' 

I recently burned two fingers by 
grasping the handle of a skillet 
that, had been in the oven. I applied 
the juice of a cut leaf of aloe to 
one finger, and plunged the other 
into cold water. At the time, the 
cold water stopped the pain com- 
pletely—but only as long as I held 
the finger in it. The other finger, 
treated with aloe gel, felt comforta- 
ble when I was applying the cool- 
ing mucilage but smarted as it 
dried. However, minutes, 
when it became necessary to use 
both fingers again to get dinner off 
the stove, the one that had been 
immersed in cold water was the 
more painful and reddened. The 
skin of the finger treated with aloe 
gel did not turn red and soon felt

From Maine to Connecticut this 
is the country of traditional Ameri- 
cana—of clam chowder, the baked 
bean, blueberry pie, Indian pud- 
ding and the succulent lobster, of 
architecture called Salt Box, Cape 
Cod, Georgian, Federal (and Wed- 
ding Cake and Gingerbread), of 
sail-spotted harbors that smell of 
iodine and creosote and hemp, of 
people who speak economically in 
their inherited seagoing vocabu- 
lary.

It’s a recon- 
struction, but by no means ersatz, 
for the buildings, shops, and the 
exciting square-riggers and schoon- 
ers that line its river-inlet harbor 
are the real McCoy, simply trans- 
planted to their present sites. The 
fastest ships that sailed round the 
Horn were built in Mystic—a note 
of special interest to native-born

Here, on 
the river bank, is the Goodspeed 
Opera House, lately remodeled and 
ready to put on summer theatrical 
productions in a gaslight atmos- 
phere.

Ferry to the 
west bank and drive from Chester, 
through the old mill town of Deep 
River which still preserves its

HE OLD Dartmouth Historical 

Society and Whaling Museum 
in New Bedford, Massachusetts, a 
place-name synonymous with whal- 
ing, and a town that delivered a 
major part of the country’s oil in 
pre-Texan days, is mecca for any 
down-to-the-sea-in-ships buff. One 
of the prize exhibits there is a 
panoramic painting done by two 
local painters, Benjamin Russell 
and Caleb Purrington. It is 814 
feet high and 1.275 feet long, 
rather like a gigantic horizontal 
scroll, which depicts in graphic 
fashion a whaling voyage that took 
its intrepid participants around the 
world, presumably in the 1840's. 
Indicating. their battles 
with the whales, their battles with 
the seas and the wonders that were 
found on shores as 
Brazil, Cape Horn, Fiji, Hawaii, 
and obscure South Pacific Islands, 
the Panorama was something of a 
Cinerama in its own time, a grip- 
ping travelogue that toured the 
country, opening up the wonders of 
the world to inland Americans.

a better choice is usually resorcinol 
adhesive. Resorcinol is far less ex- 
pensive than epoxy and easier to 
use. For outdoors it is the ad- 
hesive. Indoors or out, it is espe- 
cially good for oily woods like teak, 
and for withstanding heat and cold 
(from 40 below to heat that will 
char wood). Resorcinol requires 
very tight clamping, but if you 
have the clamps, this is no particu- 
drawback. Like 


epoxy, resorcinol is a two-compo-

nent adhesive. A resin and a hard- 
ening agent are mixed to prepare 
the adhesive for use. 


OR SIMPLE household repairs 
such as mending china, where 

a waterproof adhesive is required, 
you will want “household” or nitro- 
cellulose cement. It’s an oldie 
that’s still good. A tube of it is 
probably in your fix-it collection 
right now. Resorcinol is not  suit- 
able for china. It has a dark color, 
makes a visible bond line. House- 
hold cement is ready to use as it 
comes from tube, dries crystal-clear. 
There is some overlapping of ad- 
hesives, to be sure. For many jobs, 
more than one adhesive can work 
satisfactorily. But when 
ments are special, the number nar- 
rows down. For bonding plastic 


require- 


laminates to counter tops, for ex- 
ample, only contact cement will do. 
Shop the adhesive shelves at your 
hardware store. You will find spe- 
cial ones for rubber, for fabrics, 
for metals, for applying weather- 
stripping, for modelmaking. 
Plastics have become such an im- 
portant part of our daily lives it is 
not surprising that special adhe- 
sives have been formulated to use 
on them. For repairing most hard 
Poly- 


repaired 


plastics, get “plastic glue.” 
ester plastics are best 
with polyester syrup, the 


resinous material from which the 


same 


product itself is made. 

How can you tell what kind of 
plastic it is you are trying to re- 
pair? It may be difficult. The sim- 


plest solution is to try your ad- 
hesive on it and see if it works. 
On some plastics almost nothing 
seems to work. For vinyl plastics 
(such as play pools, beach balls, 
inflatable toys) you can use either 
an all-purpose plastic glue or a 
special vinyl patcher. If the plastic 
case on your radio gets broken, 
visit your electronic repair shop. 
They may stock a special adhesive 
for just such a predicament. 

There is a whole series of ad- 
hesives especially formulated for 
use in construction. Casein glue is 
low in cost and precisely tailored 
for rough construction tasks. It 
fills poorly fitting joints and can 
be used at any temperature above 
freezing. “Builders’ adhesive” is 
used for such jobs as cementing 
wood sills to concrete floors or fur- 
ring strips to walls. “Epoxy mor- 
tar” is called on for a variety of 
holding jobs that require the ulti- 
mate in strength. 


N THE FINISHING of a house, 

there are special adhesives for 
each type of resilient floor tile. 
Ceramic tile can be installed, in- 
doors or out, with a new adhesive 
that also serves as stainproof grout 
for the joints. There are adhesives 
for acoustical tile and for wall 
coverings. Even wallpaper has an 
improved adhesive—cellulose. 

What has happened to animal 
glues? The old 


you'll find, has disappeared from 


hot-glue — pot, 


most woodworking and maintenance 
shops, replaced for the most part 
by white glue. For fine furniture- 
making and  cabinetwork, and 
whenever there are moisture prob- 
lems, plastic resin usually gets the 
call. Animal glues still have ex- 
tensive use commercially, but prin- 
cipally only for such tasks as lami- 
nating plywood and making corru- 
gated boxes. 

New adhesives are constantly 
appearing. One of the newest is a 
spray type that will make paper or 


fabrics pressure-sensitive, in the

N ADHESIVE is only as good as 
the way it’s used. 
Follow directions. If the label 
says it should 
when the temperature is 70° or 


be applied only 


better, don’t expect prime results 
if you use it and the thermometer 
is only 50°. If the label says use it 
on porous materials, don’t try to 
stick metal with it. 

Clean it up. Before gluing, re- 
move old adhesives, scaly paint, 
dirt, and grease. They are enemies 
of adhesion. 

Press it tight. Bring surfaces 
into intimate contact. The larger 
the gluing surface, the stronger the 
glue line. Roughening of surfaces 
to be glued (when possible) usu- 
ally will improve bonding qualities. 
Modern adhesives are designed for 
ease of use, and many of them 
minimize the need for clamping. 
But you do have to be careful to 
hold glued parts in position. If you 
don’t have clamps, you can often 
do the holding with nails, screws, 
rope, string, rubber bands, tape, 
even spring clothespins. Ropes can 
be tightened with a stick like a 


tournicuet. This is especially ef- | 


fective in regluing loose chairs. 


Let it dry. If you rush it and use | 


it before the joint has fully cured, 


you may break the bond. You'll cer- | § 


tainly weaken it. If you are in a 
hurry, you can often use heat to 


speed drying. Shine a heat lamp 


on the work.

Species of aloe have a long his- 
tory of application for wounds, 
burns, eye infections, and dermati- 
tis in Africa, India, Asia, Malaya, 
the West Indies, Central and South 
America, and Mexico. It is also 
used on the skin to ward off 
sects, and in Africa it is used in 
veterinary practice. In the Philip- 
pines, where the pulp of aloe is 
steeped in wine to make a hair 
tonic, the split leaves are also em- 
ployed to massage the scalp and 
condition the hair. 

Creston Collins and his fa- 
ther, C. E. Collins, were successful 
in blending the pulp of aloe into an 
ointment as long ago as the 1930's 
Dr. Alexander Farkas of North Mi- 

Beach is working on a pow- 
dered form of the processed leaf, 
which is brought into solution by 
mixing with water. This will be a 
convenient way to market aloe but 
the dehydrated herb is expensive 
and must be refrigerated until used. 

The best way to keep Aloe vera 
at hand for emergency first aid is to 
grow a plant on a window sill. It 
doesn’t need sunlight directly on 
the plant. In fact; even where it is 
cultivated in quantity, taller trees 
are interspersed among the rows to 
give partial shade. A tip of the leaf 
may be cut from the lower portion 
of a potted plant without damage 
to the rest of the leaf. or other 
leaves. As long as the central pair 
of leaves is unimpaired where the 
growing tips are situated, the side

shoots may be cut as needed all 
winter long. 

John Evelyn, great seventeenth- 
century English gardener, directed 
his servant in the care of aloe: 

“Aloe cannot be watered too 
much in summer nor too little in 
winter: And when it does then re- 
quire it, expose it rather in the 
aire, so as no raine fall upon it; 
this will fill and plump the plant 
without watering; which in that 
season will kill it; then house it 
again.” 

He was saying, in effect, treat 
aloe rather like an African violet. 
Water it from below, keep it warm, 
and do not let cold water strike the 
leaves. Yet it can be planted out in 
the garden in the shade of a small, 
tree or bush to get plenty of rain in 
the summer. If left in the same pot 
several years with the pot sunk in 
the garden bed, it will bloom from 
time to time. Be sure to bring it 
indoors before danger of frost. Lit- 
tle offshoots will give you new 
plants to be potted for gift-giving, 
or you can start it from cuttings.

“We find the combination of wa- 
ter and lantern light irresistible, 
and a sure-fire glamorizer of sum- 
mer-night parties, so we seized the 
chance to buy 80 Japanese paper 
lanterns from a shop that was sell- 
ing out. They range in size from 
some as big as Greg to small ones 
about 15 inches long, and we string 
them up around the house and 
hang them in the trees. 

“The flagstone dock at the wa- 
ter’s edge is a delightful place for 
a foursome brunch, lunch, or tea 
party. We bring down the chafing 
dish and cook at the table. Pepper 
steaks work great on this. 

“We can have a mobile cocktail 
party for eight on the raft—and 
frequently do as a pre-dinner inter- 
lude. And the novelty of it as the 
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scene of a children’s birthday party 
can’t be beat. One Christmas, it be- 
came a sort of Santa’s sled, with 
Henry a hearty, padded Santa 
Clause delivering presents to our 
friends around the lake. 

“The lawns and terraces furnish 
plenty of free and open space for 
official cocktail parties, which may 
number as many as 250. I’ve evolved 
a standard cocktail-party menu— 
cold lobster mould, hot crab and 
cheese, and two kinds of tiny meat- 
balls (mixed with whisky or gin- 
gersnaps). The menu is simple 
enough so that I can do the cater- 
ing myself, and merely hire three 
waiters to take care of the serving. 

“The real heroine in all my en- 
tertaining is the Hotray, which 
holds foods at eating temperature 
while I enjoy the party. I have two 
long ones and wonder how I ever 
entertained without them. We even 
bring ours down to the lake front, 
on wintry days, load it with chili or 
soup and between whirls on the ice 
have a hot snack. It’s as important 
to my party meals as the pots and 
pans. Before guests arrive I cook 
and place the meal on our king-size 
tray. Soup, a beef and kidney stew, 
French bread, Italian green beans 
and tiny potatoes are a frequent 
menu. While we’re having cocktails 
in the living room, on the terrace, 
the raft or lawn, the dinner stays 
at exactly the right temperature, 
my kitchen stays clean and unclut- 
tered, and I stay calm. When we’re 


ready to eat, I mix the salad, pour 
the wine, and the meal is ready. 
“The dining room can take a sit- 
down dinner for six comfortably, 
but we can have larger sit-down 
meals and more formal ones by 
bringing the table into the family 
room, which is right next to the 
kitchen and provided with a buffet, 
so it amounts to an extra dining 
room. The table extends, of course. 
“Wherever we've 
tried to collect objects that will 
make interesting table settings or 
serving pieces. We were particular- 
ly entranced by the pottery of Val- 
lauris, the French Riviera village 
Picasso revived, and I acquired 
some mottled gray-blue marmites 
which marry off remarkably well 
with some gray-and-black tea cups 
we got in Japan. I can do an all- 
wood barbecue table setting with 
olive wood bowls we got in St. Paul 
de Vence, our favorite 
France, and wood plates we got in 
Atami in Japan. Trays, trays, and 
more trays, in every shape and 
color, are always on my shopping 
list because they save countless 
steps and give us freedom to eat 
and serve anywhere. My favorites

family washtub without a jot of ex- 
tra care and cleaning commotion. 
It’s exactly what I'd like to use on 
that glass wall in the living room, 
but I haven’t seen anything like it 
for years.” 

It was my turn to do some mus- 
ing, trying to recall the decorating 
vocabulary of my own grandmoth- 
er. “Was it marquisette, Notting- 
ham net, point d’espirit, Cluny 
net?” 

Mrs. Walker shook her head. 
“T’ve been all through that list, 
and it’s none of them.” 

“Well, whatever: it is,” said I, 
remembering that the glass wall 
was not one inch less than 15 feet 
wide and eight feet high, “when we 
find it, we’re going to need a bale 
of it, because any net curtain hangs 
like spaghetti unless you allow at 
least twice-and-a-half more fabric 
than the window measurement calls 
fer. And let me also remind you 
that the most maddening, skittish 
material in the world to cut, seam, 
and hem is net. Not that I’m trying 
to sell you off the idea.” 

“Which, of course, you are,” an- 
swered the perceptive Mrs. Walker, 
“but you haven’t a chance of suc- 
ceeding.” 

Pll. show you, Mrs. Walker, 
thought I to myself, that this mod- 
ern world is full of replacements 
for your grandmother’s esoteric 
net curtaining. And forthwith I 
started my rounds of every fabric 
house I knew that purveys sheer 
white ‘curtaining. My handbag 
bulged with swatches of likely sub- 
stitutes by the time I got to the 
showroom of the Unika-Vaev Cor- 
poration, a firm that specializes in 
imported decorative fabrics. 







































Surveying the sheer goods, I 
found my eye caught by a Danish- 
made net curtaining, patterned in 
a geometric design densely woven 
into the sheer background. It was 
labeled “Bobinette No. 7,” de- 
scribed as 100 percent diolen, 
which is the European name for a 
man-made, polyester drip-dry fiber. 
The label also indicated that the 
fabric was 88 inches wide, yet 
priced in the neighborhood of $12 
a yard—an almost-too-good-to-be- 
true state of affairs. It meant we 
could drape the 15-foot wall with 
lavish fullness, using only seven 
lengths. The fabric is easily worked 
because the solid patterned areas 
give the net substance and tame its 
skittish behavior. 

I’m not as great as I think I | 
am if [ can’t sell the lady on this, 
I thought. 

But that turned out to be the 
last thing I had to do. 

“That’s it!” she said, the min- 
ute she had the sample length in 
her hand and examined the net 
weave. “It’s Grandma’s bobinette, 
brought up to date. Somehow I 
knew they'd never let a good thing 
like that go out of our lives.” 

Indeed, this firm has not. They 
have another pattern, ““Bobinette 
Number 1,” woven in circular solid 
designs for moderns who prefer 
their geometry more rounded.

HUDSON RIVER. Table grapes of native American varieties 
have long been grown in the Hudson Valley, especially on 
the west bank between Newburgh and Kingston, and a 
few rather halfhearted and not very successful efforts have 
been made to produce wine. The one interesting, surviving 
vineyard is a fairly new one—Mr. Everett Crosby’s High Tor. 


HYBRID. In viticulture, the result of a cross of two grape vari- 
eties. Botanically, the idea is a fairly new one, less than 
two centuries old; applied to the grape, it is wholly revo- 
lutionary, since the wine-bearing vine has been almost entire- 
ly propagated by cuttings rather than by seeds since the 
dawn of human history. Most hybrids are an attempt to 
combine the best qualities of two quite different parent 
vines, or to produce an offspring able to contend with some 
special problem, such as the phylloxera, without compro- 
mising its superiority. Considering the fact that there is 
hardly such a thing as a pure strain of grape or one con- 
sistently able to transmit its specific qualities to its seed- 
lings, this is a monumental problem, and it is surprising 
that so much definite progress has been made. There is no 
doubt, for example, that a number of the newer hybrids are 
capable of giving better wine in our eastern states than any 
of the original “native” varieties; hybrids also provide quite 
passable wine for home use in many parts of France. In 
France, these crosses usually bear the name of the hybridizer, 
often plus a serial number, such as Seibel 5279, Couderc 
4401, Baco No. 1, Bouschet, and Miller-Thurgau; in other 
countries they have a bad tendency, like illegitimate chil- 
dren, to claim the name of their illustrious parent, however 
few of his or her characteristics they may possess. As a 
result, wines are often presented to a somewhat confused 

public under names that sound familiar but to which the 

wines have no well-authenticated right. Thus we have 

Goldriesling and Mainriesling in Germany, Emerald Ries- 

ling and Ruby Cabernet in the United States. 

Mr. Philip Wagner of the Baltimore Sun and of Boordy 
Vineyard has done much to popularize the better hybrids 
in America. Extensive experiments in hybridizing are being 
carried on by the University of California’s College of 
Agriculture, at Davis, California and by similar establish- 
ments in several continents and at least a dozen countries. 
It seems certain that much of benefit to the wine drinker 
will eventually result, though how soon is another question.

ICE BUCKET. Except in restaurants, ice buckets seem to be used 
less and less generally in this day of electric refrigeration; 
this is to be regretted, for white wines and rosés and 
Champagnes are far better served in a bucket. Prechilling, 
however useful, does not accomplish the same end; chilled 
wines lose their freshness and sprightliness and charm as 
they warm up during a meal, and the last glass rarely tastes 
as good as the first. Of red wines, particularly if brought 
to table at slightly below room temperature, the opposite is 
of course true: they improve as they warm up and taste 
better and better, as they should. 

Many ice buckets are poorly designed, and the wine in 
the neck of a Rhine or Moselle bottle, for example, never 
gets chilled at all. In such cases it is perfectly correct 
procedure to put the bottle in the bucket neck down for 
ten minutes or so, before the capsule is cut away and the 
cork drawn. 


IMPERIALE (M-pay-ray-ahl). Oversize bottle, in which Clarets 
of great years are occasionally laid away, for slower de- 
velopment and longer life. Holds as much as eight ordinary 
bottles. 


INFERNO (In-fair-no). Perhaps the most famous of the five 
classic red wines of Valtellina, produced along the northern 
edge of the Lombardy region of Italy, not far from the 
Swiss border. 


INGLENOOK. Famous old California vineyard, at Rutherford, 
in the Napa Valley. The first vines were planted in 1879 
by Gustav Niebaum, a retired Finnish sea captain and one 
of the first directors of the Alaska Commercial Company, 
and the impressive stone winery was constructed a decade 
later. The property still belongs to Captain Niebaum’s 
collateral descendants, including John Daniel, Jr., who 
directs it and has been an important figure in California 
viticulture since the end of Prohibition. The production is 
not large; the entire emphasis is on varietal wines, and on 
quality. Particularly noteworthy are Inglenook’s Cabernet 
Sauvignon, Pinot Noir, Pinot Chardonnay, and Traminer, 
but a few others are produced including a Charbono (from 
the grape of that name), a Red Pinot (from the Pinot St. 
Georges) and sound, less expensive wines sold under the 
name Navalle. 


IONA. Native, Eastern, red-purple grape, but giving white wine, 
rather widely planted in the Finger Lakes district. It takes 
its name from Iona Island, in the Hudson not far from 
Peekskill, where it was first grown. 


JEREZ (Hair-eth). Attractive and prosperous little city in South- 
ern Spain, on the main road and main railway line from 
Seville to Cadiz; the birthplace of Sherry, which is called 
Jerez or Vino de Jerez in Spanish. The vineyards that have 
made the city’s fame and its wealth lie mostly to the west 
and southwest of the town, out of sight of the highway; 
many of the streets run between the high, white, window- 
less walls of the bodegas in which Sherry is stored and aged. 


JEROBOAM. Oversize wine bottle, holding as much as six ordi- 
nary bottles, in which Clarets of great years are sometimes 
laid away. The jeroboam is also used for Champagne but 

the wine is fermented in bottles and then 

just prior to shipment. This of course has a 

tendency to shorten its life.

acres in the Schloss or castle vineyard (part of these are 
usually non-productive through the rotation of replanting) 
and only about 200 more under vines in the whole township. 
These would be hard pressed to supply the whole world’s 
demand for Johannisberger, and commercial wines so la- 
belled, with no indication of specific vineyard site, or pro- 
ducer’s name, or estate-bottling, may legitimately be looked 
on with skepticism. The name Dorf Johannisberger is no 
better, since dorf, in German, simply means village. On the 
other hand, the true Johannisbergers, with vineyard name 
and Original-Abfiillung, are of a quality hardly surpassed 
and not often equalled in the Rheingau, wines of extraordi- 
nary grace and breed and bouquet. The more dependable 
Lagen, or vineyard names, are these: Klaus, Holle, Vogel- 
sang, Klauserpfad, Klauserberg, Klausergarten, Kahlenberg, 
Goldatzel, etc. Leading producers include Graf von Schon- 
born, Geromont, Landgraf von Hessen (formerly Krayer 
Erben), Anton Eser, etc. 


JOHANNISBERG RIESLING. Name usually given to the true 
Riesling grape in California to differentiate it from other 
varieties which, in fact, are not Rieslings at all—the so- 
called Franken Riesling (really the Sylvaner), the Gray 
Riesling (really the Chauché Gris), the Emerald Riesling, 
the Goldriesling and the Mainriesling, all of which are 
crosses, giving wine of lower quality. 


JOHANNISBERG, SCHLOSS. Germany’s most famous vineyard, 
spectacularly situated on one of the steepest of the Rhein- 
gau’s hillsides, commanding an incomparable view over 
the fertile and busy Rhine Valley. According to tradition, 
it was the Emperor Charlemagne who first ordered vines 
planted on its slope (haying observed, from his palace 
at Ingelheim across the river, that snow melted sooner 
there than elsewhere) ; by 1100 a Benedictine abbey had 
been constructed on the site, and when church proper- 
ties were secularized in 1801, this became the property 
of Prince William of Orange. The Congress of Vienna 
ceded it to the Emperor of Austria, and he bestowed it 
on Prince Metternich; it is still the property of the Met- 
ternich family, and their home. The present castle, how- 
ever, is new, the old Schloss having been bombed during 
the last war, and almost entirely destroyed. 


JULIENAS (Jule-yea-nahss). One of the most important com- 
munes and one of the best wines of the Beaujolais— 
perhaps less fruity than Brouilly and less engaging than 
Fleurie, but a firm wine of unusual distinction, balance, 
and fine texture. Total production is between one-fourth 
and one-half million gallons a year. 


KAEFERKOPF (Kay-fer-kopf). One of the rare wines of Alsace 
to carry a specific vineyard name. The Kaeferkopf' is in 
the commune of Ammerschwihr, and yields admirable 


Rieslings and Gewurztraminers. 


KANZLERBERG (Kahnz-lehr-bairg). Remarkable vineyard in 
the town Bergheim, Haut-Rhin, producing some of the 
very finest wines of Alsace, Gewurztraminers especially. 


KARTHAUSERHOFBERG. Celebrated vineyard on the Ruwer, 


in Germany. 


KAYSERBERG (Kayz-zerz-bairg). Picturesque and justly famous 
little wine town in Alsace. Its Rieslings and Gewitirz- 
traminers are of top quality, and it is the birthplace of 
Dr. Albert Schweitzer. 


KEUKA, LAKE (Q-ka). One of New York State’s Finger Lakes, 
and perhaps the most important of all, as far as wine 
is concerned; the little town of Hammondsport is at its 
southern end, and the three wineries where Taylor wines, 
Great Western, and Gold Seal are produced are all nearby.

® In 1959, House BreAuTIFUL chose for its Pace Setter a 
radically new kind of house. It was built around four sides 
of a central court, and in explaining the house we empha- 
sized the advantages of this inward-turning idea. We ven- 
tured to predict that it would become “a significant proto- 
type for the next decade” (the 1960's) because it offered 
its residents “more control over their environment than has 
ever been known in America.” We explained that the open, 
but enclosed, court was a time-proved device (called an 
atrium) common to city houses of the Greeks and Romans. 
Now, barely four years later, we can report that the atrium 
house has taken hold in every section of the country. 

What is an atrium? It is an outdoor space surrounded 
entirely by house, which means it is truly private. Unlike a 
patio or a terrace, it is not subject to the scrutiny of your 


neighbors. The glass walls that look into this space need

doors, it is entirely surrounded by house. All the rooms that 


look into it seem much bigger, thanks to its 24’ by 24’ space. 
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not even be curtained, since it is completely cut off. 

The atrium idea can have a dynamic effect on floor plan- 
ning. What it does, in effect, is to add. space to every room 
that looks into it. Visually, it creates an illusion of great 
vistas even when the enclosed floor space may actually be 
quite limited. By making outdoor living possible within the 
house walls, it lets nearly every room participate more 
directly and more intimately in it.

@ Even though you may live in a climate that does not favor 
the use of an atrium, you may still enjoy many of its benefits 
with a roofed and enclosed garden room. 

This house, built in the cool, rain-drenched coastal region 
of the Pacific Northwest, is one example of how it may be 
done. It was designed by Architect Roland Terry for owners 
whose primary requirement was a gardenlike space pro- 
tected from the vagaries of the weather. They had enjoyed 
entertaining in the garden of their previous house when pos- 
sible. Now they wanted to be able to count on doing so. 

To meet this requirement, the garden-atrium of their new 
house was put under a high, skylighted, trellislike roof. In 
short, their atrium looks like the outdoors, but in reality 
is indoors. The living areas of the house are grouped 
around this space. Outdoor terraces on the south and west 
sides of the house link the atrium to the outdoors. The 
result is that the atrium turns what is essentially a small 
house into one of spatial magnificence. 

Seen from the exterior, the house is inward-turning and 
noncommittal. It tells little about itself, but it does indi- 
cate immediately that the owners value privacy and have 
discriminating taste. 

You enter the house through a clearly defined vestibule 
(see plan, page 65), with a doorway to the kitchen at one 
side (for the maid’s convenience in answering the door and 
admitting the guests). On the opposite side is a powder room 
for guests. You move from here into the reception area. At 
one side of this is a small, intimate library with a built- 
in bar. On the opposite side is the living room.

On the south side of the house, opposite the entrance, the 
openness of the atrium gives way to a more enclosed sitting 
area. You can relax here by the fire on chilly days or in the 
evening, yet enjoy the feeling of being close to the outdoors. 
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Though the climate in its area (the Pacifie Northwest) is not 
suitable for an open-air court, this house nevertheless has 
the advantages of the inner-court house. Skylights flood its 
great central space with natural daylight, and the clerestory 
windows open for ventilation if needed. All the important rooms 
of the house open onto this area and gain immensely from it.

As you enter the living room, you are immediately aware 
of the gardenlike space that is a continuation of it. This 
garden space is separated from the living room by only 
a wall of glass. And, although you have entered the house, 
you feel that you are in an outdoor environment. As you 
move from the nine-foot-high space of the reception area 
into the fourteen-foot-high space of the living room and 
atrium, the space seemingly opens up. This space is filled 
with a mellow light from the translucent skylights overhead 
and the clerestory windows on two sides. From here you 
can see the sky and the tops of the trees through the 
clerestories. You also see the terraces with their walls 
and planting. And you relate this to the luxuriant plant- 
ing and the fountain and pool at one side of the gar- 
den space. These all add up to (Please turn the page) 


You enter from the 9’-high space of the reception area into 
the 14’-high space of the living room. This is separated 
from the gardenlike atrium by a glass screen. The doors in 
this screen open the living room to the atrium when desired. 
Dining area (seen in the background) also opens to atrium.

In the living room, generously proportioned couches 
provide a conversational grouping near fireplace, 
which is at left. The living room is very much se- 
cluded within the house. The only outside windows 
it has are those in the high clerestory. Otherwise 
the “outdoors” into which it faces is the atrium, 


a space completely under the control of its owners. 


At the west side of the atrium and near the formal 
dining area, which opens to it, is an outdoorlike 
area for informal dining. Add to this the informal 
sitting area (page 59) and you can appreciate how 
many different kinds of living the atrium offers.

the sensation of being outdoors. It is here that the owners 
may entertain even though it is raining. In a sense, the 
garden has become their entire house. 

They may move outside when the weather permits; the 
terraces are simply continuations of the inner garden. That 
on the south adjacent to the master bedroom has been 
raised to give a view toward the nearby lake. On the west. 
but shielded from the street on that side, is another terrace 
that traps the warmth of the afternoon sun, so it is com- 
fortable and cheerful even when the air is cool. 

Since the house is on a town lot with streets on two of 
the sides and nearby houses on the others, these outdoor 
terraces with their walls and planting serve also as buf- 
fers to secure privacy. In addition, certain rooms were 
placed to provide greater privacy and seclusion. The liv- 
ing room, surrounded by rooms on all sides, opens only 
into the atrium. The master suite (Please turn the page) 


On the south, a paved 
terrace continues the 
atrium to an enclosed 
outdoor area. By these 
exterior links the at-

The secret of the atrium’s soft fil- 
tered light is in the twelve plastic 
skylights.

is at the point most remote from the two streets. The guest 
room is protected by its own private walled garden. 

A problem that may occur in any compact house plan is 
that of securing cross light and ventilation in all rooms. 
In this house, the problem of light is quite satisfactorily 
solved by the atrium. But, since the atrium is enclosed, 
there could have been a lack of adequate ventilation. In 
order to prevent this, some of the sash in the clerestory 
are hinged at the top and equipped with remote-control 
operators so that they may easily be opened. The operators 
are concealed behind doors in the paneled walls of the 
atrium and living room. These windows, being hinged at 
the top, may be left open in rainy weather to ventilate 
the garden as well as cross-ventilate the other rooms. 

Since this garden is heated in cool weather—but not to 
the temperature of surrounding rooms—it is a place in 
which tropical plants could be planted and thrive.

The Atrium 


Modern man tends to reject certain ideas 


simply because they are not new. 





This atrium—as atriums in Pompeii—serves as 


the core of circulation within the house 


® Most of the houses in our parade of atriums are small 
houses, since one of the atrium’s great assets is that it can 
optically increase the size of the room looking into it. 

But this house is a big, formal house—even though you 
can count only nine rooms on the plan. And big houses 
present circulation problems, such as: How can servants 
go from the kitchen to the front door without passing 
through any major rooms? Older large-size houses solved 
these problems with hallways—long, dark, gloomy, and for- 








Opposite the entrance the gallery is wider, so it can be more than 
a passage for movement. Small furniture groupings are quite in 





bidding. Even if they weren't dark, they always seemed 
depressingly tunnellike. 

In this house, the atrium is the heart of a hall system 
in addition to its obvious aesthetic function. It is a point 
of reference, and it is of such size and importance that it 
is the dominant space of the house as well as the core of 
circulation within it. 

When you enter the house, the first thing to attract your 
eye is the light-filled central space, with its fountain and 
planting. As you move about, enjoying the pleasure of walk- 
ing in the gallery, you soon learn where the main rooms are 
in relation to this space. They all have direct access to it. 
You know where you are: you aren't lost, as you sometimes 
can be in modern buildings. 

Unlike the preceding house, with its somewhat restricted 
site bounded by nearby streets and houses, this house oc- 
cupies a much larger site and one that is less hemmed-in. 
But this has not removed the need and desire for seclusion. 

This house is not as inward-looking in character as the 


preceding house; it does have a highly developed outet

area. Still, its atrium indicates a desire for privacy. The 
cloistering of space and its treatment as something rare 
and precious is an essential aid to securing privacy.

® If houses were more knowingly designed, their owners 
could enjoy at least a third more outdoor living than they 
now do. The house shown on these pages was designed 
specifically for the warm climate of Tucson, Arizona, nor- 
mally favorable to outdoor living. But there are hazards, 
principally wind and sun. Both problems have been dealt 
with in this atrium. The north wall is glass, shutting out the 
wind in winter while admitting the welcome sunshine. Dra- 
peries can be drawn for privacy when needed. The sliding 
glass entrance panel may be left open to create a breeze on 
rare still days. The atrium roof opening is actually not large— 
it is only 41 percent of the total atrium. Well-placed planting 


reduces heat radiation from flagstone paving.

From the living room, one has an outlook in 
two directions: to the north a wide, sweep- 
ing view of the bay; to the south a more 
intimate view (right), the garden. This place, 
protected from wind and capturing the sun, 
is an intensively used outdoor room, a spot 
where meals are often served and where, be- 
cause it is limited in space, gardening is 
a delightful hobby, not a burdensome chore.

@ The house that is U-shaped in plan is a common architec- 
tural type in many parts of the country. However, if this 
arrangement is built on a typically small suburban lot, the 
space inside the U rarely has privacy. This is true whether 
the U faces the street, the rear, or the side. 

The addition of a fence across the open end of the U (the 
fourth side of the plan) will give it many of the advantages 
of an atrium. It completes the enclosure so that the rest of the 
house can open itself to the court without fear of inspection 
by neighbors or unexpected intrusion from outside. It re- 
stricts the landscaping necessities so that the garden inside 
the court can be a pleasure, not a chore. It creates a fully 
enclosed sun pocket that will allow a much longer outdoor 
living season for the owners. And it does all this for the cost 
of the fence alone. 

In considering the kind of fence to use in such a situation, 
it is important to remember that you may be cutting off an 
important source of summer breezes. If this is true, use a 
louvered or other open-work fence that cannot be seen 
through, yet provides ventilation. 

The house seen in the photograph above has achieved the 
advantages of the atrium in this way. Though the house 
itself wraps around only three sides of the court, the open 
end has been closed off with a high fence that has a covered 
walkway on its far side. This walkway leads to the service 
entrance, so the fence has a second purpose—to shield the 
main living areas from service traffic. The court itself is 
designed as a heavily used living area landscape:

situation starts feeding tropical sea air into 
the U.S.—from the Gulf of Mexico, the Caribbean, the waters 
around the Bahamas. The air comes to you, depending on 
where you live, as a south wind, or a southeast wind, or a 
southwest wind. 

You probably sometimes get another sort of hot weather 
that is accompanied by a northwest wind. Then the sky is 
very clear, the sun is very strong, and the thermometer 
may go very high. But that kind of summer heat is not so 
bad, because the air is dry, and because the nights are 
cool. What makes the eastern heat waves so bad is the moist- 
warm-hazy heat that comes with a southerly wind. 

So, in talking about summer discomfort, in planning a 


house against summer heat, Easterners really deal with a 


quite clear-cut problem. About nine out of ten of your really 
hot oppressive days are exactly alike. On every really hot 
day the wind comes from the same direction, the sun shines 
from the same angles, the haze in the air is about the same. 
Even the time of day that clouds form and disappear, the 
time of day that the wind rises and dies down again, the 
time of night that it perhaps changes direction—all that 
is very much the same for all really hot days. 

And that is what makes “Climate Control” possible. For 
if you take a good hard look at that hot summer, the pattern 
falls to pieces. It turns out to consist of a sun at such-and- 
such an angle, and a wind from such-and-such direction, 
and so on. Then you can shade off the sun and scoop in 
the wind, and presently your summer is much cooler—even 
without adding a fan or refrigeration. Then you can turn

a lot of marginal weather into comfortable weather with 
natural ventilation and save your mechanical refrigeration 
aids for the real sizzlers. 

From Bryan, Texas, where heat is heat, comes some hot 
news about cooling breezes. Briefly, it’s this: You can now 
build a cool, well-ventilated house simply by following a few 
rules and avoiding a few common faults. And even in an exist- 
ing house. you can get a better hot-weather breeze by a few 
simple tricks with windows. 

All this has been discovered at Texas A. & M. That famous 
school is one of those (the University of Wisconsin is an- 
other) that makes a special effort to be directly useful to 
the people of the state: improving Texas cattle, Texas school 
buildings, Texas oil wells and water wells, and so on down 
to Texas houses. 

It was natural for William W. Caudill, Research Architect, 
to start this research with ventilation. Summer heat is so 
fierce and so moist in the Gulf Coast plains that breeze is 
the most important comfort factor. He and his associates 
worked mainly with the wind-tunnel, the research tool of 
the airplane designer. They exposed a model to a wind, which 
was made visible by smoke streams. Then they checked their 
results in full-scale houses. And so, under carefully con- 
trolled conditions, you can experiment with shapes and angles 
to your heart’s content. 

We'll report the Caudill findings in the order in which they 
can be most easily explained. Some are tricks you can use 
right now, even in a rented apartment. Some require building 
a new house from scratch. They’re all worth knowing. 

Their first finding: The breeze through a room does not 
necessarily flow in a straight line from the “in” window 
to the “out” window. (By “in” window, we mean the window 
where the breeze comes in—or a door, or a louvered open- 
ing.) In many rooms the air flows around sidewise in a curve. 
In even more rooms it goes high overhead. In any case it 
is likely to miss the people in the room. This strange be-

havior of air has to do with such factors as wind direction, 
the size and shape of the walls, pitch of the ceiling, roof 
overhang. It’s the kind of effect that is easy to explain 
once you know what it is—but very hard to predict. The 
point is that the breeze is probably missing you in your 
present house or apartment. Quite likely, you can make 
your summers much cooler simply by making sure that the 
breeze doesn’t miss you. 





How do you find out? Investigate the air flow with ciga- 
rette smoke. If the breeze goes around you, why can’t you 
simply rearrange the 
furniture and put the 
people where the breeze 
is? If the breeze flows 
too high overhead (the 





) more frequent case), 
you'll have to do some more fundamental doctoring, which 
I shall now explain. 

Their second finding: Just where the breeze goes in a 
room depends entirely on the location and design of the “in” 
window. The location of the “out” window—high or low, to 
one side or the other of the room—is much less important 
than everybody had thought. The “in” window has a strong 
directive effect upon the breeze in the room. So if the 
breeze misses the people, it’s the “in” window that must 
be doctored. 

Their third finding: Since it is so common for the breeze 
to cross a room too high, doing nobody any good, it follows 
that the “in” windows are commonly set too high. Of course, 
there are reasons. The main one is that the window serves a 
triple purpose—to let in a breeze, to let people look out, and 

to put decent daylight on desks, kitchen counters, etc. For 
| the third purpose, you want them high. So most windows 
are middling-high. 
| Of late, many architects have begun to divorce the three 
| functions. They get working light by skylights, and breeze

But you can’t move your windows down in your present 
house or apartment. You may have trouble getting them low 
enough even in a new house. Therefore you may want to try 
and make the breeze from the window blow downward a little.

self as directional vanes, as with jalousies. If you use 
louvers or Venetian blinds, you have one basic problem. 
To keep out sunshine, sky glare, and possible showers, you 
want to turn them upward; but if you use them to bring 
down the breeze. you want them turned downward. This 
means that in the daytime you can’t do both jobs at the 
same time: keep sun and sky glare out and 
bring the breeze down. Better to use outside 
devices, like awnings, to do the shading, and 
leave your windows with the single task of 
breeze control. Then you can tilt your louvers 
down either day or night—particularly at 
night—because you want to force the breeze 
down to the level of the bed. 

About using the window itself as a louver, 


Drawings show this and _ tell 
the whole story better than any 
words could. These vanes might 
be louvers added to the window, 
like Venetian blinds, or you 
could use the window glass it- 


Caudill and company make an_ interesting 
point. Many types of windows in commercial 
production today have some kind of directive 
effect. Casement windows can deflect the 
breeze sidewise. Louver windows can deflect it 
downward—or can be set to do so providing 
the louvers have a 110° pivoting capacity. 
(Many brands do not, so shop this point care- 
fully.) Caudill says: Don’t pick your window 
type just at random. Pick for each window or 
for each side of the house the type of window 
that does the job that needs to be done. Maybe on one side 





of the house you want to scoop the breeze sidewise into the 
rooms: Use casement windows. On another side maybe you 
want to push the breeze downward: Use a window type that 
will do that. It can very well be done by the jalousie-type 
window with glass louvers. Then there is the awning type. 
This window has many advantages, but unfortunately most 
deflect the air upward. Now one manufacturer, in response 
to the Texas research, is developing an awning window that 
will swing out and finally up, thus becoming a down-deflector. 
Main idea is that every type of window does something. Pick 
the type that will give you the 
greatest manipulatability of air. 

Their fifth finding: If you want 
the breeze to come in at one end 
of the room, you've got to let it 
out at the other end; that’s really 
obvious. Yet, people keep build- 





ing rooms with great big openings 
to let in the breeze—and small

openings to let the breeze out. This 
is the most common fault of houses 
from a ventilation viewpoint. The 
small exit chokes off the airflow. 
The “out” opening of a room should be bigger. Get this 
point clear: Direction of airflow in the room depends on the 
inlet windows, but amount of flow depends on the outlet! 

Now the trouble is that the average house doesn’t go clear

| 





through from front to back: the air flows into one room, then 
through a door into a hallway, then through another door 
into another room, and then out through a window. And the 
doors, even if open, choke off the flow. So Caudill advocates 
louvered partitions between rooms. Of course he’s talking 
from a part of the country with an extra-long and extra- 
hot summer and no serious winter. For many parts of the U.S. 
it might not be worth the loss of privacy and the possible 
winter drafts. But then again, you could set solid panels over 
these louvered openings in winter, much as you use storm 
sash over windows. 

Their sixth finding: In the evening the breeze is often 
slack, and you wish for more breeze. Well, you can get more 
breeze very simply by closing windows. On the side of the 
house where the air flows out, leave everything open. But on 
the side where the air comes in, close everything except one 
window. In front of that one, then, you put your chair, or 
your dining table, or your bed. Now all the air that flows 
through the house has to squeeze through that one small 
hole. The total air flow through the house is less than it 
would be with everything open, but the flow through that 
one window is more—air flows where it counts—on you. 
The air speeds up at this squeeze point. 

This is an application of an aeronautical law: “The small- 
er the hole, the faster the flow.” The fancy title for it is The 


- Venturi Effect. You could also call it The Squirt Idea. Works 


with flowing water, too. Rivers speed up in the narrows. 
Little boys put a finger on the water tap to get a small but 
very fast flow and make a wonderful farflung mess. The 
nozzle of a garden hose works the same way. 

Their seventh finding: This is practically the same idea, 
with an attic fan used instead of natural breeze. T'0 get im- 
mediate comfort from an attic fan, close all the windows 
in the house except one. Then put your chair, bed, table 
right in front of that one. Now, as the attic fan pulls air 
out of the house, new air has to rush in through that one 
window, and it comes in as quite a breeze. If you opened 
more windows, you would get less breeze through each. 

This is not, of course. the official idea of an attic fan 
or exhaust fan. The official idea is to suck hot daytime air 
out of the top of the house so that cool night air will flow 
in at bottom and will gradually well up inside the house, 
filling it with coolness. So, though it may seem wrong to 
close the house up on a hot evening, try it, one room at 
a time. 

Their eighth finding: You can get more breeze through a 
house by careful planning. Put the outlet openings into 
locations where they not merely /et the air out, but suck 
it out. 

Here is the general idea. As air flows over and around a 
building (or around any other thing, as, for instance, the 
wing of an airplane), it sets up pressures on some places and 
suctions on others. (A suction on the rounded top-surface 
of the wing is what-holds an airplane up.) On the front of 
the house—I mean the side that faces the wind—there is 
a pressure. On the sides of the house there may be suctions. 
On the back of the house, too, there is usually suction. Now. 
if you can locate your big “out” openings in places with 
extra-strong suction, you'll get extra breeze, and speeded-up 
breeze through the house! 

Strong suction areas are quite likely to be on the side of 
the house. “Cross ventilation,’ (Please turn to page 114) 
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Crucial points are height of window and its

How an atrium can 
increase summer comfort

ing. The secret is, the house is really not short of windows. 





But they are interior ones, facing an interior atrium under 
that open pyramid peak. By having these big, unimpeded 
outlets for breeze and only small intake openings, the house 
sets up a suction that invites cooling breezes in and out. 


@ Houses in warm-moist climates could be made quite com- 
fortable if the outside breeze could be made to flow through 
them willingly. Particularly is this so in the coastal regions 
of Florida, where the winds are quite positive and brisk 
during the summer months. 

But winds are like shy animals—they don’t like to enter 
unless there is an easy exit. So the trick in getting a breezy 
house is to think more about giving the winds large and 
plentiful openings to escape through. This means the exit 
holes must be as large as or larger than the entry holes. 

This Florida house does an excellent job in providing 
a way for the wind to exit from the house, thanks to a 
partially roofed atrium. The doors leading to the atrium 
provide 538 square feet of openings, as against 176 square 
feet of openings in the outside walls. The opening at the 
top of atrium is 178 square feet and occurs nearly seven feet 
above the ceilings of the rooms. This hole is the final exit 
point for the wind, of course, and the conditions leading 
to it are very similar to the flue of a chimney. One of the 
world’s most efficient ventilation devices, a chimney sucks 
air up and out with no mechanical aid. 

So the ratio of entrance openings to exit openings is very 
favorable in this house. For no matter how the jalousies on 
the outside walls are manipulated (Please turn the page) 


The semi-roofed atrium works 
like a chimney. Its draft is 
created by the natural tend- 
ency of warm air to rise and 
of winds to create points of 
pressure and suction as they 
pass a house. Just as a hose 
squirts more forcibly as you 
shut down its nozzle, so the 
breeze becomes stronger as 
you reduce window openings, 
providing outlets are bigger.

(and assuming the doors to the garden atrium are all open) 
there will always be bigger exit openings than entrance 
openings. For some of the outside windows will always be 
acting as exits too. 

Another favorable condition is the fact that all the out- 
side windows are jalousies, meaning there are a lot of 
degrees of opening possible. Therefore you can narrow down 
the opening on the windward side of the building, which 
would cause the wind to speed up more as it entered. 

This speeding up of the wind as it enters a narrow open- 
ing might be called the “breezeway principle.” In the hot, 
tropical places of the world—whether they have dry or 
moist climates—you see the people living and _ sleeping 
in the doorways and hallways of (Please turn the page} 













How much the atrium adds to the 
optical size of the rooms is clearly 
shown in the photo above. When 
you realize that these folding doors 
are swung open onto an outdoor 
area and that air is funneled up its 
sloping ceiling as it would be up 
a chimney, you can appreciate how 
much the atrium can speed up the 
ventilation of every room in house. 


The sweet smells of growing things 
and the refreshing air of the out- 
doors are built into your house 
when you have an atrium. Visualize 
the cooling effect of sprinkling this 
lawn on a hot, parched day. Rain, 
of course, falls through the always- 
open pyramidal structure above it. 
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On this plan you will see that the living area surrounding 
the atrium is one-room wide. Breezes do not have to blunder

from room to room, seeking a way out. They have a direct way 
out through the spacious hole in the roof of the atrium. It 
doesn’t replace air conditioning. You still need air condition- 
ing for times when there is no breeze at all, but this system 
lets you use natural ventilation and benefit from it for more 
days and nights of the year than would otherwise be possible.

their buildings. Why? Because that is where there is the 
most breeze, where it is the most comfortable. So it follows 
that the breeziest spots in this house will be immediately 
in front of the jalousie windows, which is where one would 
want to, sit, eat, or sleep. Also it follows that one would want 
to turn the louvers of the jalousies so they slant downward, 
to direct the breeze toward the floor. (Always buy louver 
windows that have at least 110-degree range of movement, 
or you will not be able to slant them downward. ) 

The total shape of this house, reacting to outside air 
movement, causes a low pressure area over the atrium and 
thus pulls air out of the house through its roof opening. 
The curving roof line meets the breezes in such a way that 
whirlpooling action outward is set up, which creates an 
outward and upward suction at the opening. 

All in all, this house shows the most savvy about wind 
performance of any we have ever seen.

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When a house crowds its lot lines, how can you have a decent 
entry? It’s done here by placing the entry at the side of the 
house in its own pleasantly secluded garden. A wooden grille

@ The idea of building a house on the waterfront can have 
great appeal. A house there can let you live in an atmos- 
phere of a year-around vacation. That’s one reason why 
waterfront property is so high and why, if you can afford 
a lot at all, it is likely to be only a skinny shadow of the 
one you dreamed of having. 

Don't let this discourage you. The asset that lies at 
your back door will make up for the property’s lack of width. 
You'll have the whole world of sea and sky at your pleasure. 
More than that, narrowness is no real problem for an archi- 
tect who knows the secret of designing on the diagonal. He 
can make much out of little. Consider the house shown on 
these pages. 

This house, fronting on Puget Sound, is on a lot only 
50’ wide. Zoning restrictions, requiring a 5’ setback on 
each side, reduced the available building width to 40’. 
Yet within that space, Architect Ralph Anderson created a 
house with a living area over 50’ long and a floor area of 
over 2300 square feet. He did it by using the diagonal, not 
once or twice, but three times. He zigzagged his way across 
the lot, as you can see in the plan on this page, squeezing 
use out of every available inch. As an added bonus, he 
gained a water view for almost every room in the house. 

This is a house designed for the waterfront. But its 
basically good principles would work on any narrow lot. 
It is essentially a small house, lacking in fussiness and 
expensive details. To the outside world it shows little of 
what it is. No windows look out on its street side. If 
it impresses passersby at all, it is by its understatement, 
modesty. and quiet good taste. It appears to be all of one

see a deck, a pool, Puget Sound, and distant hills. All seem 
to be the private domain of the house, as the 50’ lot fans 
out to encompass them, You'd never know narrowness had 
been a problem. : 

This house also gains space by its simplicity. Folding 
doors screen the living room from the dining area. Because 
these doors match the grilles on the front windows, they 
create a continuity that enlarges the limited space. The 
deck of the lighting trough in the living room continues 
on into the dining area and beyond it to a family lounge 
adjoining the kitchen, tying all together. 

The kitchen is open, though it can be partially screened 
by folding doors (again matching the living-room and front- 
window grilles). It looks out upon an enclosed play yard 
and, like almost every other room in the house, has a view 
of the wonderful waterfront. It never feels shut in.

Lilies, not diamonds, are a gardener’s 


best friend. Their dazzling beauty and proved 


durability make them a prime investment 
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@ Don’t let the delicate beauty and fragile appearance of 
the lily’s flower lead you astray. For while these are among 
the lily’s features, the plant as a whole and the bulb from 
which it grows are rugged. For most people in most climates, 
the lily takes less time and attention than almost any other 
flower. Some of the species lilies lack adaptability to certain 
climatic conditions and soils and consequently are difficult 
to grow in them. And some are not completely winter-hardy. 
But many are so adaptable to almost any situation that they 
last for many years. These seem to be nearly indestructible. 
You should limit yourself to them—as we have done in the 
accompanying table (page 111). 

In addition to choosing your lilies from species types, 
which originally were collected from the wild for garden 
cultivation, you may now select from a vast and increasing 
array of hybrids. By selecting and crossing the best of the 
species, hybridizers have opened up a new lily era. Jan de 
Graaff and other individual plant breeders in the United 
States, scientists with the horticultural laboratories of the 
United States Department of Agriculture at Beltsville, Mary- 
land, and lily hybridizers in Canada and Australia have 
brought about the new era. Many of their creations have been 
available for several years. Further outstanding develop- 
ments can be expected in the future. 

Their hybrids are easy to grow because they gained vigor 
from their crossing; this gives them added stamina and 
sturdiness. They tend to have stronger stalks and their flower 
stems stand up better against wind and rain. They are in- 
clined to flower more freely, and new blossom types have 
been created. Rainbowlike shades and hues heretofore un- 
known in lilies are now available, and the flowering season 
has been extended somewhat. 

Nevertheless, hybrids should never be selected to the 
exclusion of the species. For while the hybrids may be 
stronger and larger-flowered, many of the species have a 
delightful delicacy, an intangible, ethereal quality, and come 
in delicate and engaging colors that can be utilized for subtle 
harmonies. Species lilies are needed, too, for getting a 
long season of bloom. 

There are about a hundred known species of lilies, and 
these are native to Europe, Asia, and North America. Of this 
total, about sixty species are in cultivation in the United 
States. Those that are the most vigorous, easy to grow, and 
most adaptable to a wide range of soil and climatic condi- 
tions within the United States are included in our table. All 
of the hybrids that are listed in it of course meet these easy- 
to-grow requirements. A few of the species lilies are foot- 
noted as needing a protective winter mulch. Otherwise, all 
included in the table are believed to be so hardy that they 
can stand the rigors of winter in all of the United States 
except perhaps for a few of our coldest areas as in Minne- 
sota and Wisconsin, extreme northern New England, and 
at some of the higher elevations (as in the Rocky Moun- 
tains). Consequently, the listed lilies need not be lifted for 
protective winter storage except perhaps in these few areas. 
This means that they are a low-maintenance gardening ma- 
terial, which even further enhances their desirability for 
use in your garden. 

The one foremost requirement of all lilies—species and 
hybrids alike—is that they be planted in a garden that’s well 
drained. For when planted in soil that’s likely to stay water- 
logged after a rain. they will rot in the ground and disap- 
pear. But when given good soil drainage they display amaz- 
ing longevity. These flowers bloom more profusely yeai 
after year, and their bulbs multiply in a very rewarding 
manner. By selecting varieties that will give a succession 


of bloom, you may have lilies (Please turn to page 1/0)

of the other vigorous vines near a choice tree. If permitted, 
it will run wild and although the effect of the vine, when in 
bloom, will be absolutely beautiful, you'll soon have a grove 
of wisteria, and you'll very likely kill the tree. 


Most vines, except those that cling by themselves to rough 
surfaces, such as brick, need artificial support of some kind. 
Vines have several ways of holding onto either a rough or 
a smooth surface. They do this by little flat discs (Boston 
ivy, for example); “holdfasts.” which are small rootlike 
areas on each side of the vine (Hydrangea petiolaris, Hedera 
helix) ; tendrils, which wind around the support (Clematis, 
grapes); or by twining stems, which in some vines like 
bittersweet and Akebia twine from left to right and in oth- 
ers, like honeysuckle, twine from right to left. 

Match the growing habits of your vine to the support it 
will have in your garden. For instance, don’t plant a twining 
vine or a vine that clings by tendrils on any surface that 
is flat and smooth. 

There are many different vine supports available in garden 
shops; one sort is a small nail with a flexible lead strip 
attached which will hold the vine against the support with- 
out injuring the stem of the vine. And strong meshed mate- 
rial is now available on which vines can be trained; this 
probably is best for annual vines. 

Don’t plant a vine against a living tree where it will cling 
to and completely cover the tree trunk, for eventually it 
will smother and kill the tree. 

Don’t plant English ivy or other vigorous clinging vines 
directly on or near a shingled house; the runners will sneak 
under the shingles and eventually pry them loose. It is al- 
ways well to plant your vines against a background that will 
bring out the beauty of the flowers and show them off to best 
advantage. Your house color scheme can be accentuated and

made more distinctive by taking some thought when you go 
vine-shopping. 

The many kinds of clematis are perfect as slender showy- 
flowered vines. There’s a large flowering purple clematis and 
sweet autumn clematis (Clematis paniculata) growing to- 
gether on a small white support outside my front door, and 
the effect is always lovely, both in leaf and in flower, and 
I get double use from the support, as the flowers bloom 
at different times of the year. Besides, | can enjoy the fra- 
grance of the little white stars of autumn clematis as I go 
in and out. It is always a pleasant thing to have such a vine 
near a door, a window, or a terrace, where its fragrance can 
be enjoyed. 

If you want a vine planted against a surface that must 
be painted occasionally, it should be trained on a trellis 
hinged at the bottom. In this way the trellis carrying the 
vine can be swung out of the way while the repainting is 
being done. 

The famous landscape architect, Beatrix Farrand, once 
planted with great success, in the garden courts of the Hark- 
ness Memorial Building at Yale, two vigorous, decorative, 
and out-of-the-ordinary vines—the wild grape and the cat 
brier. I don’t know if this is the same cat brier (which be- 
longs to the Smilax family and is really a weed) that grows 
along the roadsides. But my Barnegat Light cat brier has 
beautiful, rounded, shining leaves, and I often cut it as 
foliage for bouquets. Leather gloves are needed for this, 
as it is full of thorns. 

England’s famous Gertrude Jekyll thought the grape the 
most beautiful of all climbing plants, particularly harmoni- 
ous with small and informal houses. 

Take care not to choose for a small garden one of the 
vigorous and rampant growing vines, “the headlong ivy,” 
or silver lace vine (Polygonum suberti). It is said of the 
latter that it has been known “to try to follow its owner 
affectionately on his way to the station in the morning.” The 
same warning applies to the perennial morning-glories: 
“Whoever yields to its charm must forego all other delights 








in the garden, which it will presently make its own. 
Delicate plants have been known to wilt when they see it 
coming.” So, if you have a small house and a small garden, 
select whatever will give you color with delicate and re- 
strained growth. 

It is a good idea to eut back some of the vigorous vines 
severely (even to the ground) every two or three years. Akebia 
is one of these, and there are others, like honeysuckle, that 
will benefit by this practice. They will recover quickly and 
not only bloom better for the operation but look better, as 
the new growth will be more pleasant to look at than an 
overgrown, tangled mass of old stems. 

A strong vine that clings by twining (such as wisteria) 
should never be planted on a lightweight wood trellis or 
lattice; the decorative woodwork will soon be torn to pieces. 
Give such vines the strongest support possible and plenty of 
room. Leave the vines with enormous leaves and _irre- 
pressible growth for large buildings. 

I have had practically no insects or diseases in my garden. 
I attribute this to the fact that I keep the plants healthy by 
providing proper growing conditions. The sturdier and 
more vigorous a plant is, the more resistance it has to pests 
and disease. 

But, even so, vines are notably easy to care for. Dorothy 
Jenkins, in her book, Vines for Every Garden, says, “Vines 
as a plant group are uncommonly free from insect pests and 
disease. Annual vines are especially clean, and the larger 
majority of perennials seldom have any serious trouble.” 

When there is trouble, such as scale on Euonymus, aphis 
on roses, or red spider on ivy or morning-glories, it can 
be remedied with specific controls, which your garden 
dealer will be happy to recommend. 

Pruning can be kept to a minimum by using plants the 
right size for their setting. If you simply must have a 
favorite rampant-grower in small space, plant it in a con- 
tainer—above or below ground—to restrict growth.

Some strong-growing vines, such as the pyracantha in the top 
drawing, are very useful to cover an expanse of plain wall. But 
the roots are strong-growing too, and if underground founda- 
tions are porous, the roots can push into holes or cracks and 
cause trouble. Growing vines in containers solves the problem. 

The architectural form of garden construction often needs the 
softening visual effect of plant material. If the ground is paved 
or decked, container-grown plants are a good solution. Vines 
are excellent for adding color and texture to vertical structures 
(see above). Wood containers should be of rot-resistant mate- 
rial, such as redwood, and as large as reasonable. The more soil 
area, the less often watering is necessary. See the offer below

@ A little movement enhances a tranquil landscape. The 
falling water of a cascade or the splashing of a fountain add 
fascination to an otherwise immobile scene. Instead of a 
static piece of sculpture in your garden, introduce the grace- 
ful motion of birds in flight. Consider keeping doves or 
pigeons. You will enjoy an ever changing pattern of form 
and color, while the soothing music of their cooing will 
serve as a background for your reveries. 

This is not in any way a new idea. Our grandparents, the 
Victorians. went in for ornamental birds in a big way—from 
peacocks to turtledoves. 

In spite of the Victorians’ strait-laced reputation, the 
world of the senses was very real to them. And they were 
romantic. The beribboned dove with the love letter in his 
mouth that graced the ornate valentine. and his close rela- 
tive, the engraved dove, fluttering over the clasped hands 
on the marriage certificate. were symbols of their propen- 
sity toward tenderness. 

Victorian gardens abounded in dramatic effects springing 
from bird-keeping. Dovecotes and aviaries, set among orna- 
mental shrubberies. were the architectural conceits of their 
pleasure grounds. Doves were especially dear, for here were 
their darling symbols, acting out their love ballets at close 
range. 

You may not think of yourself as a romantic Victorian, 
but your garden may suddenly come alive when your dove- 
cote is finished and your doves introduce a new world of 
beauty and movement into your garden. It is not as difficult 
as you might think. either. A pair of doves or pigeons may 
cost as little as $6 and a truly fanciful dovecote like the 
ones we show here can be built for as little as $1,100. 

Don’t be afraid of making a boner when you refer to doves 
as pigeons, and vice versa. It is not as serious as calling a 
ship a boat. Even the dictionary (Please turn the page)

Pairs of doves and pigeons live compatibly in the same 
cote.

@ When our ancestors used the candle as 
their main source of light, it was rarely con- 
sidered anything more than a necessity. As 
soon as newer and more powerful forms of 
light were invented, the candle was dis- 
carded.

How to Plant and Grow 


Ideally, all lilies should have 
sunlight until at least 2 p.m. each 
day. Semi-sunlight as provided by 
tree branches that arch high over- 
head favors the appearance of the 
extremely delicate shadings in a 
lily’s flowers. But shade also in- 
duces weak stems—the kind that 
demand careful staking—and soft 
flowers. If you must plant lilies .in 
a shady garden. do so only in the 
light shade cast by tall trees and 
in part shade (a little direct sun 
each day).

The Victorians were exuberantly 
resourceful in their dovecote de- 
signs. Moorish mosques, Chinese 
pagodas, and classic temples, all 
were airily executed in the wood- 
and-lattice idiom of the era. Your 
dovecote may be a charming inci- 
dent in your garden and may bring 
your whole personal landscape into 
a more pleasing focus. 

Before you settle on your design, 
you will want to decide how many 
pairs of birds you would like to 
have. Plan to allow three or four 
square feet of floor space for each 
pair of pigeons, depending on the 
size of the breed. Doves find three 
square feet adequate. Of course, 
each pair wants its own nest. Some 
experts advocate a nest apiece on 
the twin-bed principle but your 
birds are apt to be old-fashioned

about this. Nest boxes should have 
a five-inch-high board across the 
front to prevent the nest and young 
birds from falling out. You'll want 
to be able to see into all the nests. 
Be sure there are no hiding places 
up under the roof.

ing bowls are useful. them 
pine needles, wheat straw, tobacco 
stems, or sage grass. 

You'll want plenty of perches— 
about a foot of perch space for 
each pair of doves. Make them at 
least eight inches long and two 
inches wide. For sanitary reasons 
don’t place them directly above 
each other or too near the screen- 
ing. A perch near the nest for the 
expectant father is a thoughtful 
gesture. If you have a flypen, the 
perches there should be at least 
four feet above the floor. If there 


is some slack in the wire enclosure, 


the birds will avoid hurting them- 





selves if they become frightened. 

The birds like light and venti- 
lation, minus drafts. They dislike 
dampness, so a dry, quickly drain- 
ing floor is essential. If you select 
some of the more delicate breeds, 
they will need heat in winter but 
a thermostatically-controlled infra- 
red heater will easily provide the 
required degree of warmth. Young 
birds and some tropical species 
need 70° heat. The openings on

north should be 
winter. 

Doves and pigeons are content 
when confined to dovecote or fly- 
pen, but after they have learned 
where home is, you will probably 
want to give yours the freedom of 
your garden so that they may serve 
as a decorative element. It might 
be well to wait two weeks for them 
to become accustomed to their new 
home before releasing them for 
free flight. And you might only 
free them at certain times of the 
day or week. Be prepared to lose a 
few birds at the start, but you will 
learn how to safeguard them from 
predatory cats or gourmets. 

The problem of feeding your 
doves has been simplified for you 
by the feed producers. Both pi- 
geons and doves thrive on commer- 
cial mixtures of grains and peas or 
on pelleted feeds. Pellets may be 
left in the feed troughs, but take 
away the grain mix after the morn- 
ing and late afternoon 30-minute 
feedings so that the birds won't 
gorge on their favorite morsels and 
leave an unbalanced residue. 

The grain mixes are composed 
of cracked corn, small whole 
grains, and dried peas. The pellets 
are made of ground grains, peas, 
and other ingredients in proper 
proportions to provide a balanced 
diet. Such feeds can be bought by

Prize-winning historian Dr. Samuel 
Eliot Morison. On a_ ten-record 
series he discusses in informal con- 
versation the major events from 
the arrival of Columbus to the 
strategy that spelled victory for 
America and her allies in World 
War II. This is exciting history to 
listen to, because Dr. Morison was 
an on-the-scene reporter. Before 
writing (and recording) the saga 
of Columbus discovering America, 
he retraced the voyage of 471 years 
ago in a replica of one of the ships 
of the historic group. 

Records such as these are so 
closely tied up to history books 
(often, derived from them) that 
any gaps of knowledge on a 12- 
inch disk can be filled by reading.

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Tf your house needs big bouquets 


Why not have 


a shrub-cutting garden? 


By ELSIE LOUISE SCULTHORP 


e Have you ever wanted big, gen- 
erous, long-stemmed bouquets for 
the house, but not wanted to com- 
pletely denude the garden to cut 
flowers sufficient for your purpose? 
And are you tired of just gladioli? 

The answer is flowering shrubs. 
We seem to forget that. they are 
also a source of cut flowers. With a 
careful selection the 
number of beautiful shrubs avail- 


from great 
able, we can have flowers from 
them nearly all year round. Shrubs 
will furnish fine, large sprays of 
bloom that will be decorative and 
and in most cases, if 
your knowledgeably 
done when you cut your bouquets, 
you can give the bush the pruning 


vase-filling, 
cutting is 


it usually needs. 

There’s a bewildering variety of 
flowering shrubs. They bear all 
sorts of flowers—single, double, in 
clusters: in all colors—pink, white, 
red, blue, yellow, purple. Some 
have handsome foliage, also good 
for cutting. Some have foliage with 
beautiful fall color; many bear or- 
namental fruit, also fine for house 
decorative purposes, and, inciden- 
tally, as food for the wild birds. 

Flowering shrubs vary in height; 
some are useful as ground covers, 
some grow in different heights to 
fifteen feet or more. Some of the 
tall kinds, when carefully pruned 
and trained, make handsome and 
unusual small trees. Shrubs take 
many different forms: some are of 
drooping habit, some erect or hori- 
zontal in growth; there are shrubs 
with leaves large or small, cut- 
leaved, compound, and feathery; 
shrubs that require no pruning: 
shrubs that thrive under neglect, 
that 
shrubs suitable for screen planting, 


are insect- and_ pest-free; 


for either trimmed or _ billowing 


hedges; shrubs for the rock gar- 
the waterside, for dry 


den, for 


places. Some are evergreen, some 


for 


sunny places, for shady Jocations, 


deciduous. There are shrubs 
for the seashore, for adverse city 
conditions. In fact, there is such a 
variety available that there is no 
place for which some suitable and 


beautiful shrub cannot be found. 


Shrubs have many advantages. | 


They don’t need constant mainte- 


nance and weeding; don’t need to | 


be divided, staked, or transplanted, 


as do perennials. Once planted, 


they increase in size, beauty, and 
usefulness each Shrubs 


year. are 


easy to take care of—all most of | 


them need is an occasional pruning 
to keep them shapely (and within 
bounds, if you’ve chosen the robust 
sorts), and an occasional feeding. 

In a small garden, their main 
disadvantage is that they take up 


room, but this objection can be | 


overcome by selecting either the 
smaller sorts or a very few of the 
tall and wide-spreading kinds. You 
should select shrubs that do not 
usually exceed in ultimate height 
the effect you_ wish to create, or 
shrubs that can be easily kept to 
the size you need. 


HEIR placement requires a great | 


deal of planning and thought. It 
is not as easy to move shrubs around 
as it is to transplant perennials. 
Proper placing of flowering shrubs 
is always a difficult matter, but 
whatever you do with them, don’t 
make a “mixed” shrub border, a 
complicated and difficult planting.

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WHY NOT HAVE A SHRUB-CUTTING GARDEN? 


CONTINUED FrRoM PRECEDING PAGE 


one reason or another—fragrance, 
color, sentiment—and that will do 
well under the conditions you can 
provide. We're concerned here with 
shrubs that will yield cut flowers, 
and this will limit your choice. 


I AVING surveyed your garden 

- with a critical eye, try to de- 
cide where a shrub is needed and 
what kind would look well there. 
Only then can you go back to your 
catalogs—or nursery, and say, per- 
haps, “A Viburnum tomentosum 
would look lovely against my dark 
fence, and I'd like to have something 
with fragrant flowers on or near the 
terrace so I can enjoy the perfume 
when I’m sitting there.” Perhaps 
you already have an _ evergreen 
hedge or a group of dark-green 
conifers—what could possibly be 
more enchanting against such a 
background than a_ well-grown 
Kolkwitzia amabalis (“the lovable 
Kolkwitzia” Beauty Bush) with its 
gracefully arching branches laden 
with pink flowers, and later. inter- 
esting fuzzy gray seed pods; or a 
lovely Enkianthus, with its delicate, 
lovely, drooping clusters of pink 
and white flowers and its beautiful 
fall color? Flowers, so displayed, 
would probably give more pleasure 
than a dozen flowering shrubs care- 
lessly placed or crowded together. 
Enkianthus is so slow-growing it 
can’t be cut freely, but it is such a 
delightful plant and flower that 
even a small spray will be a conver- 
sation starter. Try to place it where 
it can display its color and habit of 
growth to best advantage, and 
where it can be seen and enjoyed 
from inside the house. The smaller 
the garden, the more care must be 
used in the selection and placement 
of your flowering shrubs. 

The ideal way to make a shrub- 
cutting garden, perhaps not feasi- 
ble for most of us because of lack 
of room, is to plant the shrubs in 
an open, sunny place where they 
are spaced far enough apart to 
grow naturally. If you have enough 
room, you can have as many as you 
like of the largest, spreadiest 
kinds. Perhaps you could surround 
your vegetable garden with a single 
row of well-spaced flowering 
shrubs. This might also be a fine 
place to plant a collection of lilac, 
which are wonderful for cutting. If 
you have. enough room, an interest- 
ing (and efficient) effect could be 
gained by putting the shrubs into 
separate beds. Perhaps you could 
edge the beds with spring bulbs, 
also for cutting. This will save the 


main garden from being denuded of 


this welcome spring bloom. 

Some flowering shrubs are small 
enough to go into the perennial 
beds, but avoid overdoing this as 
their size. even though they are 
small, will make unequal demands 
on the available plant food and in 
time theyll crowd out the lawful 
occupants of the bed. 

[f your space is limited, avoid se- 
lecting shrubs that grow very tall 
and are very spreading. Years ago, 
when I made my first garden, in my 
ignorance and enthusiasm I bought 
a large number of flowering shrubs 
of all sizes and shapes (at least 
three times as many as I needed, 
had I known their habits) and 
planted them in a mixed border. it 
has kept me busy ever since trying 
to keep up with it. Among the 
plants selected were several of the 
bush honeysuckles (the nursery- 
man said they would make a good 
screen, and that’s what I wanted) 
that grew and grew beyond all im- 
agining, to my astonishment and 
dismay. They are now twelve to fif- 
teen feet high, and just as broad. 
The only bush honeysuckle that I'd 
buy again for such a garden (al- 
though that, too, is now overgrown 
and misshapen) is Lonicera_fra- 
grantisstma (winter honeysuckle). 
I'd plant that again, but place it 
differently. No shrub collection 
should be without this delightful 
shrub, because of the delicious 
fragrance of its very early, very 
small, cream-colored flowers and its 
nearly evergreen rounded and hand- 
some leaves. 


ON’T hesitate to ask your nurs- 
eryman for unusual and out- 
of-the-ordinary plants. Only by 
creating a demand for something 
different will nurserymen be en- 
couraged to make such plants avail- 
able. And don’t buy your shrubs in 
very small sizes; you'll have to wait 
too long for those big bouquets and 
besides, you'll be tempted to plant 
them too close together, and end up 
with a jungle. And you will have 
spent more money than necessary. 
Some shrubs are difficult to trans- 
plant and need special care. Ask 
your nurseryman about this. A 
good nurseryman will always be 
glad to answer your questions. 
The following is a partial list of 
good flowering shrubs. Most of the 
shrubs on the list are hardy enough 
to withstand the winters in the 
United States except in the very 
coldest sections. The few less hardy 
shrubs are indicated by an asterisk.

HOUSE BEAUTIFUL 


HAVE A FUN GARDEN 


By E. C. POLATIN 


e I’ve been gardening some 20- 
odd years. I don’t consider myself 
an expert, not by any means. I’m 
not exactly ignorant, and Ill con- 
fess to owning a garden encyclo- 
pedia and studying catalogs. But 
primarily I play it by instinct. I 
guess I’m like those art lovers who 
“just know what they like” but 
After 
working on four or five gardens, 
picking up where others left off, 
and now starting one from scratch 
with absolutely nothing there ex- 
cept some trees and builders’ mess, 
I know what I like. 

I like a garden that’s fun, that 
grows and multiplies, that’s always 
in color, that makes people pause 
and smile with pleasure, that gives 
me good healthy exercise and cre- 
ative satisfaction without back- 
breaking labor and vexing rules 
and routines to follow. 

Do I have such a garden? After 


can’t always tell you why. 


22 years of trying, I think I can fi- 
nally say, “Yes, I do.” And how did 
I achieve it? By pigheadedly ig- 
noring all the experts’ advice and 
blithely breaking most of the gar- 
dening rules. There’s only one rule 
I have never broken: nature’s rule. 
I always yield to nature and sub- 
mit to her guidance. 

If I see that a plant will not 
thrive in the particular spot that I 
have chosen because I desired a 
certain effect, I no longer feed and 
water it obstinately to force it to 
grow there. I simply take it out and 
replant it in another spot where 
conditions of soil and sun or shade 
are entirely different, till I find the 
spot where it will thrive. Once the 
plant begins to flourish, I try mul- 
tiplying it by pulling out little side 
shoots for different parts of the 
earden. If they take hold, fine: if 
they don’t, I can 
always go on trying. 

That is how I multiplied one 
clump of bleeding heart till its off- 
spring now grow all over my gar- 
den, in the most unexpected and un- 
likeliest places, as well as in the 
gardens of friends to whom I gave 
Funkia, sweet Wil-

roots. ajuga, 


liam, monarda, lythrum, snakeroot, 
coral bells, lemon verbena, myrtle, 
candytuft, creeping phlox, euo- 
nymus, polygonum, veronica, chrys- 
anthemums—all of these, as well as 
day lilies, early spring blue phlox, 
iris, primroses, and practically ev- 
ery perennial in my garden, have 
been multiplied just that way: just 
by gently loosening and yanking 
away little side roots and sticking 
them in somewhere else. Never, 
never, never have I dug up the en- 
tire parent plant and then divided 
it (as the rules tell you to do). 
Shrubs are something else again. 
I've pulled up a whole clump of 
forsythia, weigela, deutzia, lilac, 
spirea, kerria, or any other flower- 
ing shrub, and simply hacked 
through the roots till I got three, 
four or even five good healthy 
plants out of the original one. The 
largest clump I put back where the 
shrub was originally; the rest I 
plant wherever I happen to want 
that kind of color at that time. 


OFTEN bring in branches of 

forsythia for forcing, then leave 
them in water after the blossoms 
die and even after leaves begin to 
grow. This gives me roots to plant 
in the garden. I cut the branches 
in February, leave them till April 
or May; then I have new baby 
shrubs. Pussywillow will do that, 
and sometimes hydrangea will too. 
It’s all a bonus for the garden. 

With.roses I am considered de- 
cidedly unorthodox, but my roses 
bloom and bloom, long past frost. 
What do I do? Let me think. When 
you work by instinct, you really 
have to stop and ask yourself what 
you do. First of all, I never prune 
my roses back hard, only as much 
as has been winter-killed. Then, I 
believe, I treat my roses as if they 
were fruit trees, leaving them open 
in the center, so that they grow 
outward. After first bloom, I sim- 
ply pick off the faded flowers. The 
bushes go right on blooming. I 
never prune unless they get too 


bunched on top; then I cut out the 
shoots that are growing inward or 
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ut out the bottle that shows you know SCOTCH! 
njoy the extra smoothness that has always given 
lack & White” a light, bright character all its own. 
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that are crossing each other. Yes, 
very much like a fruit tree. 
Sometimes. if a thick, mature 
rosebush seems to be ready for a 
drastic treatment, I simply dig up 
the entire bush and hack it into two 
bushes, as I do with flowering 
shrubs. You can usually tell when a 
rosebush is ready by feeling gently 
around the roots. If thick canes 
seem to be growing in V_ shape 
away from the central root, there is 
a good chance that you can slice 
right through and get two healthy 
roots out of one. My rose-fancier 
friends are horrified by this proce- 
dure, but my roses seem to enjoy it. 
! have 150 rosebushes flourishing 
right now, and I certainly did not 
buy half that number to start with. 
Another way I multiply roses is 
by sticking pieces I’ve snipped off 
into the ground, way down deep. 
My philosophy here is the same as 
with the perennials: If they take, 
fine; if they don’t, nothing is lost. 
About one-third of them take, so 
I’m that much ahead of the game. 
What kind of roses? All kinds: 
hybrids, climbers, ramblers, grand- 
ifloras. My favorites, though, are 
the floribundas. They are the least 
trouble, require the least spraying. 
and give the most generous return 
in constant clusters of flowers. My 
special favorites are Betty Prior, 


a ge 


Masquerade, Vogue, Fashion. Pink 
Bountiful, Fire Chief, Spartan, and 
all the reds. But among the hybrids 
I still love Crimson Glory, Poinset- 
tia, and Christopher Stone; among 
the climbers, Blaze is my favorite. 
I just love red roses. The little Dor- 
othy Perkins rambler is another 
favorite. I multiplied one of those 
into about twenty, by constantly 
hacking through the roots as they 
matured and seemed ready for di- 
viding. 


one have also been divided 
that way through the years in 
our various gardens. In fact, prac- 
tically all the azaleas we have here 
in our new garden are the offspring 
of the huge azaleas we left behind 
in our last garden. Some of the par- 
ent azaleas we were able to dig up 
and divide. by cutting through the 
huge roots; then we'd put back the 
bigger clump to remain and take 
the smaller piece along. With other 
plants, we found we could gently 
loosen little side shoots from the 
parent plant. Back went the big 
parent, while we took the babies. 
Dozens of those baby azaleas are 
flourishing in their new setting. 

I have multiplied rhododendrons 
in all sorts of ways: by hacking 
through the roots, by bending down 
one long shoot and covering it with

earth and a rock for two years or 
so and then uncovering and remov- 
ing the root that formed, and also 
by planting the 10-inch tip of a 
branch deep down in the earth and 
forgetting all about it. Sometimes 
the tip would grow; sometimes not. 
Always a wonderful surprise when 
it does! 

Phlox? Now the books will tell 
you never to let it go to seed. Well, 
why not? I keep picking the seed 
heads off the perpetuate bloom for 
two months, but I toss those seed 
heads into some corner where I'd 
like to have phlox growing wild. 
Lots of the seed has taken, with the 
that 
springing up where I least expect 


result phlox is constantly 
it. Since I love wild phlox, I have 
no objection to the magenta colors 
one is supposed to avoid. 

As I walk about the garden, I 
look for areas that need color. I 
decide what the color ought to be. 
Then I ramble all over the place to 
see what I have in bloom some- 
where else. When I find something 
I like, I pull out a root or two and 
stick it in the ground where color 
is needed.

‘Maybe drastic changes aren’t needed 


This old beauty now lives again 





because its owner—an architect—recognized 


the good qualities inherent in it 


By CURTIS BESINGER 


@ We, as a society, are so newness-minded that we often 
fail to recognize the good—which may not be new. We have 
all seen perfectly good old buildings. destroyed simply be- 
cause they were not new. Or, perhaps worse, we have seen 
them desecrated in an effort to make them appear new. 
The house shown here is an example of what can happe: 
if the good features of an old building are recognized and its 
integrity is respected. As can be seen, no effort was mad 
to make it into something that it was not. However, the 
house was revitalized; it was very (Please turn the page) 
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deftly given a subtle freshness. The photos of the interior 
are an illustration of the effectiveness of this action. 

It is a Tudor-style house. It was built in 1909 and at a 
cost of $100,000. With the shifting of population and the 
change in land use within the city of Seattle, it had de- 
clined from a distinguished residence into a boarding house. 
Many cities have similar houses that are conveniently lo- 
cated near what is now the heart of things. Many of them 
are worth reconsideration as places of residence. 

This house, typical of the better houses built in its 
day. would be difficult and costly to duplicate today. Where 


could one find plasterers capable of doing these decora- 





tive ceilings. or woodworkers who could execute the carved 
oak staircase and the other finely detailed, furniturelike 


millwork? And. if one found them, who could afford : 


The dining room, seen framed through living-room doorway 
in photo at left, is paneled with oak. The floors, originally 


a golden oak finish, have been bleached and refinished. The 
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ornamental plaster work was retained in its original state. 
The 18th-century French crystal chandelier, wired by Irene 


MecGowen, has extra flame lights beneath for greater sparkle. 
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A view of the Jacobeanlike carved oak of the main entrance 
staircase is seen at right through partially open doors to 
the living room. This quality of craftsmanship, also seen in 
the detail of doors, would be difficult to duplicate today. 


to pay such artists for doing this kind of work? 
These factors—plus the solid construction of the house— 
were, however, not sufficient to convince Roland Terry, au 
architect known as a designer of contemporary homes, that 
he should buy the house and renovate it for his use. 
What did do the convincing was not the decoration or con- 
struction but the seemingly contemporary, well-thought- 
out and carefully integrated plan of the house, and the 
implementation of this in the beautiful proportioning of 
the rooms themselves and of their relationship to each 
other. None of the rooms was too large or too small. All 
were the right size in relation to each other. All of them 
were in the right position in interrelationship and to the 
lot on which the house stands, and the environment in 
which it stands. The decorative (Please turn the page) 


The present library, adjoining the living room, was formerly 
the sunroom. On the north side of the room, seen in photo 
below, windows were closed to make a place for books. This 
closure also gave the room privacy from the street and less 
glass area. A corner cabinet at right was removed to make a 
display niche for a part of a pre-Columbian art collection. 
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A brick-paved terrace adjoining the living room and library 
was enlarged to provide a garden area to the west where one 
can sit in the warmth of the late-afternoon sun. This area, 
screened from the street by a hedge, is a weleome feature in 
Seattle climate. Added paving reduces amount of lawn care. 


Although not new, this solidly built house was in sound con- 
dition and had many features deemed essential to modern liv- 
ing. For example: The front area of the house is paved for 
ease of maintenance and to make it possible for a guest to 
drive up to front door, step out under its sheltering canopy. 
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Water spouting into a pool from two repoussé copper heads, 
Mexican copies of pre-Columbian seu!pture, form the source 
of the narrow watercourse that extends the full width of gar- 
den (see photo on opposite page). Against the wood wall 
at left of photo are carved totems from British Columbia.

enrichment and the soundness of the structure were an en- 
hancement of this essential rightness. 

Although the house is stylistic in treatment, its turn-of- 
the-century plan anticipated and incorporated many features 
that are desired today. Guests could drive directly up to 
the main entrance and step out of their cars under the 
shelter of the entrance canopy. The main-floor level was 
the same as that of the garden, so that it would be possible 
to move easily from the inside to the outside. The main 
area of the garden was on the south side of the house, on 
the side away from the street and where sunlight and climate 
are best in the Seattle area. There was a garden area to the 
west of the house that could be developed as a place to sit 
in the warmth of the late-afternoon sun. The main living 
areas of the house were favorably related to the garden. 
And there was the possibility of making full development 
of the lot as usable outdoor space. 

In this instance, the recognition of the qualities and the 
anticipation of how new life could be breathed into this old 
house was the creative act of the architect-owner and not 
the making of something entirely new. The actual changes 
in the house itself that were needed to achieve this revitaliza- 
tion were relatively few in number. 

In the living room, the Western red cedar woodwork was 
stripped of coats of white paint to reveal the natural beauty 
of the wood. The ceiling. which had been painted blue in 
some previous effort at modernization, was painted white to 


restore the original proportions of the room. The strong-

patterned Victorian wallpaper in the panels around the 
room was replaced with a Japanese silk paper that quietly 
sets off the room’s rich ornamentation instead of competing 
with it for attention. The floor, which had a golden oak 
finish, was bleached to reduce this strong element of color. 
Light fixtures hanging from the ceiling were removed and 
remodeled into the candelabra which now stand on tables 
at the sides of the handsome fireplace. 

Even fewer changes were made in the dining room. In ad- 
dition to bleaching the floor, an 18th-century French crystal 
chandelier, wired by Irene McGowen. was installed. Addi- 
tional handmade Belgian flame lights were added beneath 
for greater sparkle. Irene McGowen also designed the in- 
stallation of eleven low-voltage aircraft spotlights, concealed 
in the coffering of the ceiling and used to highlight objects 
within the room. 

The major structural change in the lower floor of the 


house was the conversion of the sunroom into a study. Here.

The garden, planned for intensive use and low maintenance,

windows on the north side of the room were closed and made 
into bookshelves. This also gave the room greater privacy 
from the street and less exposed glass area. The exposed 
brickwork beneath the remaining windows was covered and 
insulated to make the room more comfortable in cool weather. 
An existing corner cabinet was remoyed to make a display 
niche for a part of a collection of pre-Columbian art. 

With all of these relatively minor changes was combined 
a highly developed sense of selectiveness in the furnish- 
ings used in the room and in the combining of old and new. 

The major change took place entirely outside the house. 
in the remodeling of the garden in order to make it into 
an outdoor space that would be more usable and that would 
require less time and effort to maintain. The chief feature 


of the former garden, designed by the Olmstead broth

barn gives you soaring space 


you can't afford to build today

@ What is the eternal appeal of a barn? Part of it must be 
pure nostalgia for the simple rudimentary life it symbolizes. 
A barn is indigenous, deeply rooted to its place. [t carries 
with it an aura of the honesty with which it was built. lt 
is the simplest framework to enclose space—strong posts, 
heavy beams, and single-thickness walls. It has no frills. 
It reaches out to that part of us that knows the truth. 

At the same time, the practical side of our nature realizes 
that the space inside an old barn could not possibly be 
afforded today. Soaring spaces as high as 30 and 40 feet 
are not uncommon inside a barn. Capitalizing on the drama 
of such space would be the dream of many a residential 
architect, but the building costs would be astronomical. 

Whether such space is worth the investment of remodeling 
money depends entirely on the condition of the barn. Many 
are in such poor shape that it would be cheaper to star! 
from scratch than to try and shore up the old structure. 
Others, like the one shown on these four pages, are struc- 
turally sound and make a valuable investment. 

Study the “before” photograph above. See how crisp and 
sharp all the corners are. See how well the shingles have 
weathered their years. Even the big door is in good enough 
condition so that it could be cut in half to make rolling 


shutters to cover the new window. (Please turn the page)

The interiors were rough, but just as solid. These were some 
of the clues that led the owners to buy it in 1953. 

Today the barn is their summer home on the Atlantic 
shore, where Rhode Island and Massachusetts meet the sea. 
Out of their window (in the photograph below) they can see 
the ocean. Their plan for the transformation of the barn was 
simplicity itself. They maintained the great central space 
open to the ridge of the roof, 33’ above. On each side and 
at the end they built a balcony (seen on the opposite page) 
to hold curtained-off bedrooms. Below these balcony areas 
are more intimate living areas, dining room. and kitchen. 

This simple plan was complicated only by the owners’ 
desire to retain as much of the original roughhewn honesty 
as they could. Doing much of the work themselves. they used 
old lumber when available, otherwise the rough grades of 
new material. In furnishing the many spaces. they confined 
themselves as closely as possible to Early American materials. 
Even the contemporary terrace added on the front was made 
of stone and brick, materials of an earlier era.

The first and most obvious influence concerns décor. The 
new room will have new finishes, new materials, new colors. 
some new accessories and furnishings. ft will probably 
have more daylight, more comfort and efficiency. In con- 
trast to this engaging new addition to family life. the rest 
of the house will likely seem dull and dowdy. And it won't 
be long until you find ways to bring adjoining rooms up 
to the new standards. 

The remodeled living room shown above is directiy re

@ The new addition to this old house, by the second genera- 
tion to live here, typifies our changing ideas of indoor 
and outdoor life. When the house was built on Long Island 
Sound, there was definite separation between indoor and 
outdoor living. Interiors turned from the draft of windows 
to the shelter of the hearth. Outside was where you went 
for a clambake. to swim, or to work in the garden. 

The new living room offers a more casual, enjoyable kind 
of indoor life than was possible before. The generous use 
of glass—practical with the efficient glazing. insulation, and 
heating of today—makes this the lightest, brightest room in 
the house and the only one that takes full advantage of the 
magnificent garden and seascape. 

The canvas-covered terrace, sheltered by the house, pro- 
vides more comfort and convenience for outdoor living than 
before. Tall glass doors make it easy and inviting to move 
from the new room to the new terrace and into the garden. 
The addition frankly expresses the changing times and gives 


the house a character obtainable in no other way. 
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The logical way to extend the new room was toward the 
view. This made a place for a terrace adjoining the old 
and new sections of the house, protected on two sides. 
The new additions (shown in color) are designed for a

@ Only a few blocks from the heart of nearly every Amer- 
ican city lies a prime residential district developed some 
50 to 80 years ago. Until recently, most of these districts 
were heading in only one direction: down. Now, finally, we 
have come to realize once again the values of in-town living. 
and with it has come an awareness of the practical housing 
values that lie hidden in these older structures. 

Though the restoration of the Georgetown area of Wash- 
ington, D.C., is often thought of in colonial terms. there is 
actually only a smattering of authentic Early American 
houses. Many more of them are of the 50- to 80-year-old vint- 
age. and their refurbishing is very dramatic. The house seen 
on these pages is a good example of what has been going on. 

At the top of the opposite page. the house is seen before 
any work was begun. It is a house you could see in nearly 
any American city. Directly below it. to the left of the 
dividing line. you see how the house itself was cleaned up. 
with new full-depth casement windows and a painting plan 
designed to bring out the best in its stately architecture. 

This by itself would have been remarkable enough. but!

when this house was planned some 75 years ago. Disregard- 
ing for a moment the spaciousness afforded by the new 
wing, there is an opening-out of life today, a desire to see 
out and get out, in contrast to the cloistered feel of yester- 
day’s house. See how every effort was made to bring the 
rear terrace into the life of the house, with glass the only 
barrier. Even the new bedroom lives among the treetops. 

The new wing made possible a new freedom in floor plan- 
ning impossible within the restricted limits of the old house. 
On the first floor, the new living room allowed the library 
to expand into the space of the old one. The kitchen and 
dining room remained essentially as they were, though the 
dining space was enlarged because a portion of it no longer 
has to serve as an entry.

The first private house 
remodeled under 
Urban Renewal laws 


Under the right conditions your house

@ Soon the bulldozers will be moving into a 20-square-block 
area on New York’s Upper West Side, now classed as an 
Urban Renewal Area. Along with the tenements, vacant 
stores, and outmoded schools, many dignified, still-sound 
old town houses will be demolished. Most owners in such 
areas are not aware that they can improve their houses with 
government aid instead of turning them over to the demolli- 
tion crew. 

The house pictured on these pages is the first privately 
owned one in New York City to be rehabilitated under 
Urban Renewal laws. Because Dr. and Mrs. Arthur C. Logan 
patiently persisted in unsnarling all the legal red tape that 
had hitherto prevented individuals from getting Section 220 
Mortgages under the National Housing Act. some of the 
450 neighboring brownstones scheduled for demolition may 
now be saved, preserving a remnant of human-scale archi- 
tecture among the towering impersonality of the housing 
projects. 

In order to qualify for a Section 220 Mortgage (up to 
90 percent of renovation cost, with up to 40 years to pay). 
the house must be located in an area designed for Urban 
Renewal. Single-family residences can obtain Section 22¢ 
loans up to $25,000: multiple dwellings have higher limits. 
There are many qualifying houses which, like this one, have 
fine lines, sturdy construction, and great possibilities. Thanks

How pleasant and attractive a bath can be achieved on 
such a minimum basis is shown in the color photographs at 
the right. It was installed in what was called “The Borning 
Room” in Revolutionary days, an 11’-by-11’ room adjacent 
to the bedrooms. A makeshift bathroom was removed from 
the living area, but its plumbing lines and vents were used 
to cut down the cost of the new installation (see plan). 

Modest-priced white fixtures were used. The lavatory was 
set into an 11-foot plastic laminate counter top which might 
seem an extravagance at first glance. It was not. primarily 
because the storage shelves created beneath the counter 
eliminated any need for a separate linen closet. Even so, 
the construction of the cabinets and counter was of the sim- 
plest nature. The counter top needed no backsplash, because 
of the window and the flanking mirrors. The front of the 
counter was edged with wood molding instead of the more 
expensive laminated self-edging. The effect is that of a more 
custom-installation. The supporting cabinets are just door 
fronts to close off the generous shelves. Local carpentry to 
build these fronts was the more reasonable solution here; 
in other areas unfinished cabinets (designed specifically for

A lesson in 
how much things cost 


By careful designing and specifying of materials 
you can save as much as half the cost. Study 


the comparisons of “‘adequate”’ vs. “luxurious” 


@ A suit of clothes, using fabric costing $10 a yard, is 
going to cost more than one made of $2-a-yard material. 
This kind of reality is easy to understand. But many do 
not grasp that the same reality applies to home-building. 

A neat example of this is demonstrated in this remodel- 
ing of a standard lavatory into a built-in facility with con- 
siderable more counter surface and storage space. The old 
lavatory provided about 1% square foot of counter, while 
the new solution provides 6 square feet. The old minimum 
medicine cabinet provided one cubic foot of storage, whereas 
the new cabinets (top and under-counter) provide 13 cubic 
feet. So there is a marked gain in utility. 

The way you see it photographed here is the luxurious 
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Medicine cabinet (above) and supplies cabinet (be- 
low) show how shelves fasten to doors, making 
spaces easier to get at without moving front objects.

way, using the best specifications and niceties of design 
that exploit all the possibilities of the space. That way 
cost $855.62. 

The cheaper way ($463.86) delivers just as much counter 
space and equal amounts of cubic storage space. So the 
main goal of the remodeling—more convenience—is still 
delivered. What is sacrificed is superior lighting, two-thirds 
of the mirroring, easy-to-get-at shelves (rear portions of 
the cheaper shelves will be hard to get at). You may say 
that such niceties are not worth the big increase in cost. 
Certainly, if you do not have the money for the luxurious 
way, such amenities are not worth it. For the adequate way 
is really quite nice and totally acceptable. And people with 
pinched budgets can manage perfectly without theatrical 
dressing-room lights, stainless-steel wash bowls, shelves on 
doors that require galleries to keep things from falling off. 
back-of-the-head mirrors, ete. 

There is no answer about which is the best way to build. 





It depends on how many other demands there are—on your 
budget and your life. If you are a professional actress or 
model, the improved lighting would rate as a necessity. 
If you are the untidy type who provokes ire in your mate, 
those shelves on the doors offer better chances for you to 
organize your possessions, by classifications. into neatness. 
You get more when you pay more. BUT decide whether it is

@ The greatest single flaw in most older houses is their 
poor relationship to their site and its grade. The only way 
in and out of them is by front or back door, and inevitably 
there are steps and/or stairs. 

These houses were built before the development of the 
indoor-outdoor concept—before we understood the impor- 
tance of the outdoors to a house. Today we want to be able 
to go outdoors from every room in a house, and we want to 
do it without tortuous transitions. We know this is essential 
if house and site are to function as one, and if the outdoors 
is to lend its spaciousness and opportunities for good living 
to the indoors. 

Where no such easy transition exists, the simple remedy 


is: Add a deck. A deck can continue your indoor floor level

The problems here were (1) bringing the land behind the 
house down to a useful level and (2) getting the necessary 
privacy. The solution was bold, simple and effective. As shown 
at left, a large chunk of land was removed. The sides were 
retained with stone to match the original wall. The neighbor- 
ing house, which once loomed large, has completely disap- 
peared behind the screen of wood fence, shrubs, and trees 


along the property line. Lawn carpet provides cooling effect. 





@ Just a small change in grade can make a big difference 
in the usefulness of land for outdoor living. The extra 
physical effort of going up or down a few steps is part of 
the reason. But more important is the mental hazard. Land 
that’s above or below the level established for most of daily 
living seldom gets used in the regular pattern of daily life. 

Shown here is a most successful solution to this problem. 
The three-foot rise in grade behind this house and the lack 
of privacy from the neighbors all but eliminated outdoor 
living here. The back yard was rarely used—until excava- 
tion brought it down to the level of the land adjoining the 
house. Trees and shrubs and a high fence along the property 
line created privacy here and next door too. The neighbors 
have recently put in a swimming pool, which would have 
been unthinkable before the screening was done. 

The owners had asked for “. . . the privacy of a patio 
when entering the garden from the house.” The picture at 
left shows this is what they got. This confortable and 
convenient outdoor room has become an important part of 
living in spring, summer, and fall. The strong basic form 
of the garden is enjoyed visually in winter, even though the 
Connecticut climate does not permit much outdoor living 
at that time of year. 

The roomlike quality of the space is accentuated by the 
low walls of native stone and a “rug” of emerald-green lawn 
set in the flagstone floor. The edge of the lawn is flush with 
the paving to eliminate hand trimming. Ground cover is 
used between paving and wall. There’s gravel under the 
trees where grass is hard to keep, and the shrubs and trees 
used here are all simple to manage. Such attention to the 
details of maintenance makes this a very easy garden to 
care for. 

A wide terrace just outside the dining room accommodates 
a table and chairs for sit-down service. There’s a seat-wall 
at the other end of the outdoor room, and plenty of paved 
space for chairs and side tables. The built-in seating reduces 
the amount of free-standing furniture required. This “living” 
end of the terrace is used constantly by the family. And for 
entertaining, it is used before and after meals served at 
the “dining” end. More photographs on page 209.

@ The best way to relieve the monotonous sameness of look- 
alike houses is with individualized landscaping. This means 
using both plant materials and permanent materials with 
originality and taste—good design, in short.

When the Only Way to Go is 


Sometimes adding a second story to a house 
can be easier, better, 


and less expensive than adding first-floor space 


@ The owners of this house wanted a bedroom for each of 
their children. This meant it would be necessary to build 
an addition. But if they added a wing, they’d have to give 
up part of their garden and sacrifice priceless trees and 
other rare plant specimens. 


The simple answer was to add a second story. Besides not 


demanding an inch of ground space, it had important other 
advantages. {t would give them more privacy and a better 
breeze. Breezes always move more freely as you get above 
the ground. Far fro lestroying their garden, it would give 


them a chance to 1 a new and different vantage 


point. Most import int. 1 ld ceive them a chance to create 


a truly luxurious bedroo which they could retreat— 
an entire floor they could call their own. 


Adding a second floor to an existing house isn’t a difficult 





operation. The roof can either be removed and a new one: 
added, as in the case here, or it can be jacked up and a 
second floor built under it. But your foundation and exist- 
ing structure must be strong enough to support the added 
load, and zoning ordinances must permit making such an 
addition. Check with your architect, builder, or local build- 
ing inspector. 

There are plus and minus factors to consider. A new 
second story is usually easier to heat than an addition at 
ground level. Heat rises, and you will be benefiting from 
some of the heat that otherwise would be escaping through 
your roof. On the debit side, a second story may be noisier. 
\ blaring Hi Fi on the first floor will come through more 
clearly than if you were in a wing on the far side of the 
house. 

There is a fundamental hazard. Can a second story be 
added that will maintain or improve the appearance of the 
house? To be successful, it must look like an integral part 
of the house, not an afterthought, and it must be right in 
scale. The addition shown here meets all those tests. Char- 


acter and distinction have been added along with space. 
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Screened at both ends and oriented toward the bay and its prevailing Protection offered by screened baleony and its roof 
winds, this new second story is practically a breezeway, comfortable means the suite can be left open to the breezes even 
for sleeping as well as for sitting.

For many people, being high 
creates feelings of greater pri- 
vacy and security. These add up 
to an intangible sense of well- 
being. Here, with the miserly 
windows of the usual attic re- 
placed with walls of glass, the 
effect is of being up among the 
trees—in an eyrie, a nest or a 
iree fort—of floating in space. 


@ Dont try to force an attic into the shape of rooms down- 
stairs. Don’t feel that it must have vertical walls. That isn’t 
the nature of an attic. If it’s a triangular space, let it stay 
triangular. In the photographs on this page you see the 
result of allowing an attic to express itself. It is the most 
beautiful one we have ever seen. 

Far from being second-rate space, an attic may offer the 
greatest potentialities for beauty and drama of any area of 
your house—if only you don’t think of it i: conventiunal 
terms or try to force it into a routine mold. 

Here. by not using the conventional knee-wall—a device 
intended to protect you from bumping your head on the 
ceiling—600 cubic feet of space was gained. the attic was 
visually enlarged, and the drama of the triangular space was 
boldly accented and expressed. By placing bookcases. tables. 
benches, and filing cabinets in the low-headroom area. you 
are still protected from whatever hazard the low ceiling 
presents. Skylight helps keep ceiling from seeming low.

| ever, a special sort of business, quite unlike mortgage financ- 


joyment. It is also a matter of hard business sense, for it is 
vital to the preservation and enhancement of as important an 
investment as the average family is likely to make. Conse- 
quently, if ready cash is not at hand or if, for some good 
reason, other investments should not be disturbed, borrowing 
for home improvement is often both necessary and justifiable. 








Home improvement financing in the ordinary sense is, how- 


ing or borrowing on collateral security. It is often arranged 
for by the materials dealer or contractor doing the work, 
rather than directly by a lending institution. It is generally 
made not on the basis of a payment of simple interest (that is, 
X percent a year on the amount of the loan still unrepaid) but 
on the basis of a “discount” or “add-on.” In general, both of 

these systems involve payment of interest in advance, but it 
| isn’t easy to explain exactly how they work. 


Assume, for example, that you wish to borrow an amount of 
$3,500, repayable in a three-year period. A common method ; 
of charging for such a loan is by a discount of $6 per $100 
per year, calculated on the basis of amount of money which, 
when so discounted, will give you the $3,500 you need. In 
this case, the total amount that you would have to repay in 
monthly installments over the three years would be $4,268. 
The amount of the discount—$768, the difference between 
what you receive and what you repay—is equivalent to paying

lished a number of helpful bulle- 
tins, obtainable from any of its of- 
fices. This bit of advice that it has 
been publishing for years is worth 
keeping at hand whenever you de- 
cide to embark on a_ home-im- 
provement venture: 

“The selection of a contractor or 
dealer and the acceptance of ma- 
terials used and of work performed 
are your responsibility. Neither the 
FHA nor the lending institution 
guarantees the materials or work- 
manship. 

“All but a few of the thousands 
of dealers and contractors are ethi- 
cal businessmen. They are just as 
anxious as anyone that the home- 
improvement program operate in 
your best interest. They are just as 
anxious as anyone to have you pro- 
tected against the fraudulent few. 

“You can and should always pro- 
tect yourself, though, and here are 
several ideas to help you make sure 
you're getting your money's worth: 

“Deal only with a reputable, es- 
tablished contractor or dealer. Con- 
sult your lending institution, Bet- 
ter Business Bureau, or Chamber 
of Commerce if in doubt. 

“Choose your contractor or 
dealer with the same care as you 
would a family physician.

“Sign the completion certificate 
only when the job has been com- 
pleted in accordance with your con- 
tract or sales agreement. 

“This foresight will protect you 
and assure the quality and lasting 
beauty you desire on terms you can 
afford.” 

To sum up: 1. Deal with the ma- 
terials supplier or contractor for 
the work, but with a lending insti- 
tution for the financing. It may 
seem easier to let the person doing 
the job arrange for the financing. 
but this is almost certain to be the 
most expensive way of handling the 
transaction. 

2. Go first to the bank, or the 
savings and loan association with 
which you have an account, or the 
mortgage company or other institu- 
tion with which you did your orig- 
inal financing. The people at these 
institutions, who know you, will 
want the added business you are 
offering them, will give you sound 
advice, and will figure out the best 
arrangement for you. 

3. Remember that borrowing on 
an unsecured discounted note is 
the most expensive method, and 
that borrowing on a note secured 
by a mortgage or other collateral 
the least expensive. Use the cheap- 
est method available to you.

Sliding doors replaced the hinged 
doors of cabinets in the breakfast 
area, so china and glassware are 
within reach of the table without 
moving a chair.

Bulk storage of paper and case 
goods had always been in the base- 
ment. Special cabinets for canned 
goods, installed in the utility room 
adjoining the kitchen, are near the 
point of use, and stocks are easily 
checked.

@ Your remodeling plans should 
include protection against termites 
simply because pretreatment is far 
less costly than control after the 
project is completed. 

Termites are creamy-white in- 
sects, blind, and about 14 inch 
long. They live by eating wood, 
and in a house they are most un- 
desirable tenants, because their 
consumption of wood weakens the 
strength of the structure. 

They live in below-ground nests, 
in places that are warm, moist, 
and dark. They feed on most 
woods, though redwood, cedar, 
and cypress are resistant to their 
attacks (dense heart redwood and 
tidewater red cypress are virtually 
impervious to them). A few spe- 
cies of virgin timber (first-growth 
trees ) 
mites—though you are not likely 
to find much available for build- 
ing now.

N ALL good construction, wood 

should not be allowed to rest 
on or touch the ground. At least 
six to eight inches of clearance 
should exist between the soil line 
and the first occurrence of wood. 
In short, the concrete foundation 
should extend inches above

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How to make your lawn 
better than it is 


By DR. RALPH E. ENGEL 


Professor of Turfgrass Science, Rutgers University 


e There is no such thing as a 
perfect lawn. There will always be 
some discoloration, 


some weeds, 
and some areas where the grass is 
relatively thin. Whether or not the 
imperfections are enough to war- 
rant improvement depends upon 
your personal idea of what a lawn 
should be. 

But no matter what the condi- 
tion, your lawn can be improved. 
Beginning with the easiest steps 
toward improvement and progress- 
ing to more demanding remedies, 
here are recommendations for mak- 
ing your lawn better than it is. 


A program of maintenance 

You may be surprised at how 
much a good program of main- 
tenance can do for the appearance 
of almost any lawn. Unless yours 
is obviously in need of more drastic 
repair, it makes sense to bring 
what you have to its best condition. 
Proper watering, weeding, feeding, 
and grooming should first be prac- 
ticed. 

When you water, put on enough 
to soak three or four inches into 
the ground.

It is better to feed your lawn 
two or three times in late sum- 
mer and fall rather than apply 
one large treatment all at once.

In the South, where warm-season 
grasses such as bermuda grass and 
zoysia are grown, do not fertilize 
until late spring for best results.

Where rainfall is more than 30 
inches a year, the alkaline materi- 
als in the soil may be leached out 
and an acid condition can develop. 
This may adversely affect the qual- 
ity of the lawn, so that added lime 
is needed. There is no sure way to 
tell when lime is required, except 
by testing for the acid-alkaline 

balance. This balance, of course, 
| is stated in a pH figure. Number 7

is neutral on the scale. Lower 


numbers show acidity. In most 
cases a pH of below 6.5 to 6 on a 
lawn calls for an application of 
lime. Spread about 25 to 50 pounds 
per 1000 square feet. The lower 
rate is for sandy soils, the higher 
for heavier soils. 

A pH of 7.5 or more can occur 
in dry areas, and is too high for 
good growth of grass. An applica- 
tion of gypsum is the usual treat- 
ment to decrease the alkalinity. 
Wherever this is a problem there 
are always accepted local practices. 

As your program of good care 
progresses, do the best grooming 
job you can. Cut the grass thor- 
oughly with a sharp mower, rake 
up all obvious trimmings and 
debris, and trim the edges neatly. 
In three to four weeks, when the

at night, of festivals, of the amo- 
rous spell of a summer afternoon 
in a sun-dappled glade—is every- 
where in his music and especially 
in the richly sensuous L’Apres- 
midi d’un faune. This is also a 
supreme example of his use of im- 
pressionism—painting with notes 
instead of a brush. La Mer is an- 
other characteristic example of this 
kind of music, evocative rather than 
descriptive, suggesting moods and 
feelings rather than drawing a 
physical image. La Mer is to music 
what Monet’s Rocks of Belle Isle 
is to impressionistic painting. 

Debussy set to music the poetry 
of the great imagists of his day: 
Verlaine, Rimbaud, Mallarme. You 
hear them sung their most glori- 
ously by Maggie Teyte. Reissued 
from old 78’s (1936-1944) in honor 
of the centennial, these lovely. 
passionate songs, in which Debussy 
made his most personal _ state- 
ment in music, are as intimate as a 
whisper. 

Add to these engaging qualities 
his gift of fantasy, which shows in 
his Children’s Corner Suite. Dedi- 
cated to his five-year-old daughter— 
“to my dear little Chou Chou with 


to follow’—it ranges from a charm- 
ing lullaby for her little velvet ele- 
phant to the humorous Dr. Gradus 
ad Parnassum, a parody on the 
toilsome grind of a child’s five- 
finger exercises. What delights mu- 
sicians in these innocent pieces for 
a child is the dig Debussy takes at 
Wagner in Golliwog’s Cake Walk. 
It has a mocking motif from 
Tristan in the middle of it. 

But there’s also fantasy for 
grown-up children, as witness the 
ethereal world of make-believe cre- 
(Pelléas et 
Meélisande), the dream-princess of 


ated for Mélisande 
a fairy tale for adults. 

Cross-fertilizing Debussy’s music 
is a rich catholicity of interests, 
as the titles of his compositions 
show—they sound like names of 
paintings hanging in the Paris 
museum, Jew de Paume. He was 
fascinated by old legends and liter- 
ature, contemporary literary move- 
ments, classic monuments, Greek 
mythology, minstrel shows, archi- 
tecture, archaeology, Oriental ga- 
melan music, the new mechanical 
rhythms of the 20th Century, nat- 
ural phenomena, and foreign coun- 
tries whose culture intrigued him, 


called “J’aime le caviar” when he 
couldn’t pronounce their names. 

His fascination with natural phe- 
nomena grew out of his interest 
in nature, to which he looked for 
inspiration. That he found it is 
abundantly shown in such pieces 
as Reflets dans Veau and Jardins 
sous la pluie, each of which cap- 
tures in music a mood, as elusive 
as a butterfly, caught in a shim- 
mering net of notes.

Continuing along our alphabetical trail 


through the complex world of wines, guided by 


one of the great experts on the subject

LAFITE, Chateau (La-feet). In the opinion of most impartial 
experts, and perhaps in the mind of the general public 
as well, the ne plus ultra of Claret and the greatest red 
vineyard in the world. Lafite, or Lafite-Rothschild (both 
names are correct and both have been used at various 
times on the chateau label) was ranked first among the 
First Growths in the Bordeaux Classification of 1855, and 
has maintained its place with surprising consistency over 
the decades. lis special fame dates from the 17th Cen- 
tury, when it was the property of M. de Ségur, and it 
was purchased in 1858 by Baron James de Rothschild for 
five million gold francs. 

There are something less than 150 acres under vines 
(Cabernet, Merlot, Petit Verdot) and the annual yield 
is not far from 15,000 cases, plus perhaps half as much 
of a second, lesser wine sold as Carruades de Chateau 
Lafite. The fermenting rooms, the chais and cellars are 
models of what such installations should be. and_ the 
“library” of bottles extends back, great vintage by great 
vintage, to before 1800. 

The wine of Lafite varies, as all Bordeaux wines vary, 
from one year to another, although Lafite less than 
most, but of its best vintages it is hard to speak except 
in terms of the highest praise. Rarely over 121% percent 


aleohol. they have an astonishing authority, impeccable 


breed, fruit and fragrance and depth of flavor, all the 
qualities with which a great Claret should be endowed. 


LAFLEUR, Chateau (La-Flerr). One of the Premiers Grands 
Crus of Pomerol. An admirable small vineyard, some 
1,200 cases a year of excellent Claret. 


LAGREIN ROSATO (La-grain Roas-sa-toe). Delightful rosé 


wine of the Italian Tyrol, produced practically in the 


suburbs of Bolzano. and known as Lagreiner Kaetzer 


when this district was part of Austria, before 1918. It 
is made from the Lagrein grape. 


LAMBRAYS (Lawm-bray). Burgundian vineyard. 
LANGUEDOC (Long-guh-dawk). Ancient French province, ex- 


tending along the Mediterranean from the Rhone River 
to beyond Narbonne; as far as wine is concerned, this is 


known as the Midi, and produces most of the vin ordinaire

celebrated vineyard and its consistently good, well-bal- 
anced, fine-textured Claret. The yield is usually over 12,000 
cases a year. 


LEOVILLE-POYFERRE, Chateau (Lay-oh-veel-Pwah-fair-ray) . 


On the whole the best vineyard of St. Julien, fully merit- 
ing its rank as a Second Classed Growth. Its excellent 
red wine (about 12,000 cases a year) is perhaps a little 
fuller-bodied than the other Léovilles, and generally brings 
a slightly higher price. 


LIEBFRAUENSTIFT (Leeb-frau-en-shtift) . Twenty-six acre vine- 


yard at the Gothic Liebfrauenkirche, or Church of Our Lady, 
in Worms, on the Rhine. There are of course hundreds of 
churches called Liebfrauenkirche in Germany; this one 
happens to be, in all probability, the original source of 
Liebfraumilch. The vines are planted on heavy alluvial soil 
well inside the city and not far from the river, and the wines 
they produce, while unquestionably authentic, are rather 
common and a long way from the best of Rheinhessen; they 
are sold as Liebfrauenstiftswein, not as Liebfraumilch. 


LIEBFRAUMILCH (Leeb-frau-milsh). In German, this word, 


which is certainly one of the most universally known 
of wine names, simply means, “Milk of the Blessed 
Mother.” It was probably originally given to the wine 
produced by a few acres of vines round the Liebfrauen- 
kirche in Worms, on the Rhine (the Liebfrauenstift and 
by no means an outstanding vineyard); but.it has long 
since turned into a meaningless passepartout of a name, 
vaguely synonymous with Rhine Wine. The cheapest and 
poorest wines of Rheinhessen may be and usually are 
shipped as Liebfraumilch, and a number of producers 
in the Palatinate have now entered the lists, with Lieb- 
fraumilchs of their own. On the other hand, a few ship- 
pers have found it advantageous to offer some excellent 
wines as Liebfraumilch—wines from Nierstein, Nacken- 
heim, Oppenheim, etec., which are properly entitled to 
these more precise and honorable names. The consumer’s 
only guide to quality (other than such rarely used terms 
as Spatlese and Auslese) is the name of the shipper. This 
may or may not be the producer’s name, and in most in- 
stances is not. 


LILLET (Lee-lay). Fairly dry French apéritif, made with a white 


wine base, plus herbs and brandy. 


LIQUEUR (Lee-kerr). In common, conventional usage, a sweet 


after-dinner drink, high in alcohol. Applied to whiskey 
or brandy, it means, rather vaguely, one of sufficiently 
fine quality to be consumed straight in this way, although 
of course not sweet. But the word has other and specific 
meanings as far as wine is concerned, notably two, with 
respect to Champagne: the solution of sugar, or rock- 
candy, in wine, which is added (usually plus a yeast 
culture) to the young wine before bottling, to bring 
about a second fermentation in bottle, is called /iqueur 
de tirage: the quite similar syrup, added in the form 
of dosage, to sweeten the bone-dry, already sparkling 
wine at the time of disgorging, to make it brut, or extra 
dry or demi-sec, is called liqueur d’expedition. 

In addition, liqueur, when applied to the great, nat- 
urally sweet dessert wines—those of Sauternes and Anjou, 
for example—means the sweetness, or unfermented grape 
sugar, left in the finished wine: Thus one can say, of a 
Chateau d’Yquem, that it contains 14 percent alcohol, 
plus perhaps 4 percent of liqueur. 

However, what is called a vin de liqueur is almost 
always a fortified wine (it would be called a vin liquoreux 
if its sweetness were wholly natural and involved no 
addition of brandy); the term is generally applied in 
this sense to wines from the Eastern Pyrenees, such as 
Banyuls, Grand Roussillon, ete.; prepared in a slightly 
different way, these are called vins doux.

ELEGANTE more Valley has been recognized since the 1880’s as one 
of the best table-wine districts of the United States; its 
rolling, gravelly soil seems particularly well adapted to 
the production of white wines, and such famous European 
varieties as the Sauvignon Blanc, Semillon, Pinot Blane, 
and Chardonnay are widely planted, as are also the 
Gray Riesling and Ugni Blane, The leading producers 
are Wente Bros., Concannon, and Cresta Blanca. 





LOIRE, LA (La Lwahr). The longest and one of the most beau- 
tiful rivers of France, traversing, in the course of its 
600-mile journey from its source, west of Lyon, to the 
Atlantic, near Nantes, a whole series of different provinces 

and viticultural areas. Its wines, sometimes collectively 

called Vins de la Loire, include a most diverse and _ in- 
teresting collection of reds, whites, and rosés, ranging 
all the way in quality from poor to great. Some of the 
more important ones are: Pouilly-Fumé, Sancerre, Quincy, 
Touraine, Vouvray, Bourgueil, Chinon, Saumur, Anjou, 
Muscadet, ete. . 


LOMBARDY. Important region of Northern Italy; its capital is 
Milan. Produces between 50 and 60 million gallons of 
table wine a year, the best of it from three widely sep- 
arated districts: that of Valtellina, around Sondrio, east 
of Lake Como and not far from the Swiss border; sec- 
ondly, a hilly area south of Pavia and the Po River, 
including Casteggio and the vineyards of Barbacarlo, etc.: 
finally, the western and southern shores of Lake Garda. 


LUGANA (Loo-gahn-na). Very agreeable dry white wine produced 
round the tiny village of this name, at the southern end 
of Lake Garda, in Northern Italy. It is made from the 
Trebbiano grape, and is generally the best of the white 
Garda wines. 


LYON (Lee-awn). Third city of France (pop. 470,000), situated 
at the junction of the Sadne and Rhone Rivers, famous for 
the excellence of its food, and for the fondness which its 
citizens demonstrate daily for the wines of the Beaujolais 
district nearby. It has often been said (first said, it would 
appear, by Léon Daudet) that there are not two rivers in 
Lyon, but three: Rhone, Saone . . . the Beaujolais. 


MACON (Mac-cawn). Important town (pop. 22,000) on the River 
Sadne in southern Burgundy; a major center of the wine 
trade. As a wine, Macon may legally be red, rosé or white; 
if red or rosé, it must be made exclusively from Gamay, 
Pinot Noir or Pinot Gris grapes, or a blend of these; if 

| white, from the Chardonnay (or Pinot Chardonnay) alone.

Oddly enough, these wines first achieved what might be 
called international reputation and class because of the 
favor they enjoyed in America in Colonial days: clipper 
ships, following the westerly trade winds, made Madeira a 
regular port-of-call, taking on water and supplies plus a 
few casks of wine on their return voyage from Europe to 
Charleston or Philadelphia, Baltimore, New York, or Bos- 
ton. The sea voyage reputedly improved the wine, and a 
good many 18th- and 19-century Madeiras, bottled in this 
country, carried on their label the name of the vessel that 
had transported them and the year of the voyage. 

It has often been stated, and quite possibly is true, that 
the British taste for Madeira dates from our War of Inde- 
pendence, when returning British officers spoke enthusiasti- 
cally of the quality of bottles they had tasted in American 
cellars. In any case, a few decades later, the Madeira trade 
had followed the pattern set by Port, Sherry and Marsala 
and was largely in English hands. 

Like almost all European wine lands, but more severely 
than most, Madeira was invaded and its vineyards devas- 
tated in the late 1800’s by two plagues of New World origin 
—the oidium (a sort of mildew) and the phylloxera. The 
island’s economy never entirely recovered, and it is safe to 
say that Madeiras of as high quality have never been made 
since. Nor is America today the principal market for Ma- 
deira: France (where it is used principally in cooking), 
Sweden, and Denmark each import three or four times our 
modest annual total of under 15,000 gallons. 

All Madeiras, of course, are fortified wines, brought up 
to their strength of 18-20 percent by the addition of high- 
proof brandy. Although aged and blended in soleras, like 
Sherry (true vintage Madeira hardly exists, if indeed at 
all), they are made by a quite different process, much like 
that used for Marsala. and owe their characteristic flavor 
to the fact that they are kept at a high temperature, for 
a period of months, in special rooms called estufas. 

Madeira, it should be kept in mind, is not just one wine 
but a whole company of wines, ranging from very dry to 
very sweet, from pale straw (Rainwater) to deep gold 
(Malmsey) in color, from cheap to very expensive, from 
mediocre to extraordinary in quality. As cooking wines, 
even the lesser grades are remarkable, and no Sherry or 
Marsala can replace them. As apéritif or dessert wines, 
those of exceptional class are quite properly high-priced. 
and are increasingly hard to find. The nomenclature has be- 
come more and more standardized. and most of the old, once- 
famous export houses have come together and tend, increas- 
ingly. to draw their wines from jointly held stocks. The 
old system of individual vineyard names has pretty much 
disappeared in Madeira and is not likely to return. 

The finest Madeiras, with a few exceptions, take their 
name from the grape from which they are made. The dryest. 
called Sercial, is somewhat comparable to a Fino Sherry, 
but with an altogether special and often extraordinary bou- 
quet and character. One called Verdelho could be described 
as its cousin, but is now rarely available. Boal, or Bual, is 
a good deal sweeter and more golden, almost a dessert wine 
by modern standards, although our grandfathers drank it 
with terrapin and shad. Malmsey—deep gold, very sweet— 
can be entirely remarkable. and it seems too bad that wines 
such as this, however magnificent, are a little out of fashion. 

Rainwater Madeira, the palest of all. was. it seems. cre- 
ated by an American wine-lover called “Rainwater Habi- 
sham.” who developed a special system of fining and clari- 
fying to render his family wine the lightest and the most 
like rain water of all. It has become a name of general and 
unrestricted usage.

@ Many houses being built today are more costly and more 
impressive than the three you will see on the following 
25 pages. Yet many of the costly and impressive houses 
would never be classed as “great.” But we have no hesi- 
tation in applying the term to these three.

@ To some people, a house is simply a place where the 
practical necessities of eating and sleeping are conveniently 
brought together. To others, a house is a vehicle for im- 
pressing friends and neighbors.

One of these few, Mrs. Harold Snow. built the house you 
see on these pages. It was designed for her by Architect 
Kuine Fay Jones.

Mrs. Snow is a widow. She told Architect Jones she wanted 
a “house that looked as natural as if it had been growing 
on the side of the mountain.” She was planning to live 
alone, but she wanted the house to give her a strong sense 
of security and shelter. 

How the architect achieved this feeling without closing 
the house up like a box can be seen in the photographs and 
studied in the plan. There are blank walls on the north 
and south sides, where the only view would be of neighbor- 
ing houses (and where the windows would of necessity be at 


eround level). On the west. the street side. there is a 


large window. but it does not open, and it is glazed with 


obscure glass to well above eye level. It is only on the 
east side that the house opens wide. Here. because of the 
sharply sloping site, the windows are safely fourteen feet 
above eround level. 

The house is approached by one of two front doors at each 
side of the car shelter. There is a door near, no matter on 
which side you have parked your car (there is off-street 
space for eight cars). The entrance is generous for so small 
a house. but it is visually, and actually. a part of the living 
room (see top left photograph on page 178).

continues overhead. And, due to the way the glass has 
been set in many openings, there are not the usual lines of 
demarcation, particularly at the ceiling, which make you 
aware of the line between the interior and the exterior. 

This absence of demarcation stems in large part from 
the fact that the inside and outside have been conceived 
and planned as one continuous area. The outdoor terrace 
and pool are as much a part of the house as is the kitchen 
or the living room. The planning of this feature so that it 
could be used a good portion of the year was a determin- 
ing factor in the over-all form of the house. 

Although it is possible to live outdoors in Southern 
California a good part of the year. in the particular spot 
in which this house is located, offshore winds would make 





The main entrance (above) has a quality of depth. It seems to 


penetrate into the interior space and invite you to come in. 
Although the door is 12 feet from edge of roof, the skylight 
in roof prevents area from being dark. Photograph at 
the right looks back at the entrance from the central hall.

an outdoor area unusable unless it was protected from these 
winds. The house was designed to provide this protection 
for the terrace and pool. 

The site of the house, with its magnificent view of the 
ocean, has somewhat irregular boundaries. There are steep 
cliffs on the south and east sides. On the south, the cliff 
drops to an intermediate plateau on which there are houses, 
and then on to the ocean. On the east there is an arroyo 
and a road leading down through it to the plateau. At the 
north and west, the ground rises, but not so steeply. 

In plan the house forms a simple L wrapped around two 
sides of the terrace. The L. however, has been bent into a 
45-degree angle because of limitations imposed by the irregu- 
lar boundaries, the cliffs, and the (Please turn the page) 

















The master bedroom gives the same sense of being in the 


open—yet sheltered and protected—that the entire house does. 
This is due to the way in which the space has been enclosed 
by the elements of construction that define it. The folded 
plane of the ceiling seems to rest lightly on the vertical mul- 
lions, the sereenlike wood wall that surrounds the head of 
the bed, and the stone of the fireplace. Note that since 
you see no joint where the glass meets the ceiling, you 


are not aware of any sharp division between inside and out. 





A fireplace in the master bedroom gives an elemental sense 


of luxury to the room. Man today does not know the pleas- 
ant sensation of dressing by an open fire. The opening sep- 
arating stone and wood walls gives a visual tie to outside.

wind. The angle of the L is pointed into the wind. The bed- 
rooms are in one leg of the L, the living areas in the other. 
You enter near the bend in the L. From the entry there is 
immediate access to both the living and bedroom areas. 

The entrance side of the house, shown in the photograph 
on page 187, is quite unassuming. You see only the entrance 
area, accented by the projecting flat roof covering the 
garage and entrance. The area is defined by concrete re- 
taining walls at one side and by a redwood fence (it sur- 
rounds the private garden adjacent to the bedrooms) on the 
other. Near the center of this area, and at one side of the 
garage, is the deeply recessed entrance door. The recessed 
space of the entrance seemingly penetrates into the interior. 
It is a space that invites entering. 

Within the entrance, you find yourself in a seemingly 
continuous, yet sequestered, space. From the entry area 
there is, on the left. a view through the bedroom wing and 
out of the gable end of the master bedroom. There is also 
a view of the terrace and pool area. Directly ahead of you 
is the dining area with intimations of the living room be- 


yond it. See photo on page 183. (Please turn the page) 


Master bathroom reveals a fresh lookwat our living habits. 
Joined with dressing area, it is a continuous, but separate, 
part of master bedroom. Glass doors at right open to shower 
and water closet. Another shower is outside in the garden.

\ person moving about within the house has many kinds 
of views of the exterior—the terrace, the garden, the sea, 
the sky. All of them are visual ties to the exterior and help 
to maintain the continuity of inside and out. But they vary, 
due to the manner in which they have been framed between 
elements of the construction. Some are seen through slot- 
like openings, such as the one between the fireplace and the 
wood wall at the head of the beds in the master bedroom. 
Others are seen through recessed openings. such as those 
over the counter in the kitchen. The major views, of course, 
are those from the master bedroom and the living room. 

Here. with the vertical mullions of the windows silhouetted 
against the view. the effect is similar to that of seeing a 


portion of the landscape from (Please turn to page 241) 
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The kitchen’s trimness results from the careful incorporation 
of its equipment. A cooking-top is built into tile-topped coun- 
ter near sink. Beyond the oven and stacked refrigerator 
and freezer units, a walled panel covers stacked laundry units. 


The kitchen, although the word does not seem appropriate to 
this area, where little evidence of kitchen can be seen, is a 
continuation of dining area. The long counter at left serves 


as a buffet or sideboard and provides generous storage space. 











A person working in the kitehen has a pleasing view of al- 
most all areas of the house. From here, looking across the 


dining area, there is a view of the ocean framed in the gable 
end of living room. As can be seen in plan, you also have a 


view of terrace and pool, entrance area, and bedroom hall.

@ [n architecture. a freedom from pretense is one of the 
most difficult things to achieve—how to be imaginative, 
yet not indulge in make-believe; how to create a setting for 
real life, yet one that goes beyond simple reality. 

This house encloses space with a style and an imagination 
that lifts it well above the routine and mundane. It is, in 
many ways, a luxurious house. Yet, as you will discover, it 
is eminently practical. In fact, most of its apparent luxury 


stems from practical requirements. (Please turn the page)

The three units that create the enclosed courts and give 
the house its unusual form are the result of realistic pri- 
vacy needs. The dramatic gable-end lighting solves the prob- 


lem of directional light from the water. In short. the beauty 





of the house is rooted in the solution of specific needs. 





Like the others in this issue. this house has a carefully 
planned entrance sequence that emphasizes the privacy of 
the family’s life and also prepares you for the magnificent 
view of Long Island Sound that is ultimately revealed. You 
pass first through an opening in a wall facing the street, 
and approach the main entrance along a covered walk that 
crosses a cloistered court. On one side of the walk is a hand- 
somely planted evergreen garden. On the other is a paved 
-sliting area. Having crossed the court. you enter the lofty

space of the main living area, but you don’t see all of it 


immediately.

The house is divided into three distinctly separate units. 

At 
the left, as you approach the entrance, is the unit contain- 
ing the master suite and the garage. At the right is the 
unit in which the children’s rooms, the kitchen, and the 
maid’s room are located. In the center is the higher unit 
containing the main living area.

In plan, the house consists cf three essentially separate divi- 
sions: one at the left containing the garage and master suite; 
one in the center containing the main living areas; and 
one at the right in which the children’s bedrooms, the 
kitehen, and the maid’s room are located. These separate 
units are connected by two flat-roofed, glassed-in areas. One is 
used as a breakfast room and one as a game room and stud) 
The three units create an entry court further shielded from 
public view by a louvered wall at the front. There’s a small 


garden here, a terrace, and covered walks to the entry doors. 
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The master bedroom has the same view 
of the water through its open gable 
end as does the living room. Note 
again how the view is framed and also 
how this rcom, by an appropriate vari- 
ation in character, recognizes a varia- 
tion in function. Yet it remains true 
to the over-all character of the house. 


Both dining area and breakfast roo > 
open onto this generous terrace. Tex 
ture of exposed aggregate prevents 
glare, and a large tree dapples it with 
shade. Protected on two sides from 
wind, terrace has same magnificent view 


of Long Island Sound as living room. 


In the child’s room near the entrance 
drive, the architect took advantage of 
the sloping ceiling to gain a tall win- 
dow that makes the room less bedroom- 
like. Over the counter combining desk 


and storage facilities, windows look 





into the bedroom garden, planned to 


give privacy to this side of house. 


In the children’s wing, the hall 
is widened at its midpoint into a 
bay projecting into the court. 
This play area can be supervised 
by the mother or maid working in 
the kitchen (seen through door- 
way at end of hall). Children play- 
ing here can see—and be seen from 
—many places within the house.

the other. They are linked only by glass-enclosed connec- 
tions similar in construction to the covered walkway. 

As can be seen in the photos. these seemingly open links 
give the terrace and garden areas within the courtyard the 
appearance of being continuous with those outside and pro- 
duce an interlocking of indoor and outdoor spaces. From 
certain places within the house you can look through an 
outdoor area into another part of the house. This interweav- 
ing of indoor and outdoor spaces is a way of establishing 








an integral relationship between the two. The other houses 
in this issue also have this relationship. Each has been 
achieved in a different manner, but on all three sites the 
houses and their environment have been conceived and 
treated as units, not as separate and unrelated things. 

The division of this house plan into three parts was a 
natural outgrowth of the pattern of living established by 
the family and interpreted by the architect. They wanted a

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Three great new houses— 
what they have that you should aim for 


The three houses you've seen on the preceding 25 pages were 


designed by three different architects for sites in three different 


parts of the country. Superficially they bear little resemblance 


to each other. Yet each in its own way illustrates certain basic 


characteristics that you will find in the best contemporary architecture. 


A list of these characteristics therefore forms a thoughtful 


starting point for anyone judging houses for today’s living 


lL. The houses are inner in character, not exterior. They were 
planned from the inside. The emphasis in the design 
process was upon securing livable interior space and 
not an imposing and impressive exterior or facade. 
As a result the houses have unassuming exteriors. 

2. They were planned in relation to a specific site. They 
were all designed with a concern for the best over-all 
use of the site, including its natural features, climate. 
and outlook. 

3. They each have a skillfully planned entrance. One does 
not enter into them abruptly, but by way of a transi- 
tional and preparational series of “events” which lead 

» or introduce one into the interior. The entrance court 
of the house on page 192 is the most elaborate of these 
events. 

4. They each provide privacy from the street and neighbors. 
The main living areas do not face toward the street. 
but are turned away from it. In addition, in each of 
them some device for securing privacy—either of plan- 
ning or construction—has been used to give further 
privacy to the occupants of the house. For example: 
the use of the cliffs to give privacy to the outdoor area 
of house on page 182; the use of the slope of the site 
to give privacy to balcony and open end of living area 
of house on page 176: the use of walls or fences to 
screen garden areas. 

5. The natural landscape has been made an integral element 
of the interior space. Whether it is a broad, distant 
view of the sea or mountains or a close-up, intimate 
view of some garden detail, this view has been carefully 
framed in the design of the house so that it has become 
a part of the interior space of the house itself. This 
capturing of a bit of the changing natural scene gives 
a quality of change and vitality to the interior and is 
an ever fresh source of pleasure. 

6. There is no strong sense of separateness of indoor and 
outdoor spaces. Kither by continuity, by extension, or 
by interweaving. these spaces have been made to seem 
one, in terms of both how they are used and how they 


are seen. 


i. There is a continuity of spaces. This includes not only the 
relation between indoor and outdoor spaces, as men- 
tioned in 6, but also the relation between indoor spaces. 
The interior rooms have not been conceived as separate 
and unrelated spaces.

. Each house includes a variety in kinds of spaces. Use is 
made of spatial contrast. High and soaring space is 
effectively contrasted with lower, more intimate space. 

. [he openings are not just holes in the side of a box. The

doors and windows are treated as the spaces between 
elements of construction. For example, a window may 
be an opening separating a pier and a wall—or two 
sections of wall—that is continuous from the floor to 
the ceiling. This treatment implements the continuity 
of spaces. 

10. The interior spaces are shaped and modeled directly 
by the elements of construction. The spaces derive from 
the walls, piers, beams, floors, and planes of ceilings 
(which are also the underside of the roof planes) that 
enclose the spaces. There are few extraneous elements 
used in the shaping of the space. 

ll. The materials of construction are used directly. The 
finished character of a surface, or space, is dependent 
upon the texture and grain of the materials being used 
and not upon an applied secondary treatment or finish. 

12. The palette of materials used is limited in number. Each 
house is built of not more than two or three carefully 
selected materials. 

13. Each house has a oneness of character. This is achieved 
by the limited palette of materials (mentioned in 12) 
consistently used. The details of construction are the 
same in all areas of the house, both inside and out. 

14. The over-all form of each house is essentially simple. 
Although the final effect may be one of richness and 
complexity, the building itself is composed of a few 
simple elements. The Snow house on page 176 is 
essentially one gable roof. The Anderson house o 
page 182 is one continuous gable roof. bent into an 
acute angle. The Cullman house on page 192 is three

The Sound of the Harp 


Youll hear 
the very soul 
of music 


By LEE WILCOX 


@ No wonder the harp has heavenly connotations. No wonder 
it has been called “the guitar of the gods.” In the cool, 
pure music plucked from its strings, the loveliest sounds 
of the universe find their echoes. Large, mellow, grandiose, 
it can resound with the grandeur of winds booming through 
ocean caves. It can mimic the gentle soughing of breeze- 
brushed grasses in a summer meadow. It can re-create the 
silvery fall of a cascading fountain, the gurgle and chatter 
of a brook, the quiet lapping of lake water. Or its tones 
can splash like raindrops made audible as showering dia- 
monds. All of its sounds seem to wait to be heard. They 
lie upon the air; they do not penetrate it. 

It is an instrument of elegance. Its very physical form. 
like its aerial melodies, comes through as the embodiment 
of grace. It stands alone magnificently, five to six feet 
tall, with a crown resting majestically on its classic column. 
As an almost architectural ornament to any room. it is 
always within human scale. whether you focus upon its 
pure form or see it tilted and resting against the shoulder 
of the harpist. Observe it, listen to it, and you will become 
aware that its curvaceous shape somehow makes visual the 
musical scale. Look closely, for instance. at what is called 
the harmonic curve (the top short side of the harp’s trian- 
gular structure) and its strings, waiting to be plucked, and 
you will see. even before you hear. the soul of music. 

We of the 20th Century tend to think of the harp as a Vic- 
torian instrument for candlelight and camellias, played by 
ethereal ladies, regally postured. whose long, exquisitely 
tapered hands brush the strings with languor, whose delicate 
ankles are revealed under trailing chiffon skirts. We are 
completely wrong. 

Traditionally, some of the very greatest harpists have 
been men, and while it is frequently the instrument of 
lovely ladies, you should know that the fingernails of these 
supple hands have been trimmed down close to the flesh. 
the finger tips unromantically toughened with callus in 
order to pluck out furious sound from strings of catgul. 
nylon, and steel wire. And if he, or she, plays with any 
expertise at all, the harpist will be no dilettante, but one 
who has spent years mastering the disciplined techniques 
of plucking these strings and toeing the twenty-one positions 
of the seven foot-pedals. The performance of a good harpist 
represents as practiced a technique as a performance on the 
pianoforte or violin. 

\lthough the music of any instrument has more intimate 
meaning for those who themselves know how to play, harp 
music has a quality that can delight the neophyte as well 
as the musician. If you are still unacquainted with the per- 
sonality of the harp, we urge you not necessarily to learn 
to play, but at least to open your ears to it—to go out of 
your way to listen to the harp, for through it you can enjoy 
sound as you have never heard it before. 

\ rich and interesting selection of recorded harp music 
is waiting for you to discover and enjoy. Do you remember 


Harpo, the silent Marx brother, who did such amazing

things on the harp? Two of his records are still available, 
made by Mercury. The playing of this self-taught artist 
will overwhelm you with its virtuosity and ebullience. He is 
a truly remarkable performer in that he does not read 
music, but plays by ear. (His teacher. Mildred Dilling. to 
whom he turned in the 1940's for added polish, gives him an 
occasional lesson by long-distance telephone. ) 

We also recommend the recording by Marcel Grandjany 
of Ravel’s “Introduction and Allegro” (Capitol). and the 
Melos Ensemble recording of four 20th-century French works 
(Oiseau).

If you eat seafood just on Fridays, 


and then only reluctantly, 


you need to discover 


the more delicate methods of the Japanese 


By EIKO YUASA 


@ People who don’t eat much seafood say they don’t like 
the fishy taste and smell. The first people to understand 
this viewpoint would be the Japanese. Yet seafood is almost 
the most important item in the Japanese diet. 

Their secret is that they have developed methods for 
handling and cooking seafoods so that there is no fishy 
smell or taste. These methods bear almost no resemblance 
to those of the Western cuisine. And their ways are so 
numerous and diverse that they would fill a huge cookbook 
if gathered together. 

The biggest difference is that the Japanese use no but- 
ter (indeed, no dairy products at all) in seafood cookery. 
It is only my guess, but it could be that the opposing types 
of fats in butter and seafood (saturated versus unsaturated ) 
set up some alien, unsympathetic reaction to each other 
that brings out the undesirable smells and tastes. 

Another reason could be that Western methods call for 
overcooking—as much as 20 percent to 50 percent longer 
than Japanese ways. This hardens textures, reduces the in- 
herent flavor, and points up bad ones. Long cooking also 
reduces the food values. Another factor that eliminates the 
undesirable taste and smell is the Japanese use of garnish- 
ings—particularly ginger and grated white radish. 

Here is a roster of the most prevalent Japanese methods 
of presenting seafoods. Run your eye down the list to see 
how different they are from Western ways. 

@ Steam in sake, together with companion foods to make 

the whole meal (sake-mushi) 

¢ Steam, with a sprinkling of salt (shio-mushi) 

¢ Bake on a thick bed of salt. together with other foods 

to make a whole meal (horaku-yaki) 

¢ Broil, after resting 20 minutes with a sprinkling of salt 

( shio-yaki) 


e Broil after resting in a rich sauce that creates a glaze 


(teri-yakt) 

e Sauté briefly in vegetable or nut oil, then finish in 
seasoned dashi (a soup stock made of dried kelp and 
dried bo (chikuzen-ni) 

e Blanch briefly in hot water and dress with vinegar sauce 


(recipes foi ) vinegar sauces on page 248) (yubikt) 


¢ Marinate in vinegar (which produces a cookinglike pro- 
cess—the same effect achieved in seviche and escabeche, 
which use citrus juice for the same end) (sujime) 

¢ Cook in seasoned liquids. Many variations of this pro- 

duce startlingly different results (ni-mono) 

© Cook in miso by either broiling, baking, or boiling 

(miso-ni) 

e I'ry (first and briefly), then finish in liquid (jibu-ni) 

The easiest Japanese dish for you to start on is salt- 
broiled fish. The result is so spectacularly better than any 
other fish-cooking method that you will be amazed. Even 
your favorite fish will taste better than it ever has. 

The only requirement is that you must have skin on the 
fish. Ideal. then, are small fish, like trout, which permit 
one to a person. The skin is necessary, for a surprising 
amount of fat exists under the skin, and this is what keeps 
the fish from burning without the protection of either butter 
or sauce. 

About 20-30 minutes before cooking, salt the fish on both 
sides: use about the amount you would if you were salting 
after cooking. Let stand until time to cook. Then broil it 
at 500° on lightly-oiled aluminum foil. with the skin side

facing the fire (8’-10” from the fire) for about 24 of the 
necessary time. Then turn with a spatula and finish with 
the flesh side up. In this last stage you must watch the fish 
carefully, to avoid burning it. 

If you are using a whole fish with skin on both sides, 
you may cook both sides for an equal time. ; 

The total time required for broiling differs according to 
the size and the thickness of the fish, but it is usually from 
7 to 15 minutes, depending on size. } 

The result is moister and more flavorful. Fish that you 
considered dry, like salmon, is moister and has a much more 
interesting texture. People tasting their favorite fish cooked 
this way look at each other in pleased disbelief. 

Why? Apparently the salt creates moisture, just as straw- 
berries sitting in sugar develop juice. And the fat under 
the skin lubricates and prevents burning. It also tends 
to run down between the sections or flakes of the flesh and

Cognac 


What do you have to know 


about the greatest of all brandies 


to savor all the history 


and geography locked in each drop? 


By GUY HENLE 


@ The next time someone offers you cognac, stop for a 
moment to consider the rich, amber-colored liquid in the 
glass. Cognac is brandy. a spirit distilled from grape wine. 
But not all brandy is cognac, and therein lies the differ- 
ence. Cognac has its own characteristic aroma, its distinctive 
taste, its subtle overtones. On this it is easy to agree. But 
what makes the difference? If you know, you'll savor each 
sip a little longer, and you'll reach a little deeper for each 
flavor nuance. How do you find out? 

The trail begins in the cobblestoned village of Cognac, 
in the mid-southwest of France. Situated on the banks of 
the Charente River, its tiny, winding streets are lined with 
centuries-old stone houses. Dotted around the town are the 
famous cognac establishments—the warehouses, the blend- 
ing plants, the distilleries, the offices. 

In the surrounding countryside lie the vineyards, some 
138.000 acres of them. Row on row of lush green vines 
(grafted, it turns out, onto sturdy American root stock) 
hang heavy with fruit in late September. Here is where it 
all begins, the long and often complicated journey from 
grape to cognac. 

Much of the quality of the final cognac is determined 
right here in the vineyard. The land rolls in gentle slopes, 
a bit like rural Pennsylvania, and nearly all of it within 
the legal limits of the cognac district (about one-fourth the 
size of Rhode Island) is given over to the raising of grapes. 
3ut the soil varies from section to section, producing such 
pronounced differences in the resulting grape (therefore 


in the wine, therefore in the cognac) that these differences 


are recognized in the seven official crus, or growths. They 
are, in order of quality: Grande Champagne, Petite Cham- 
pagne, Borderi ins Bois, Bons Bois. Bois Ordinaires, 
and Bois Com: When a cognac is labeled “Fine Cham- 


pagne, it must from grapes grown in either the 


Grande Champag Champagne districts. “Grande 
Fine Champag! e rnac made from grapes origi- 
nating only in the Gra impagne district.

thing of the quality of the cognac to come. In the amount 
of lime in the soil or the advantageous position of a vine- 
yard with relation to the brilliant yet soft southern sun lie 
some of the answers to the riddle of cognac. This is geog- 
raphy at work. 

Once the grape has grown, man takes a stronger hand 
in the workings of nature. He has found a way, over the 
centuries, of turning the fruit into a spirit of unique taste 
without the addition of any alcohols or flavorings. He makes 
the grape and its juice do the work themselves. 

The grapes that he starts with—the Folle Blanche. the 
St. Emilion, the Colombar—are not unusual or particularly 
distinguished. They serve in other places for other wines. 
Here in the Cognac region they produce a wine that at its 
best is called by experts undrinkable. It is harsh and bitter. 
perhaps reflecting the chalky quality of the soil which pro- 
duced the grapes. 

Before it becomes this undrinkable wine, of course, it is 
simple grape juice pressed from the ripe fruit taken in the 
fall harvest. It is worth reflecting on this grape juice for a 
moment, since it is this same liquid that will eventually be 
celebrated as the finest of all brandies. The juice of a fresh 
grape is a white-green liquid with a refreshing taste, a 
revelation to anyone used to the purple product sold as 
grape juice in this country. It can be sweet or tart, depend- 
ing on the sugar content of the grape. 

This freshly pressed juice, though it will be put through 
a variety of processes and what seem like endless blendings, 
nevertheless has within it all the requirements of a cognac. 
The first process is the natural fermentation of the juice 
into the already mentioned bitter wine. This is done in large 
casks and lasts only five to fifteen days. The alcoholic 
content of the resulting wine is (Continued on page 244)

Combining the latest in kitchen equipment 
with new developments in furnishings and 
finishes to surround it makes this room 


the last word in convenience and easy care

@® This is my own kitchen. The key to the real wonder 
of it is the battery of control panels around the room. 
These are time- and labor-savers, the mechanical 
servants that are at my beck and call. With the flip 
of a switch, the push of a button, the turn of a dial, I 
can call on an extra pair of hands to take over an 
important job in preparing food, cooking it, serving 
it, or cleaning up afterwards. Drudgery is eliminated. 
My work is not only easy but fun in such well-equipped, 
undemanding surroundings. 

This miracle of efficiency bears no resemblance 
to the kitchen I moved into, except in size. It was 
hopelessly old-fashioned and ugly, as the photograph 
on page 21] shows. A 40” wall cabinet over the sink 
and a 3’ by 5’ table supplied its only storage and work 
counter. Three doors opened into the room, so it was 
badly cut up. It had one good feature common to old 
houses, a 914’ ceiling, and its size (13’ 3” by 10’ 9”) 
was enough for a good working kitchen. In addition, 
there was a large pantry adjacent for bulk storage. 

To make the most of the space available, I closed 
off the door that opened onto a side entry. This gave 
continuous space along three walls for a shallow 
U-shape kitchen, with the fourth wall adding over 13’ 
of storage and work counter. 

We managed to keep structural changes to a mini- 


mum. The door leading to the (Please turn the page)

pantry had to be moved a few inches, to get the depth needed 
for cabinets. Neither this nor enlarging the window opening 
was difficult in a frame house. Into the new opening went 
three 5’ 2” casements of ponderosa pine to replace two 
small double-hung windows. Lighting and ventilation are 
much better, and this gives me a pleasant view of the garden 
and the outdoors. With windows open, I can even share 
some of the guests’ conversation as I’m busy in the kitchen. 
when we are entertaining out-of-doors. In the interest of 
saving steps between kitchen and dining room, a_pass- 
through (above) was cut into the wall separating these 
rooms. This gave me a serving counter within a few steps 
of the range on one side and the dining table on the other. 

There were two points of major importance in choosing 
equipment for this kitchen: 1. Everything had to be as auto- 
matic as possible. 2. The finishes had to be easy to clean 
and keep. 

Mine is a washable kitchen. Everything in it wipes or 
washes clean with a minimum of work. Even the wood cabi- 
nets. which give the appearance of an oiled, hand-rubbed 
finish, have a synthetic matte finish that is chemically cured 
with heat. It has a tough, mar-resistant film that wipes clean. 

The same wipe-clean wood paneling covers the doors of 


the gourmet refrigerator-freezer. (Please turn to page 226)

@ Among the stimulating aspects of the Kennedy Adminis- 
tration have been the First Lady’s enthusiasm for the arts 
and her taste and ingenuity in the planning of entertainments 
for state occasions. Mrs. Kennedy’s flair for hospitality in 
this rather stiff and formidable area has captured the 
imaginations of many Americans, regardless of party affilia- 
tion, who read reports of White House affairs with excited 
interest and possessive pride. 

President and Mrs. Kennedy recently welcomed a royal 
guest, Grand Duchess Charlotte of Luxembourg, with a state 
dinner, followed by a program of Elizabethan music and 
poetry. The evening was typical of Mrs. Kennedy’s originality 
and thoughtful planning. The dignity of the offering seemed 
especially appropriate to the serenity of Europe’s longest- 
reigning contemporary monarch. The program was suited in 
scale to the stage of the White House in the spacious East 
Room with its portraits, urns of fresh flowers, and crystal 
chandeliers. 

Mrs. Kennedy undoubtedly has superior resources to draw 
on when planning such a party, but anyone with a taste for 
antique music and the exquisite poems of Shakespeare’s day 
can follow the First Lady’s lead and plan an evening straight 
from the golden summer of the Renaissance. If the ubiquitous 
cocktail party has begun to pall, an Elizabethan evening can 
provide a sizable number of guests with a memorable occa- 
sion, and may revive your interest in entertaining. 

Mrs. Kennedy auditioned her performers by way of record- 
ings. She chose the Consort Players to provide the music. 
This group of six instrumentalists performs on such antique 
instruments as the virginal, the cittern, the treble viol, the 
bass viol, the flute, the pandora, and the lute. Organized by 
Sydney Beck, head of the rare-book and manuscript collec- 
tions of the music division of the New York Public Library. 
these scholarly musicians have been giving concerts for the 
past ten years. For the Elizabethan readings, Basil Rathbone 
was chosen for his impeccable diction and the beauty and 
resonance of his voice. 

Mrs. Kennedy telephoned the artists herself. When Mr. 
Rathbone heard that Mrs. Kennedy was calling him, he al- 
most failed to pick up the phone, convinced it was a joke. 
When he heard her voice, he almost dropped the telephone. 
She asked him to appear on the program, specified the poems 
she preferred, and requested as an encore the St. Crispin 
Day speech, delivered before the Battle of Agincourt in 
Henry V. This is the 


passage from Shakespeare. Mrs. Kennedy asked him not to

mention the encore to anyone. She said she wanted to sur- 
prise her husband, who knows the lengthy passage by heart 
and often quotes it. 

When Mr. Rathbone met Mrs. Kennedy before the dinner 
at the White House, she said to him, like a conspirator. 
“Don’t forget our secret.” Mr. Rathbone said later it would 
have been impossible for him to forget their secret but 
admitted that the President’s prowess with the St. Crispin 
Day speech “scared the daylights out of me.” He was afraid 
he would forget the lines. 

The program of instrumental music, interspersed with the 
reading of 16th- and 17th-century poems, against a musical 
background, was varied with solos and duets by vocalists. 
The brilliant assemblage of 170 persons responded with 
hushed stillness to the haunting beauty of the music and 
poetry, then gave their enthusiastic applause. 

Advance planning is intrinsic in this sort of party, as 
evidenced by Mrs. Kennedy’s definitive interest in all details. 
You, too, can audition your performers. An impressive list 
of recordings of Elizabethan poetry and music makes it 
possible to explore the charms of 16th-century drama, song, 
verse, street cries, ballads, carols, tales, and tavern ditties. 
You can listen to the recordings and select your favorites. 
The guest list for such an evening should rely on kindred 
spirits, but the success of the limpid folk singer warbling 
“Green Sleeves” in a crowded supper club indicates that 
this sort of entertainment may prove irresistible for fairly 
unlikely people. It is music to soothe the savage breast. 

Make a list of the recordings to be played. interspersing 
instrumental music with song and the spoken word. and 
arrange recordings in the order to be played. Provide for 
intermission and the replenishing of beverages. Be certain 
that people are comfortably seated, for nothing distracts the 
listener like a foot that has gone to sleep. The stiff rows 
of straight chairs which were once the hallmark of a musi- 
calé are not absolutely necessary to the Elizabethan evening. 
An atmosphere of intimacy is preferable. This will warn you 
not to invite more people than you can comfortably accom- 
modate. Subdued light—firelight and candlelight are ideal— 
will add to the listeners’ pleasure. 


A more ambitious Elizabethan evening is a live perform- 


ance. You may be able to accomplish this with little difficult; 
if you are part of a musical or dramatic circle. If not, 
almost every city or town has musicians who are members 
of the Amateur Chamber Music Players or the American 
Recorder Society, both national organizations. These instru- 
mentalists usually play together in informal sessions and 
would be likely to welcome the opportunity of an audience. 
Almost all colleges and universities have madrigal and lute 
enthusiasts, for this music appeals especially to 20th-century 
youth. The recorder, which was so popular in Shakespeare’s 
time (Henry VIII owned seventy-six recorders) has had a 
splendid renaissance in the 20th Century because it is so 
easy to play. Many young people are now competent on this 
instrument. Few glee clubs are without their Elizabethan 
part-singing numbers and madrigal soloists. Check with the 
music and drama department of the nearest college for per- 
formers. If there is no college available, ask the choral 
director of the high school or the choirmaster of your church 
for possibilities. 

Little-theater groups or amateur acting circles can usually 
provide you with an actor to read the Elizabethan poets or 
passages from Shakespeare’s plays. An opportunity to expose 
this sort of talent is usually welcomed by amateurs. If there 
are no professional or semiprofessional performers avail- 
able. a good reader can often rise tothe occasion. Reading 
aloud is an attribute that seems to have fallen into disuse, 
but Elizabethan literature is inspiring. A lawyer, for instance, 
is apt to find himself carried away by such an assignment. 
Guests may also enjoy participating in the singing, if you 
rally them around the piano or a recorder. Sheet music for 
both instruments and voices is plentiful, and musically in- 
clined persons will soon find themselves enchanted by the 
part-singing of the Elizabethan age. 

The participation of all guests in the evening’s enter- 
tainment will add to their pleasure. This will be hastened 
if you provide them with lyrics and literature. Much of this 
material is now in paperback books, and the thoughtful host- 
ess will offer guests Elizabethan verse anthologies, Shake- 
speare’s plays, Elizabethan song books, madrigals, and con- 


sort music, so that they can follow (Please turn to page 242)

@ Tulips. like most other bulbs, are not difficult to grow. 
You simply plant them and let nature do the rest. Rarely 
do they fail to flower. They need no coaxing. They are about 
as trouble-free and as easy in maintenance as any flower 
you ll ever grow. 

But to enhance their magnificence you should exercise 
judgment, if you are to exploit them to the fullest. In short, 
you must lend a helping hand—an artistic helping hand. This 
will revolve mainly about how you place and group your 
tulips, and how you select the types and the appropriate 
colors. 

Selection of appropriate companion plants to flower with 
them is crucial to getting dramatic effects. Proper under- 
planting (or foreground planting) with low-growing annuals 
or perennials is the stagecraft you must apply. If compan- 
ions are to flower simultaneously, choose them in hues that 
are harmonious with the tulips. Most underplantings will 
have a long-enough season of bloom to outlast the successive 
flowering of two or more kinds of tulips. 

How you manage your tulips during their foliage dieback 
period is an inevitable problem. But the best solution for this 
is to use underplantings of other types, so the yellowing 
tulip leaves droop down and out of sight into the green 
underplantings. (See story on this on page 250.) 

Effective tulip display depends on your having some 
knowledge of the tulip types, for their type determines their 
time of bloom, their height, their flower form, and, in some 
instances, their color range. You wouldn’t buy clothes or 
shoes by mail without specifying sizes. Neither should you 
buy tulips without knowing their height, type. time of bloom, 
and color. (To assist you in this, we have prepared the table 
on page 254.) 

Botanically, tulips are lilies. Over 60 species have been 
named. There are approxi 800 varieties in cultivation, 
divided into 23 classes. Ea he latter have distinctive 
characteristics. Tulip breede: tinually introduce new 
varieties, but not until each arden-tested and ap- 
praised for merit and officially regis name and class. 
But for all of the appeal of the : itroductions. many

of the cherished old classic varieties are as exciting as ever. 
For example, there’s the red Darwin tulip, William Pitt, 
which was introduced in 1905; the lilac-colored Darwin, 
William Copland (1910); the insurpassable white, lilac- 
edged Mendel tulip, Her Grace (1926); and, the vivacious 
Ted Champion parrot tulip (1930). These old stalwarts get 
smaller type and space in the catalogues, but you should not 
forget them. 


Tulip classes 


Tulips are divided into two major groups: the species that 
originally were the wild forms, and the hybrids that have 
been derived from them. Hundreds of varieties that make 
up the bulk of those that are grown today in our gardens 
are hybrids. The species and hybrid groups are divided into 
23 classes, such as the Darwin, Darwin Hybrid, Lily-flowered, 
Triumph, and Double Late. to name a few. 

In selecting tulip varieties for your garden, it is helpful to 
know the class from which they come and the characteristics 
of that class. For example, the Single Early and Double Early 
classes are short-stemmed. These are excellent for casual 
planting in informal drifts and in rock gardens. When placed 
in beds, they should go in front of taller plants. Their shorter 
stature qualifies them for use wherever masses of color 
are wanted. ; 

If your garden is a formal one or approaches the formal— 
with squares, rectangles, and circles—your tulips may be 
set out in straight rows. Tulips, like hyacinths, lend them- 
selves well to formal display. The real secret of their use 
in a dramatic formal setting is that they be used in adequate 
depth. Never use them in straight rows, which makes for 
a thin, spindly effect. 

Instead, set them out with a planned, reckless abandon 
in clusters or drifts—in short, (Please turn to page 252)

may mean to you 


This new, rapidly expanding form of cooperative ownership involves less risk than 


the usual co-op. Originally, condominium applied 


only to multi-unit apartment dwellings, but it is now being extended 


to cover groups of one-family houses

@ A new word has come into use in the vocabulary of resi- 
dential real estate—“condominium.” 

Actually the word is a very old one, coming from the term 
in ancient Roman law for joint ownership. It has been main- 
tained in the legal language of Latin countries to apply to 
the individual ownership of living space in an apartment 
building or other multiple-dwelling group together with com- 
mon ownership of land and jointly used facilities. 

The rather extensive use of this type of ownership in 
nearby Puerto Rico brought the term, and the form, to the 
attention of the American real estate industry. As a result, 
and in order to help advance the adoption of the idea for 
residential uses, legislation enacted in 1961 authorized the 
Federal Housing Administration to insure mortgages on 
condominia (or -ums, if you prefer it). Since that time, 
many states have modified their statutes to make this type 
of ownership feasible, and the possibilities it offers are now 
beginning to be realized. 

Just what is condominium? In the words of Mr. Charles 
E. Ramsey of the Chicago Title and Trust Company, it is a 
type of “individual ownership of a one-family unit in a mullti- 
family structure, together with ownership of undivided in- 
terest in the land and all other parts of the structure in 


common with all other owners of one-family units in the

building.” Mr. |} 


“It means ownership in common with others of a parcel

‘amsey elaborates his definition as follows: 


of land and certain parts of a building thereon which would 
normally be used by all the occupants—such as yards, foun- 
dations, basements, floors, walls, hallways, stairways, eleva- 
tors, and all other related common elements—together with 
individual ownership in fee of a particular unit or apart- 
ment in such building.” 

While the definitions just cited assume that the condo- 
minium is limited to a multifamily structure, this is not 
necessarily the case, since state laws vary as to the type 
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of dwelling structure that may be involved. In some in- 
stances, it is possible for the condominium to consist of a 
grouping of houses in which the common property is limited 
to park and recreational areas, including tennis courts, 
swimming pools, and similar facilities, with their related 
structures. 

Condominium is thus a kind of cooperative ownership. 
Like the better-known forms of cooperatives, it carries 
with it an obligation to pay an appropriate share of the 
maintenance and repair of common spaces and common parts 
of the property, such as grounds, roofs, outside walls, water 
mains, plumbing stacks, and central heating and _air- 
conditioning equipment. The obligation also extends to the 
owner's responsibility for the proper maintenance of his 
own property and avoidance of alterations that affect the 
appearance of the property. Failure to meet this obligation 
constitutes a valid claim against the owner by the condo- 
minium and could result in the loss of ownership, as is 
true of other cooperative housing. But with this the like- 
ness ends. 3 

In the kind of cooperative with which we are more 
familiar, the individual occupant simply owns stock in a 
corporation, or a beneficial interest in a trust which is the 
legal owner of the entire property, and at the same time 
he is holder of what is called a “proprietary lease” in the 
dwelling unit he occupies. Actually he is a tenant in a 
building of which he is part owner. The entire property 
is taxed as a single entity and financed as a single entity; 
and the proprietary tenant (or stockholder, if he likes that 
term better) is jointly responsible for payment of taxes and 
mortgage charges as well as of maintenance cost. Irrespective 
of the fact that he may have fully paid his assessments for 
all these purposes, his lease may be canceled and he may lose 
his interest in the property if there is a sufficient default by 
his fellow stockholder tenants to (Continued on page 237)

In 
addition to its normal heater, this 
unit has a heat booster that can 
raise the water temperature for 
either or both the second wash 
and rinse cycles. 


NE of the most often used ap- 

pliances in my kitchen is the 
mixing center, which is built into 
the counter across from the dish- 
washer. The whir of its blender 
in the morning, as the frozen juice 
is reconstituted, is as familiar as 
the sound of the perking coffee- 
maker, and it’s in use off and on 
all day. 

Because it’s in view and ready 
to use, it sees full service for 
cake mixing, for slicing vegetables, 
for chopping meat. Its various 
parts are within arm’s reach on 
a shelf below. Spatulas and tools 
are in drawers. Packaged mixes, 
flavorings, and other baking needs 
are kept in wall cabinets directly 
above. Everything is stored where 
it’s used, even though this means 
duplication of tools, 

One small accessory in this area 
that fascinates friends who see 
it is the recipe holder. I’m not 
only a collector of recipes, but 
I’m forever changing and redoing 
them. Recipes are kept on 3 x 5 
typed cards and filed. But a recipe 
card on the counter isn’t easy to 
read, so it is often picked up in 
the midst of cooking, with fingers 
that are a bit sticky or greasy. 
With the help of Frank Siarkowski, 
a friend of ours, a solution was 
devised. 

It is a recipe holder that when 
not is hidden from view 
under the wall cabinet. It pulls 
down and forward, and when the 
card touches it, it stays in place 
magnetically. Held at eye level, 
the card is easy to read and com- 


in use 


pletely out of the line of spatters 
and soil. It works perfectly, so 
well, in fact, that it’s now being 
marketed. 


In this same area is a_ food 
scale, wall-hung.

Although the central unit is 
rather large, it has been divided 
into smaller, separate areas of use. 
The entry area is separated from 
the dining area by a storage unit 
with closets for coats on the en- 
trance side and a sideboard for the 
dining area on the other. The din- 
ing area is in turn separated from 
the living area by the sculptural 
brick mass of the fireplace. 

The living area, although it is 
accessible from other parts of the 
house, is removed from the paths 
of daily traffic. It is a quietly ex- 
citing space to which one may go 
just to sit and to enjoy the sensa- 
tion of being in it. It is simple in 
form, but its effect is not so simple. 
The graceful, laminated wood 
arches, painted to accentuate their 
shape in contrast with the walls 
and ceilings, give a soaring quality 
to the space. The free interplay of 
light and color effected within the 
space by the glass in the gables 
abstractly echoes the colors and 
moods of Long Island Sound. 

This house, as do the others in 
this issue, indicates that we are 
seeking out the element of splen- 
dor in our lives. After rejecting the 
splendors of the past, we are be- 
ginning to search for a splendor of 
our own. Some will again seek for 


it in the past. But others, as this 
house indicates with its light and 
space, will create it imaginatively 
and without pretense, in the terms 
of our beliefs and our way of living 
in our time—and place.

Since Mrs. Snow loves 
to entertain, this large area makes 
it possible for her to have big 
crowds easily. She has served as 
many as 35 at lunch. 

The kitchen, though open to the 
| dining space across a wide counter- 
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high partition, is nevertheless suf- 
ficiently shut off so that the cook- 
ing does not become part of the 
living area. All the equipment is 
conveniently placed around 
walls of the squarish space. Since 
there is no concern in this house 
about the traffic of young children, 
the kitchen has doors at opposite 
ends of the room in the most con- 
venient places.

The balcony is 14 in the air and 
has no access from below. 

There are many other views to 
be seen through the slots between 
the piers and the walls, through the 
high clerestory windows over the 
fireplace, and through the glazed 
gable above the translucent glass 
panels. They give the house a see- 
through quality and yet maintain 
its privacy. 

Perhaps it should be pointed out 
here that the two other houses in 
this issue also lave this particu- 
lar quality of presenting a predomi- 


nant view of the landscape or some 
natural feature. And with this they 
also present intriguing glimpses of 
the same view, or some other bit of 
nature. These are integrally wo- 
ven—not always in the same way— 
into the spatial fabric of the house. 
These are a part of their charm. 

It is this act of 


providing a special frame or set- 


presentation, 


ting, that gives a quality of rare- 
ness to the view—or the glimpse 
of a view. Very often the glimpse 
can have a kind of excitement that 
the full view lacks. Whether the 
presentation is of a dramatic, dis- 
tant scene, or of some intriguing, 
close-up detail, what is being pre- 
sented is never the same. It changes 
with the moods of the weather, the 
time of day, and the season of the 
year. With these changes, a par- 
ticularly vital richness is added to 
the experience of living here. 
Though rich in its living experi- 
ence, the house is built of materials 
that are inexpensive locally. The 
stone for the walls and floor is na- 
tive and costs little more than the 
cost of hauling it. Where walls are 
wood, they are a lower-grade fir. 
Cabinets are made of fir plywood, 
with an opaque-pigment finish to 
kill the grain and add color (see 
photographs of the kitchen on page 
180). The use of these simple mate-

finally bring about a foreclosure. 

It is this circumstance that often 
creates a special hazard in cooper- 
ative ownership, especially in time 
of serious economic distress. Con- 
dominium does eliminate a great 
part of this hazard. It may be re- 
ferred to as “limited-risk coopera- 
tive ownership.” 


N A condominium, the individual 

dwelling unit, whether it is in a 
tall apartment building, a garden- 
apartment structure, or other type 
of group arrangement, is separate- 
ly owned. It is taxed separately 
and it may be mortgaged separate- 
ly, just as if it were a single-fami- 
ly house on its own plot of ground. 
Thus, the condominium owner can- 
not be dispossessed by reason of 
any failure on the part of his 
neighbors in the enterprise for non- 
payment of taxes or mortgage 
charges, as may be the case with 
the better-known cooperative. 

Within his own dwelling unit, the 
owner has approximately the free- 
dom of the owner of a single-fami- 
ly house. He may decorate it to 
suit his fancy, and he may alter or 
renovate it to any extent he desires 
so long as he does not affect the 
structural elements of the build- 
ing or, except with general con- 
sent, impinge on any of its parts 
that are held in common. 

It must, of course, be recognized 
that freedom under condominium 
cannot be quite the same as that 
with a detached single-family 
dwelling. There are the normal 
proprieties that anyone must ob- 
serve when living in close proxim- 
ity to others. There is the obliga- 
tion to contribute proportionately 
to the maintenance, repair, and 
operation of the property and per- 
haps temporarily to make some 
additional payment in case of a de- 
fault by another owner. There is 
usually some limitation on the 
right to sell without permitting the 
other owners a first refusal to pur- 
chase the unit at a price which a 
bona-fide purchaser will pay. 

On the other hand, condominium 
has distinct advantages. It involves 
less risk than an ordinary coopera- 
tive. It relieves the owner of the 
direct responsibility for maintain- 
ing the grounds and handling nor- 
mal and

The voting rights of each member 
are usually determined by his pro- 
portionate interest in the property. 
The powers of the association are

(agents, or contractors) as may be 
required to carry out their decisions.

While the condominium concept 
has most frequently been applied 
to multistory buildings, it is, as in- 
dicated earlier, not restricted to 
this type of property. As qualified 
by the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration, the property must include 
at least five family units which may 
be located in one or more struc- 
tures, containing two or more units 
each. The separate structures, ac- 
cording to FHA, “may be high-rise, 
garden type, semidetached, or row 
type in character.” The only thing 
excluded is a project consisting of 
fully detached single-family houses. 


LTHOUGH this limitation may 
not apply to cases in which the 
liberal terms of FHA-insured mort- 
gage financing are not important, 
the limitation nevertheless is a 
practical one, since the purchase 
and resale of the individual dwell- 
ings will be much facilitated if the 
ability to obtain such financing is 
present. Even at that, the qualifica- 
tion leaves a wide range of attrac- 
tive possibilities for both suburban 
and in-town locations. 

Through the use of condomin- 
ium, the owner may have assurance 
of the constant and uniform main- 
tenance of his living environment. 
It gives built-in protection 
against the depreciation in value 
that can result from the indiffer-

About that going down to Kew 
business, it’s a lovely garden pil- 
grimage in or out of lilac time, 
and you can be there in an hour 
and fifteen minutes, having seen 
much of London from the river en 
route, if you take one of the 
Thames Launches Ltd. boats from 
the Westminster Embankment. 
From May to mid-September they 
leave on the half-hour, starting at 
eleven, with an abbreviated sched- 
ule the rest of the year. Another 
big bargain in sightseeing for four 
shillings and sixpence, about 70¢. 

Within easy driving distance of 
London there are more visitable 
stately homes, castles, and gardens 
than we could possibly list here, 
the route to them in every case 
taking you through the sort of 
rural scenery you’ve always ex- 
pected to find in England. For ar 
excellent guide, and an eye-open- 
ing list of the variety of these 
splendid old places and the times 
they are open to the public, we 
recommend an investment in His- 
toric Houses, Castles & Gardens 
in Great Britain and Ireland (in- 
cluding the Republic of Ireland’s 
roster, too). It costs three shillings 
and sixpence at bookstalls in Eng- 
land, but you can get it before you 
depart these shores by sending $1 
to Index Publishers Ltd., 69 Vic- 
toria Street, London, S.W.!. A new 
edition is published every January. 
A look at its map shows you that 
plenty of stately-home viewing is 
feasible near the city. 


HE classic one-day conducted 

bus tours out of London do the 
Stoke Poges, Windsor, Eton, 
Hampton Court circuit, Blenheim 
Palace and Oxford, Canterbury, 
Cambridge, and Stratford-on-Avon 
and Warwick Castle, and tours 
of nearby stately homes have be- 
come popular. Some of the best- 
known operators of these are Uni- 
versal, Southdown, .Evan Evans, 
Frames, and Samuelson. Generally, 
English guides are well informed 
and literate. Our own inclination 
is to go alone more expensively, 
with a guide-chauffeur and a car 
to ourselves, for we like to feel 
free to dawdle or move on as things 
do or do not catch our eye and in- 
terest. whether we're “supposed” 
to look at them or not. Quite nat- 
urally, the conducted tour has to 
maintain a steady pace, usually a 
dogtrot. Mind you, we don’t spurn 
this kind of operation. It’s a good 
way to get a quick over-all look 
at things and decide what you want 
to return to to savor later at leisure, 
if you should ever have any of that 
precious commodity. And if it’s a 
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choice of going in a body or not 
going at all, we'd certainly recom- 
mend joining the group and frank- 
ly letting the world know you’re a 
tourist. We think there’s been far 
too much supercilious criticism of 
that eager stout-booted breed. 

To give you an idea of what our 
favorite type of sightseeing costs 
in England, a four-passenger Ford 
Anglia De Luxe (three sightseers 
and a chauffeur) runs about $23 
a day, with a charge of 21 cents a 
mile in excess of eight miles, plus 
$5.60 a day for the chauffeur’s 
board and lodging, plus petrol, 
which is about 75 cents a gallon. 
The hourly rate is $2.45. Literally 
going it alone, in a drive-yourself 
car of the same type, costs $4.20 
daily plus about four and a half 
cents a mile. Your own driver’s 
license sufhces, and all you are 
implored to do is to obey trafhe 
signals and remember to keep left, 
which is not always easy when 
you're simultaneously trying to take 
in what you are looking at. 


OME of the better-known car- 

hire firms in London are Victor 
Britain, J. Davey, Godfrey Davis, 
Kenning, Swann, and Maxwell Wil- 
liams. 

Your real dyed-in-the-wool sight- 
seer seems to hotfoot it to Strat- 
ford-on-Avon whether he ever heard 
of Hamlet or not, and consequent- 
ly the old-world atmosphere of the 
little town has become unenchant- 
ingly overlaid with souvenir shops, 
tearooms, hamburger restaurants, 
and traffic tieups to the extent that 
the Shakespeare shrines almost 
seem secondary. (We except Ann 
Hathaway’s cottage .in Shottery, 
where the old-fashioned garden is 
a beauty, and dignity seems to pre- 
vail.) Perhaps in the dead of win- 
ter the atmosphere might be less 
disillusioning than it appears to 
be in spring, summer and early 
fall—or in the dead of night. 

Nonetheless, one feature of Strat- 
ford which could not disillusion 
anyone is the quality of the per- 
formances given by the Royal 
Shakespeare Theatre. The theater 
itself, which many expect to find 
a replica of the Globe or at least 
reminiscent of Shakespeare’s time, 
is an astonishingly contemporary 
building, with: a restaurant over- 
looking the Avon through glass 
walls. It’s an incongruity, if you 
will, but it works. And anyhow, 
the play’s the thing here, freshly 
and presented 
every count, from stage sets to dic- 
tion. The season this year is run- 
ning from April to December, con- 
centrating on The Tempest, Julius 
Caesar, The Comedy of Errors, and 
a sequence of the history plays.

(You can also get a taste of this 
company’s general proficiency right 
in London at the Aldwych Theatre, 
where they present a continuous 
repertory of new and classic plays. ) 

You can make it to Stratford 
from London and be back on the 
same day, if you settle for a mati- 
nee. Take the ten-o’clock morning 
train from Paddington Station, ar- 
rive at 12:07 with time to look 
around and have lunch before the 
performance begins at 2:30. (Most 
evening performances start at 
eight.) The last evening train back 
to London is at 7:38. Evan Evans 
runs this matinee visit by bus. The 
sad news, however, is that seats 
for the performances are booked 
months in advance, so this is not 
something you just drop in on. 
We've heard of hardy souls who 
go to Stratford, anyhow, and take 
their chances on last-minute can- 
cellations. Ashton & Mitchell’s 
booking agency at 2 Old Bond 
Street miraculously turned up 
tickets for us when all seemed 
lost, but everyone can’t be that 
lucky. The theater restaurant serves 
lunch beginning at 12:30 and din- 
ner before and after evening per- 
formances, but here again book in 
advance (a procedure which is 
practically ritual in all English 
restaurants, anyway). Get more in- 
formation by writing to the theater. 

Our last Stratford experience 
was part of a two-day-one-night 
motor trip out of London. Our 
itinerary, which we grant might 
have included more dawdling time, 
ran thus: 

We left London at nine A.M., 
heading for Oxford in time for 
lunch. The road takes vou through 
the witch country about Wycombe, 
and with an earlier start there 
would have been time to stop by 
at Woodstock on the way and take 
a look at Blenheim Palace, the 
Palladian Mansion of the Dukes of 
Marlborough and birthplace of 
Winston Churchill. 


T OXFORD, we lunched at The 
Mitre, the ramblingest of ram- 
bling old inns. And here, had we 
booked our luncheon reservations 


ahead and had not been so bemused | 


by the waiters in tail coats at one 
p.m. and the fact that we were at 
long last eating the dessert called 
gooseberry fool, we should have 
had more time to spend seeing the 
colleges of the university. These

They ate 
heartily, drank deeply, sang, 
danced, wrote poetry, and made 
love. Four hundred years later, 
their amusements continue to 
amuse with undiminished vigor. 
Any effort to entomb them in a 
stylized entertainment for the pur: 
poses of uplift is likely to get out 
of hand.

Most of the companies produce 
cognac at three or four different 
quality levels—fair, good, better, 
and best, you might say. Each uses 
a slightly different designation to 
indicate their quality levels, but in 
comparing a company’s own pro- 











ducts with each other, price is an) 
absolute indicator of quality. 

For the uninitiated, some of the 
symbols and initials used on cognac 
labels are confusing. Stars are not! 
at all related to years of aging, as 
some people believe. A three-star 
cognac is not three years old; 
more often it is five to eight years 
old, depending on the firm. And the 
number of stars cannot be used as. 
a comparison of quality between 
companies. VSOP (the letters stand, 
strangely enough, for the English 
words “Very Superior Old Pale”) 
is usually reserved for higher- 
quality cognacs. More rarefied des- 
ignations appear on the finest co- 
gnacs—Napoleon, Extra Vieille, 
Anniversaire, ete.—but these have 
no absolute meanings either. They 
are the company’s own 
brand name for their best (like) 
“Cadillac”). A few minutes’ brows-, 
ing among cognac shelves of a good) 
liquor store will be an education.

How should you serve cognac? 
The classic after-dinner cognac— 
neat, at room temperature, in a_ 
medium-size tulip glass—is the way, 
to appreciate it best. In this way) 
the aroma, which is so much a part 
of its pleasure, can truly be en- 
joyed. Swirling the cognac in the’ 
glass increases the bouquet. 

However, with today’s trend to 
lighter drinks, cognac-on-the-rocks, 
and cognac-and-soda (long a pop-| 
ular drink in England) are finding) 
a place in the spectrum of before- 
and after-dinner drinking. In both 
these drinks, the flavor comes 
through, lightened a bit by the ice 
and/or soda. It would be wasteful 
(some say a sin) to use a fine old 
cognac in this way, since the depth 
of flavor and aroma would be lost; 
but a quality cognac 
stands up well to this treatment.

Cognac’s body makes it a unique 
addition to many mixed drinks and 
many fine food recipes, but it is not 
bred primarily for such purposes. 

And so the spirit reaches its 
proper end. It has come a long way 
from the grape in the vineyard. 
The journey is something to con- 
sider as we pour cognac from its 
bottle. Man and nature, geography 
and history, have combined to bring 
us this moment of pleasure.

cause fingering is unaffected—the 
harpist transposes mechanically by 
pressing a foot-pedal. 

Still another effect caused by the 
double-action pedals is the dis- 
tinctive pitch difference between 
D sharp and E flat, between F 
sharp and G flat, and so on. You 
can hear the difference clearly. On 
the piano, D sharp is E flat, F 
sharp is G flat, ete.,

With the harp, as with a poem or 
a person, one finds that there are 
limitations that add to its charac- 
ter.

Greater brilliancy is 
achieved when music is played in 
keys with many flats, because such 
keys require little pedaling. It is 
possible to play chromatic (semi- 
tone) passages only very slowly 
because of the pedaling involved.

the salt, which is why it is best to 


have skin facing the heat source 
for the first stage of the cooking. 

No further seasoning is needed, 
except possibly a few drops of soy 
sauce sprinkled after the fish is on 
the eater’s plate. This is entirely a 
personal option. We have found 
that fish cooked this way is so fla- 
vorful that very few people feel the 
need of the soy. 

One way to tell whether you have 
broiled at just the right speed and 
heat is this: There will be lines of 
white, milky foam formed along all 


the flaky segments of a cut fish.

fish is marinated before cooking 
and with which it is basted during 
cooking.) Teri-yaki cooking is used 
with a wide variety of fish, such as 
salmon, mackerel, tuna, flounder, 
sea bass—plus shell fish, such as 
lobster and shrimp. (It is also ex- 
cellent with beef, pork, chicken, 
duck, and other poultry.) 

Here are two variations of teri- 
yaki sauce. The best one calls for 
mirin, a sweet wine used only for 
cooking.

Clean fish. and cut off head and 
bones.

Marinate fish in the teri-yaki 
sauce in a ceramic bowl for 20 min- 
utes. Sauce should almost cover the 
food. 

Oil lightly an  aluminum-foil 
sheet, to prevent fish from sticking 
to the broil pan. Heat foil under 
the broiler to about 500 degrees. 

Remove fish from the sauce, and 
broil. In general, fish should be 
placed at least 8 inches from the 
fire. In other words, high heat and 
far from it.

While fish is broiling, put sauce 
in a small pan and broil until the 
liquid is reduced 20-30 percent. 

When the fish is about 70 percent 
done (on both sides) baste with 
the reduced sauce—using about two 
or three spoonfuls. The baste is best 
applied with a brush. Watch care- 
fully from here on; the fish must 
not burn after basting; because the 
sauce is sweet, this can easily hap- 
pen. If it is the least bit burned, it 
has a bitter taste. 

When nicely browned, serve hot, 
placing the individual servings on 
individual plates. Over each por- 
tion pour a tablespoon of the re- 
duced sauce. Garnish with slivered, 
pickled ginger (called beni-shoga 
and bottled by Japanese 
grocery stores) or one tablespoon 
of grated white radish.

Seafood into Salads 

One of the best uses of seafoods 
is to turn them into what might be 
called the equivalent of our salads 
—meaning cold, dressed with vine- 
gar dressings, and combined with 
crispy, raw vegetables, like cucum- 
ber, or cooked vegetables, like spin- 
ach. These go under the general 
generic name, in Japan, of “suno- 
mono” (meaning vinegared thing). 

Any of the seafoods we eat raw 
(like oysters and clams) can be 
put into a Japanese-type salad. 
Take oysters, for instance. The Jap- 
anese would do one little thing we 
would not do, but it is very worth 
while. They would open the shell, 
clean the oysters, then sprinkle salt 
on them. Then the oysters would 
go into a bamboo basket (call it 
a sieve) to be washed in cold water 
while shaking the sieve. Then the 
Japanese would sprinkle the oys- 
ters with grated white radish— 
about 3 tablespoons per serving— 
and mix, stirring gently. (You 
would be surprised how soon the 
radish gets dark and dirty-look- 
ing.) Then they would wash away 
the radish and the dirtiness. Do 
this, and after draining, you will 
never have eaten such oysters— 
particularly if they are dressed 
with either of these sauces. (Aba- 
Jone and clams are also good with 
these dressings. )

Best ground covers 
to use with bulbs 


By ELSIE LOUISE SCULTHORP 


e@ Unless you are one of those who 
love the sight of brown earth at 
all times, a pleasant finishing touch 
can be given to the garden, and 
especially to bulb plantings, by 
low-growing ground covers, pref- 
erably the evergreen perennials. 

This sort of background is best 
suited for those bulbs, both large 
and small, that can be left in the 
eround for years without being 
lifted and divided. This gives the 
ground cover time to make a solid 
background. Such ground covers 
are especially valuable for plant- 
ings of the very early small bulbs, 
such as snowdrops, scillas, chiono- 
doxa, crocus and the like, that 
appear through the cold, wet earth 
when there is little greenery to set 
them off and make their miniature 
display more important and inter- 
esting. Some of these early bulbs 
have very little foliage of their own 
and need this background. 

There are many low-growing 
perennial ground covers that will 
stay colorful all winter and be 
ready in the spring to back up the 
little bulbs. In addition to furnish- 
ing a soft and colorful background 
for the bulb planting, many of these 
ground covers give us the dividend 
of their own flowers. 


An area of evergreen ground 


cover, be it in panels beside the 
front walk with flowering trees or 
any space not used for other flower 
planting, will always be handsome 
by itself, and even more interest- 
ing and beautiful when the bulbs, 
both large and small, come up 
through it in the spring. And when 
the bulb foliage ripens and turns 
yellow, it can be tucked under the 
ground cover, particularly if the 
underplanting is the size of vinca 
or ivy. The bulbs will come up 
through most ground covers quite 
easily. Of course, you should 
choose your planting with some 
care; you can’t expect tiny bulbs 
to grow well through a_ thick, 
dense mat of ground cover. This 
is particularly true of ivy; if you’re 
using it, try to get some of the 
charming small-leaved varieties. 
Robust English ivy, which will 
take over an area and climb every- 
thing within reach, is too invasive 
for our purpose. Its leaves get too 
large, and before you know it the 
stems are as big around as your 
finger, and hard to control. 

Many small, low-growing ground 
covers will solve the problem. Myr- 
tle (Vinca minor) is one of the 
most used of all evergreen ground 
covers; it thrives in shade, in sun, 
in practically any soil. Its runners 
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take root as they creep along, and 
it grows fairly rapidly, so there 
is soon a good mat of rich, green, 
cleanly cut, small-leaved foliage, 
hardy and long-lived. The one we 
usually see has blue flowers; the 
flowers of Bowles variety are larg- 
er and bluer than the common 
sort. There is also a kind with 
white flowers. This is a very old 
plant, having been used in Roman 
gardens. 


OTHER-of-Thyme (Thymus 

serpyllum) is one of the best 
of the low-growing ground covers 
for early spring bulbs. It is really 
low, being practically prostrate on 
the ground. It loves sun. The color 
of the foliage of many species of 
thyme remains practically un- 
changed throughout the year. The 
thymes have one fault: a desire to 
cover the earth by runners and by 
seed, unchecked by rain or by 
drought. But they are not difficult 
to control, and are so useful that 
this one sin may be forgiven them. 
In addition, the thymes bear tiny 
flowers in profusion, in many colors 
—white, lilac, rosy-red. 

Thymus serpyllum albus stays 
pale green all year round, and 
would be charming and effective 
as a background for any of the 
small spring bulbs, such as snow- 
drops and tiny yellow daffodils. 
These would also show up delight- 
fully against Thymus serpyllum, 
var. lanuginosus, the woolly thyme. 

The dwarf evergreen veronicas, 
which like sun, too, are also ap- 
pealing as a spring ground cover. 
The narrow evergreen leaves re- 
semble iberis; the flowers are usu- 
ally drooping clusters of deep blue, 
pale blue, white, or rose. Several 
interesting kinds are: 

Veronica repens, a_ prostrate, 
slender, compact plant grows in 
dense masses, with leaves shining 
green and mosslike, flowers of rose, 
or nearly white with a touch of 
blue. 

Comb speedwell (Veronica pec- 
tinata) is prostrate, white, pubes- 
cent, spreading, with many flowers 
of deep blue with a white center. 
It grows anywhere. Variety rosea 
has small spikes of rosy flowers. 

Common speedwell (Veronica of- 
ficinalis) is a prostrate, leafy, na- 
tive evergreen with many-flowered 
racemes of pale blue, occasionally 
pink. It holds a all 
through the winter and practically 
never winter-kills.

saxatalis, is a _ low- 
growing perennial with tiny leaves, 
and blue, pale pink, or white flow- 
ers in short racemes.

ly color combinations with small 
daffodils or other miniature bulbs. 
Ground pink or moss _ pink 
(Phlox subulata) makes a good 
green carpet in winter. The sharp 
and prickly foliage has an interest- 
ing and unusual texture. Later it 
bears a solid mat of flowers in 
a wonderful range of colors— 
blues, pinks, rose, reds, lavender- 
blue, purples and white — that 
completely hides the foliage. It is 
one of the most satisfactory low- 
growing plants. The habit is neat 
and it grows cheerfully in the sun 
in any kind of soil. It is a much 
prized and very old garden plant. 
Pinks (Dianthus) are a group 
of very attractive perennials with 
grasslike leaves. There are many 
low-growing kinds. The flowers of 
some have a delightful fragrance. 
This old-fashioned and much loved 
plant likes warm, sunny spots. 
Dianthus deltoides is about 6” 
high, of creeping habit, and one of 
the prettiest border pinks. It makes 
neat mats of foliage and bears 
many little fragrant rosy-colored 
or white flowers. The foliage is apt 
to be slightly yellow at the end of 
the winter, but it recovers rapidly. 
Cheddar pink (Dianthus gra- 
tianopolitanus) makes wonderful 
small mounds of blue-green foliage 
that holds its color all through 
the year. Bulbs should be planted 
between the clumps, so the bulb 
stems will not spoil the beauty of 
the foliage clumps by pushing 
through them. 


EVERAL of the smaller sedums 

are distinctly useful as spring 
ground covers. They grow easily 
nearly anywhere. 

Sedum acre, one of the best 
known of the small sedums, is so 
easily grown that it can become a 
nuisance. The dense mats of foliage 
are bright yellow-green, and they 
offer no resistance whatever to the 
tiniest bulbs. Later the foliage mat 
is sprinkled with tiny golden stars. 
There’s also a white-flowered form. 
There are many other ground- 
cover sedums, of varying heights 
and the flowers usually of white, 
yellow, or rose, rarely red or blue. 
Sedum acre is “everybody’s plant,” 
and it—but don’t 
let it get away from you.

You should never select tulips 
from just one class, such as, let us 
say, the Darwins. For one thing, 
this would give a very short seasan 
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tion of his is to let white and 
purple-black tulips (like Queen of 
the Night) grow through a low- 
growing ground cover of white vi- 
olas, white Phlox drummondi, or 
very dark-blue forget-me-nots. 

In each planting, uniformity in 
every sense of the word is essen- 
tial for the most beautiful tulip 
display. You might use varieties of 
one class or of closely related 
classes and varieties of the same 
height in each planted area. To in- 
sure uniformity of height, all of 
your bulbs must be planted to the 
same depth. Only the first year 
after planting can you _ expect 
simultaneous flowering in any giv- 
en variety. 

In succeeding years the flower- 
ing is less precise. This is one rea- 
son why some gardeners plant new 
bulbs each year. 

Many varieties of 
long-lived, especially if 
rather deep, some surviving for as 
long as 20 years. But most last for 
perhaps three, five, or ten years. 
If you are willing to forego simul- 
taneous bloom, your tulips will 
continue for a number of years. 
You should then use naturalistic 
plantings.

Climatizing 


More tulips are being grown in 
the deep South. For 
growth in that area, one should 
purchase precooled bulbs that have 
been kept under cool storage. Dar- 
win tulips take about a six-week 
cooling period at 40° F. Some 
gardeners buy regular tulips and 
put them in the refrigerator for 
four to six weeks. This is not 
likely to prove as successful as 
commercial precooling because the 
temperature and humidity of the 
refrigerator is less likely to be 
at the proper level. Precooled 
bulbs should be planted about mid- 
December. Bulbs so treated are

Planting and care 


Tulips like a sunny location. If 
grown in partial or heavy shade, 


their stems will be weak and will 
tend to bend toward the sunlight. 
This spoils their appearance. They 
should do well, if they 
are in shade for a part of each day 
and in full sun for the rest. If

alent, your tulips may be planted 
on the sheltered lee side of a dense 
planting like a hedge. 

‘So long as the soil is well- 
drained, tulips will do reasonably 
well in soil of almost any type. 
But the ideal soil for them is a 
light, fertile, 
Their planting beds should be cul- 


well-drained loam. 
tivated to a depth of one foot. Just 
prior to planting and each fall 
5 pounds of a 5-10-10 
commercial fertilizer may be ap- 
plied to each 100 square feet of 


thereafter, 


planting area. In the early spring, 
a pound of high nitrogen material, 
like ammonium sulphate, may be 
scattered over each 100 square feet 
of planted area. 

Your bulbs should be set in the 
soil to a depth of from 5 to 10 
inches, measuring from their upper 
tips. They should be planted at the 
more shallow depths if they are to 
be lifted and stored during the 
summer. The small-sized tulip bulbs 
should be planted at the more shal- 
low depths. Whenever tulips are 
treated as annuals and new bulbs 
are planted yearly, they need not 
be planted deeply. But any bulbs 
that are to remain in the ground 
year after year should be planted 
deeply to about 10 inches. Bulbs 
should be planted to this depth 
only in well-drained soil. Lacking 
good drainage, bulbs may decay 
at the greater depths. In each 
planting, it should be remembered 
that several inches of good soil 
should be beneath the bulb. 

Perhaps most Northern garden- 
ers plant their tulips in late Oc- 
tober and November. Such late 
planting is good, but in areas 
where the ground stays frozen all 
winter and freezes at an early date, 
they must be planted before it 
freezes.

ering is complete, their foliage will 
remain green for a time and then 
yellow and die. If you treat your 
tulips as annuals, you might as well 
cut and discard all foliage as soon 
as your bulbs’ flowering is finished. 
But if you want them to rebloom 
in subsequent years, their foliage 
must not be cut until it has yel- 
lowed, withered, and died naturally. 


| For during the dieback interval 
| the bulbs store food preparatory 


to dormancy and next spring’s 
flowering. There should be no inter- 
ference with this process although 
the yellowing, withering foliage 
may present an unattractive ap- 
pearance. 

Some gardeners lift their tulip 
plants after their bloom is com- 
pleted and set them out in a less 
prominent place while their foliage 
dies. This is a laborious task and 
constitutes lost motion. If you inter- 
plant or underplant your tulips 
with annuals or perennials, the 
tulips’ foliage may be partially 
hidden. 


Low maintenance 


While considerable work must 
be expended with tulips, particu- 
larly in the preparation of their 
beds and in planting, they demand 
no more care than many other 
flowering plants. In the interest 
of low maintenance, we might 
suggest that you garden inten- 
sively within the areas that you 
devote to your tulips but confine 
them to a few relatively small 
areas, perhaps only one or two. 
These should be in view from your 
terrace, patio or windows. 

Also, let us suggest that in fall 
you plant some tulips in pots and 
planters for decorative bloom on 
your patio or terraces. You may 
also want some to bring indoors.

formulated with Goodyear’s Pliolite 
S-5. The very best finish (but twice 
as expensive) is epoxy paint. 
Epoxy offers far greater protection 
and longevity than any other coat- 
ing. Grease and oil on an epoxy 
surface wash away easily with de- 
tergent. Epoxy is unaffected by 
gasoline, antifreeze, hydraulic flu- 
ids, and harsh alkaline cleaners. 


Cleaning asphalt 

The first thing to do is scrape 
away any solid matter. With this 
grease cake off, you will find it 
oily underneath. This oil can usu- 
ally be washed away with a de- 
tergent and very hot water. 

A more powerful solvent and 
cleaner, trisodium phosphate. is 
available in consumer formulations 
under such names as “Oakite.” 
Dissolve two cups in a gallon of 
very hot water. Pour it on the 
stained areas, allow to soak 20 to 
30 minutes, then scrub and hose 
away. Repeat as necessary. 

A heavy-duty cleaner that has 
good scouring action is “Chem- 
Clean” (Chem-Clean Products, 
College Point, N.Y. 25 Ib. drum, 
$5). You sprinkle it on the wet 
floor or driveway, brush it in, and 
let it stand 20 to 30 minutes; then 
hose it away. (A similar product. 
“Swaco,” is available from Swaco 
Products, Hollis, N.Y.) 

All the foregoing cleaning agents 
are also effective on concrete. If 
your concrete is painted, hard 
scrubbing with heavy-duty clean- 
ers may remove some deteriorated 
paint film. 


For softened asphalt 


If dripping gasoline and oil have 
softened your asphalt so that you 
dig it up when you try to scrape 
off its grease cake, the only thing 
to do is to clean out the softened 
material and apply a patch. You 
can buy Sakrete asphalt patch by 
the bag at hardware stores and 
lumber yards (80 lbs., $1.75). 

When a driveway has been badly 
stained, the only way to restore its 
good appearance is by recoating 
it. Many asphalt emulsions and 
cutbacks are being sold to restore 
black asphalt to a new black ap- 
pearance. Unfortunately, many of 
them offer no real protection to 
the asphalt renewal is 
short lived.

damage. 2. It prevents damage and 
staining by oil and gas. 3. It stops 
the oxidation that turns asphalt 
gray and brittle. 4. It seals in as- 
phalt’s light oils so they are not 
evaporated by sun heat. 

Of course, the best time to apply 
Jennite is on newly placed asphalt. 
In that way you keep it in its origi- 
nal prime condition. If you wish 
to apply Jennite over a soiled sur- 
face, after cleaning, seal the sur- 
face with shellac.

that will last three to five years 
before renewal is necessary. Jen- 
nite has the consistency of mayon- 
naise, is applied with squeegee or 
brush.

New vinyl coatings for asphalt 
do a sealing and protective job 
similar to that done by Jennite, 
but in color.

gray.” If you wish to modify these 
colors to suit your own taste, it 
can be done with water-ground pig- 
ments, available at any paint store. 


Preventive maintenance 
To protect your garage floor 
where the car is parked and most 
soiling occurs, use a plastic oil- 
drip pan (28” by 41” by 1” deep, 
about $2.25). They’re sold at auto- 
supply stores and by mail-order 
houses. If you wish, you can keep 
the pan bottom covered with sand. 
An improvement on the catch pan 
is a new absorbent floor mat. Simi- 
lar in dimensions to a pan (2’ by 
3’), it not only catches oil, it ab- 
sorbs it. It will soak up over two 
gallons before saturation, is de- 
signed to be walked on or driven 
over without tracking oil. It repels 
water. ($8.95 from Compositions, 
Inc., 646 Chestnut S.W., Grand 
Rapids, Mich.) 

A drip area can be built into a 
garage or carport floor, filled with 
sand or gravel.

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@ Experts assure us that when there are no problems 
in connection with creating something, nothing of 
character is likely to develop out of it. It is the cir- 
cumventing of seemingly insurmountable obstacles 
that challenges the imagination and produces an in- 
spired result. 

When a house is being planned, the limitations to 
be overcome (if they are overcome) give the house its 
distinctive character. The seeds of success lie in prob- 
lems like these: when the orientation is wrong, when 
there isn’t enough money, when there mustn’t be any 
stairs, or when the entry side is also the best for out- 
door living.

@® When a site as spectacular as this one is available in an 
area as sought-after as Belvedere Island in San Francisco 
Bay, it usually means that there are problems to be sur- 
mounted—problems which so intimidated the unadventurous 
that they didn’t buy. 

The site slopes steeply to the cliff edge. This end of the 
island receives the full force of the winds from the southwest. 
The challenge of the site has been met by utilizing the upper, 
level portion of the land for parking and by projecting out 
over the cliff two separate houses linked by a glass bridge. 
The living house projects beyond the reversed triangle of 
the sleeping house to gain the view. 

There still remained the problem of a sheltered space 
for outdoor living. A triangular deck was devised on the 
north side of the house, outside the kitchen, at the point 
where the level land ends and the house jumps off into 
space. This delightful outdoor family room is shielded from 
the wind by the house itself, but it has the handicap of 
being located on the approach side of the site. Its seclusion 
has been preserved by a change of levels and by a series 
of interrelated baffle fences that shield the house from 
the drive and the parking area.

In extracting the best from the site, the owners had to allocate 
a larger-than-usual portion of their building expenditure to 
the massive foundation on which the house is built. At its 
apex, the living-room floor rests on a_twenty-three-foot 
concrete foundation. Since the space below is completely en- 
closed, it can be assumed that at some later date this truly 
monumental space will be utilized by the owners to develop 
more exciting rooms. Its possibilities are enormous. 

The expense of providing a foundation of such proportions 
was balanced by the small amount of bulldozing necessary. 
Most contours remain undisturbed. Character of the site was

for the shingles of the roof. Copper-coated building paper 

forms an attractive ceiling—the warm tones of the copper 
complimenting the dark stain of the joists.

designed by Sculptor Raymond Rice, is an integral part of 

the house and projects through the pyramidal plastic sky- 

light to become a dramatic finial above the roof. 

Early in the planning of the house. the owners were con- 
fronted with a major decision: They could build a conven- 
tionally designed house on the level part of their land and 
have funds available for an elegantly finished interior, or 
they could build an unconventional structure which would be 
exciting enough in its form and space so that the simplest of 
interior finishes would be adequate. 

They chose the latter. There are no mosaic counter tops: 
there are no marble floors or sunken baths. The interior 
walls are almost entirely of gypsum board painted a pale, 
warm gray. The cabinet work is in mahogany plywood. The 
stucco exterior is yellow, to harmonize with the surrounding 


pin oaks. Redwood trim is blue-gray. (Please turn the page)

Should the Front Entrance Be? 


You don’t need 
a moat and a portcullis 


to assure a truly private entrance 


By MADELAINE THATCHER 





An entrance recessed behind a colonnade 


On an exposed site where there are no variations in the terrain, an inter- 
esting, dark accent was introduced into the facade of the house by recess- 
ing the broad entrance loggia under the sheltering roof with a procession 
of square white columns accenting the welcome shade. The tall, imposing 
doors are dramatized by their setting and also by the broad sweep of tile 


paving across which they are approached by the arriving automobiles.

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@ Your house is really an expression of what you 
yourself are. If you entertain frequently and lav- 
ishly for dozens of people. your front entrance will 
probably be a residential version of a hotel mar- 
quee, for its purpose will be similar. 

If you are not so interested in making a big pub- 
lic statement, and your home is a secluded place 
where you go to relax with your family and a few 
friends, your front entrance will probably be 
unostentatious. Whatever its character, the guest 
entrance of your home should be planned for the 
considerate welcoming of visitors. 

Probably you will have another kind of entrance 
for family arrival. where it will be easy to carry 
in purchases from the car or books from the school 
bus. This approach need not be unattractive, but 
its purpose is quite a different one. 

Of course, you want people to enjoy your home, 
but it may be better theater to preserve its mys- 
tery by a gradual unveiling of its charms. A change 
of levels, a winding walk, or a screen of planting 
will give your entrance the same sense of reticence 
that has always characterized so many of our truly 
great houses. 

Here are some of the skillful ways in which pri- 
vate front entrances have been achieved in modest 
and in more imposing homes.

A distinguished house set in ample grounds can 
benefit, as this one did, from a deliberately unosten- 
tatious entrance. Most of the fine shade trees were 
saved in the laying out of the drive and parking 
area. Their shadows do much to soften the silhou- 
ette of a long, low, flat-roofed house. The roof is 
extended to form a canopy over the walk from the 
drive to the interestingly patterned front door. The 
walk is sheltered on one side by a pierced concrete 
grille of sufficient depth to conceal the entrance 
garden that flanks the walk on the other side. This 
hidden garden is a delightful surprise for the 
visitor as he approaches the house.

An entrance is especially vulnerable when it faces a city street and 
doubly so when it is set in a glass wall. This problem was admirably 
solved here by using a double front walk that divides around a 
walled water garden topped by a trellis that successfully conceals 
the doorway. This pool of water lilies, invisible from the street, gives 
the viewer inside the entrance hall the kind of charmed intimate 
vista which one so seldom encounters in an approach to a town house. 
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Trellised fence turns city front 
yard into entrance court 


If the owners of this house had been of an ostenta- 
tious turn of mind, they would have insisted that 
their attractive house be visible from the street. 
Fortunately. they valued privacy rather than public 
admiration. By enclosing the street side of their 
property with a fence of vertical louvers topped by 
a trellis. they gained not only a private entrance 
court but an enchanting covered walk to their terrace. 
This enclosure makes every bit of their street-front 
property enjoyable. A lockable front gate is a com- 
forting asset now made practical by modern intercom 
systems that allow you to select your visitors remotely. 
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An entrance that is not a front door 


Here is an example of a truly private entrance set in a house 
that turns a noncommittal face to the street, only hinting by 
its charming walled forecourt at the pleasant gardens concealed 
within the house. The entrance door, which is in a narrow link 
connecting the front and rear portions of the house, is some 
forty-two feet back from the street, reached via a tree-shaded 
walk. A trellised entrance court at right angles to the walk 
makes it impossible to see the entrance from the street. In this

Do you Rrnow the Uniquely 


merican wine —'Zintandel? 


By DR. MAYNARD A. AMERINE

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America has several wines that are 
distinctly American in development, 
but the one made from the Zinfandel grape 


is the one you'll meet the most often 


@ There is a wine, for those who care to look, made from a 
grape grown in only one area of the world—California. It 
is a wine richly red, with a frank and fruity flavor like none 
other, a wine with illusive fragrance hinting softly of 
raspberries fresh from the bush. With all this, a wine that 
ages better than many. It is the Zinfandel. 

There is mystery about its beginnings. This much is 
known: It came from Europe, because it is of the classic 
wine grape family called Vitis vinifera, a family far different 
from the native American Vitis labrusca with its slipskins. 
But the Zinfandel is not grown in Europe now; not even 
the name is known there. It grows only in California. 

Tradition has it that the ebullient Hungarian nobleman, 
Colonel Agoston Haraszthy, brought it to California more 
than 100 years ago. Whether that is true or whether it already 
had been brought in and Haraszthy only reimported it, the 
Zinfandel has repeated the story of many another immigrant. 

From uncertain and humble beginnings, it has advanced 
to its own singular position among the world’s finest wines. 
Even so, Zinfandel is a sturdy fellow. For all the aristocrats 
in its line. it was and is the work horse of the California 
red-wine industry. It can sit in the limousine or it can pull 
the plow. Connoisseurs exclaim over its ruby-red color, a 
quality it achieves because in either cool or warm years it 
ripens well.-Its wines have a full but sharp red tint. For 
all of its color qualities the flavor and aroma are perhaps 
more striking. Many grapes produce a wine with a mild 
taste that is difficult to recognize. Not so the Zinfandel. It is 
perhaps the most easily recognizable of the red dinner wines. 


Ee HOW does it taste? The description has been attempted 

many times. The only sure way is to taste it yourself. 
“Berry.” “raspberry.” or “‘fruitlike’’—all these are used. So 
is “aromatic.” “Delicate and velvety to the palate.” wrote a 
California wine taster in 1882. Philip M. Wagner, editor of 
the Baltimore Sun and a vigneron in his own right, once 
described Zinfandel as having a “delicious and _ peculiar 
‘sweet’ bouquet, good body, and excellent flavor.” Scientists 
at Cal Tech have analyzed its aroma without being able to 
discover its illusive secret. 

But that doesn’t matter; whatever compound or com- 
pounds perfume it. Zinfandel is welcome in this world where 
too many products taste the same. No other wine is like it. 

It may have been this New World wine of which John 
Keats dreamed when he wrote: “If you could make some 
wine like Claret, to drink on summer evenings in an arbor! 
For really “tis so fine—it fills one’s mouth with a gushing 
freshness—then goes down cool and feverless—then you do 
not feel it quarreling with your liver—no, it is rather a 
Peacemaker, and lies as quiet as it did in the grape: then it 
is as fragrant as the Queen Bee, and the more ethereal Part 
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of it mounts into the brain, not assaulting the cerebral apart- 
ments like a bully in a badhouse looking for his trull and 
hurrying from door to door and bounding against the 
wainscot, but rather walks like Aladdin about his enchanted 
palace so gently that you do not feel his step.” 

The Hungarian Haraszthy was not the only European 
gentleman of renown to respect the Zinfandel. The pianist 
and president of Poland. Ignace Jan Paderewski, planted 
300 acres of land near Paso Robles, California to Zinfan- 
del vines during the 1920’s. Even during prohibition, the 
Paderewski Zinfandel grapes were prized and brought good 
prices. His vineyard still stands and bears quality grapes 
for a different owner. Mr. Paderewski is reported to have 
been greatly pleased by Zinfandel wines from his own grapes. 

The best guess on Zinfandel’s origin is that it was brought 
to California from Europe in the 1840’s and ’50’s, even 
though the story runs that Haraszthy deserves all the credit. 
Certainly the Zinfandel was popularized by Haraszthy. He 
planted it first in San Francisco and south of the city, but 
the climate was too cool. 

In 1857 Colonel Haraszthy purchased land northeast of 
the town of Sonoma and transplanted Zinfandel vines to 
that more favorable climate. They flourished, and in 1862 
produced two casks which were probably California’s first 
Zinfandel table wine. Its closest European counterpart today, 
Zierfandler, is a red variety of German origin that differs 
in many respects. Possibly a label was misplaced, and Zin- 
fandel emerged as the best approximation? 


pe SOME such early importation, the Zinfandel was 

rapidly acclimatized, particularly to the area north of 
San Francisco. By 1884 almost two-thirds of the vineyard 
acreage of California was planted to Zinfandel. Its vines 
were so much better than those of the previously planted 
Mission grape that it rapidly became, and remains, Cali- 
fornia’s most popular red-wine grape. 

Today more than 25,000 acres of Zinfandel grapes are 
planted in the state, the largest planting of any single va- 
riety of red grapes. At one time. in 1936, there were over 
53,000 acres of Zinfandel grapes in California. 

The annual production of this acreage is over 70,000 tons 
of grapes, or more than 10,000,000 gallons of wine. Not all 
of this is bottled and called a varietal Zinfandel. The rest is 
blended with other red wines and sold as “Napa Claret.” 
“Sonoma Burgundy,” “Mountain Red,” etc. Several of the 
premium producers in California use all of their Zinfandel 
grapes in these blends. Limited amounts of straight Zinfan- 
del. some of very good quality, are sold locally by small 
producers from the cooler areas of the state. Some experts 
have compared the wine of Zinfandel to certain Italian 
wines. They are partially right. if they refer to the fruity, 
tart flavor. When made under good conditions, Zinfandel 
does make a fruity wine but there is no Italian wine with the 
special aroma of Zinfandel. The only wine type that has a 
similar aroma and fruity flavor might be Beaujolais, and this 
is certainly only remotely comparable. Zinfandel wines also 
sometimes resemble certain Italian red wines when the after- 
taste is compared. When young. Zinfandel wines may have a 
lack of softness which reminds one of the Italian wines. 
Today, however, it is rare for a rough or coarse Zinfandel 
wine to reach the national market. The products of a few 
small wineries that are distributed only in California oc- 


casionally show this coarseness, (Please turn to page 27/7)

® Most renters of modern apartments are faced with the 
problem of trying to put character into an anonymous box. 
Trying to get individuality just by the use of portable fur- 
nishings never quite works, for the box-is still there. And the 
floor planning of apartments being what it is, it is usually 
an awkward box—too long in one dimension and not wide 
enough in another. 

But dull and ordinary space can emerge as something bet- 
ter than rubber-stamp and anonymous if it is approached first 
as architecture. Small, not-too-expensive things can be added 
to the structure, so contrived as to add character. Such 
changes should shift attention from the basic box to refine- 
ments in woodwork and cabinetry. Other changes can be 
made through wall finishes, so the standard finish is not seen 
everywhere. Built-ins, custom-built to fit that particular spot, 
probably make the best contribution. And often they do 
not actually have to be attached to the structure, so they 
can be moved when the renter moves. 

The apartment here shows the results of such small but 
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much wider and 
brighter and less confining. 

The architectural thinking began at the entrance. A foyer, 
vague in its boundaries, was more clearly defined by the ad- 
dition of a grille that separates the entry from the living 
room. And this grille also doubles as a backing for a book- 
case and a drop-leaf table (photographs above). 

One large window wall in the living room was changed 
from being a wall with a glazed hole in it into one total com- 
position.

What the new Snow Blowers can do for you 


By DAVID X. MANNERS 


@ A snow blower clears snow ten to twenty times as fast as 
a shovel and with infinitely less effort. Now is the time to get 
one. If you wait till December, they'll be all picked over and 
the best ones gone. You want your snow blower on hand 
before the first snow comes. In some areas that may be soon 
—sooner than you like to think. 

Snow blowers range in price from about $100 to $400. 
You have to pay at least $175 to get one with enough power 
to do a heavy job. But even with these, you have a feeling 
the manufacturer is strongly aware of economics and could 
do better if his budget weren’t restricted. For $275 you can 


get a machine that is really solidly made, with no com- 


promises. Even at that price..it’s a lot less than the cost of a 
heart attack. And it can be a lot less than the monetary losses 
involved in being snowbound. 

A blower works so quickly and easily you'll use yours to 
clear walks, terra: nd other areas you normally don’t 
clear. Typically, an 18” blower (one that clears an 18” 


swath) will clear a one-foot fall from 100’ of driveway ten 
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feet wide in under ten minutes. Under ideal conditions, it 
can dispose of 14,000 cubic feet of snow in an hour. 

Snow blowers are as easy to use as power lawn mowers. 
Many women handle mowers, and they are equally competent 
to handle blowers. Almost all blowers have shielded engines 
or specially winterized ignition systems so that they start 
promptly, even if stored in unheated space. An electric type 
is available. [t is of low power, clears only about as fast as 
a snow shovel, and then only if snow is dry. But it is far less 
effort to use than a snow shovel. 

Dry snow is easy for any snow blower. This is when they 
throw the 20’ to 30’ claimed for them. (Some claim to 50’.) 
It’s when snow gets wet that the real test comes. In rough 
going, the throw may be reduced to three to five feet, or less. 
Ice and snow may frequently choke up the exit spout and 
require clearing. That's why horsepower is so important. 
The more horsepower, the more force behind the throw. The 
spout won't be as likely to clog, and you'll throw a maximum 
distance. In clearing wide areas, such as a motor court, if 
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the blower doesn’t throw the snow far enough it may be 
necessary to move it in two or more operations, throwing it 
part of the required distance each time. 

To gain greater thrust, some blowers have an ejector fan 
in the exit spout. It gives the snow an extra boost. These are 
known as two-stage blowers. Most blowers are only one- 
stage. But other factors than whether a blower has one or 
two stages determine how far it will throw. Most important 
is its horsepower and how wide a swath it cuts in relation 
to its horsepower. 

For any heavy snow-throwing, you need at least three 
horsepower and a machine that will cut an 18” swath. You 
can get a machine like this for about $175. The 18” swath 
permits clearing an average sidewalk in two passes. If you 
have heavy falls and extensive blowing to do, you will want 
a four- or six-horsepower machine (about $275). It takes at 
least this size to get anywhere with a real snowbank. You 
must also have a machine that is self-propelled. Some smaller 
machines are hand-propelled; you have to push them into 
the snow. They are only for light duty and occasional use. 

Some blowers have cleat wheels that dig nicely into ice or 
snow and give excellent traction. They are especially good 
on gravel driveways, where you aren’t going to clear down 
to the gravel. Heavy machines have enough traction even 
with rubber-tired wheels, and the tires offer smoother opera- 
tion on paved surfaces. In rough, icy going, you can put 
chains on the tires. Some have quickly interchangeable steel 
wheels to improve ease of operation under extreme condi- 
tions; there are also counterweight accessories to improve 
traction. You can remove snow from gravel driveways, 
though you are likely to throw a few stones. Many machines 
have adjustable clearance, some to three inches or more. 

Some blowers have no means of stopping the rotating 
snow-gathering mechanism without shutting off the engine. 
This is a disadvantage. Big machines have a reverse gear, 
which is necessary for maneuvering. Smaller machines are 
easier to maneuver and a reverse isn’t essential. Smaller 
machines (under 150 Ibs.) are easy to load on the tailgate 
of a station wagon, and transport. This may help a high- 
school boy in using a machine to earn money—five dollars 
an hour or. more is not unusual. 

A spout that lets you direct where you shoot the snow is 


helpful. Some blowers have (Text continues on page 263),

the new easy way 


to make holiday decorations 


There’s time to produce sumptuous bedazzlement 


between now and the holiday season 


By PHOEBE HYDE 


@ This is the simplest craft art imaginable, but it produces 
a richness far beyond the usual bauble-making of Christmas time. 
The merest trifle ends up looking splendiferous—because the 
act of embossing produces so many planes for the light to refract 
off the base metal. 

The material that produces such Renaissance richness is called 
base metal, and in gold has the color of true 24-carat gold. It 
really is a metal that resembles foil, but behaves differently than 
foil. Because it is only .003 gauge in thickness, it can be raised 
in relief by the moderate pressure of a not-too-sharp point (as 
on a blunt pencil). This raising is like a bulging or swelling, for 
the base metal actually stretches as lines are embossed on it. 
The piece curls as you draw on it. 

So if you want the finished article to be flat, you draw on both 
sides about equally, thus getting both raised and sunken lines. 
If you want the finished thing to curl (as with the leaves), work 
entirely on one side. 

The more lines you draw, the more rich sparkle and glitter is 
produced, for you are creating more planes from which the light 
will be refracted. You are, in truth, changing a completely flat 
sheet into a three-dimensional article. 

The only tools needed are scissors, a blunt point as on a dull 
pencil, Duco cement, and a stapler. The base metal can be ordered 
by mail in a kit containing 36 pieces (814” by 12”) in six colors 
and gold. (The backs of all pieces are silver-colored, so you 
have eight colors to play with.) (Please turn to page 274)

ie New Antiques 


It takes time before the everyday furniture of a period 


can truly be evaluated. Only now are we looking at 19th-century American pieces 


as objects of value. A new generation— 


who never knew these pieces as grandparents’ furniture—sees their beauty

@® What are the new antiques? They are not the priceless 
works of art—the $3.500 Chippendale secretary and _ its 
cousins—that have been sought for so many years by col- 
lectors. The new antiques are the kind of pieces that come up 
at country auctions, the ones you find in out-of-the-city 
antique shops. They were almost all made after 1830 and 
might generally be called Victorian, except that most people 
think of Victorian as a single style, and these pieces range 
through a variety of styles. 

This furniture has been zooming in popularity (and in 
price) in the last thirty years. And it still has a long way 
to go—in popularity and price—for two reasons: first, be- 
cause it reminds us all of days gone by and the way things 
were. Second, because this furniture was designed and made 
in America and is part of our struggle to get out from under 
the cultural influence of Europe. 

The furniture that came out of this period resulted from 
many conflicting forces at work in this country. Americans 
of the 1800’s were starting out afresh in a new country and 
were the first people in history to build a country with power 
tools. Yet there was a conflict between designing for machine 
production and the desire to reproduce the designs and 
styles of the past. Basically, the landed gentry stuck to the 
old designs because they had the strongest ties with the 
Old World—and they could afford handmade things. But 


the common people were too busy building railroads and set- 


tling the West to be well educated to the European taste. 

The result of this conflict between the handmade tradition 
and the influence of mechanization was that the Victorian 
era started out with direct imitations of European styles. The 
curvy, grape-decorated parlor furniture was directly from 
Louis XV. The Hitchcock chairs were merely Sheraton side 
chairs, modified for mass production and colorfully deco- 
rated to appeal to the simple farm wives to whom they were 
sold. But gradually the influence of the machine was felt 
through Gothic, the squared-up Eastlake (decorations glued 
on), into the simplicity of Golden Oak and Mission. 

Structurally, Victorian furniture was made right. It was 
built to be used and to last. It was the expression of a 
people who knew exactly who they were and where they were 
going, who never doubted that the world belonged to them and 
that they would succeed in making it over in their own image. 

The woods used in this furniture varied from the beginning 
of the era, when, still under the French influence, mahogany 
reigned supreme, through a middle period when walnut and 
then cherry were popular, to the final days when oak came 
into its own. Throughout, of course, pine was the choice for 
the low-priced, mass-produced furniture. 

Here, roughly classified, are styles of American furniture 
that cover this period. (Prices given are average retail prices 
in reasonably successful antique shops in the northeastern 
U.S. They will vary somewhat according to location.)

A classic Eastlake bed that is a drug 
on the market and probably always 
will be, for the same reason that the 
Renaissance beds are: too big. Not 
found in antique shops, but in used- 
furniture places at about $5 to $10. 





Eastlake also found its way into the 
plushier offices. This chair rises on a 
steel screw and tilts back on a spring 
movement. Piano chairs and _ stools 
were also made, but they did not tilt

The Jacobean fad stemmed from the 
fact that during the basically Eastlake 
era one or more factories did turn out 
quite a few Jacobean chairs that were 
nearly exact copies of 17th-century 
English chairs.

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How to make 


“Vrench Dressing” 


Before the real thing is gone and 
forgotten, and the language cor- 
rupted by pretenders masquerading 
as “French,” read what a leading 


gourmet in France has to say

@ Many. many years ago I found myself es- 
corting a young lady, newly arrived in the 
United States from France, at dinner in New 
England. The visitor spoke no English. Her 
hosts spoke no French. This allowed her, with- 
out rudeness, to pass on to me her impressions 
of American cooking. It was then that I reai- 
ized for the first time how much sugar we use. 

It was an elaborate dinner of many courses. 
and as each sweetened dish succeeded its 
predecessor, the French girl became more and 
more desperate. Smothered in a sea of sugar, 
yearning for a tart taste, she uttered a mur- 
mur of relief when a green salad appeared. | 

There was sugar in the salad dressing. 

A year ago, returning to the United States 
for the first time in eleven years, salad dress- 
ing again impressed me. There was sugar in 
it, sometimes: sometimes not. But in restau- 
rants everywhere, [ was served an orange- 
colored liquid described as “French dressing. ” 
quite unknown to France. I was unable to 
discern by taste what made it that color. It 
looked like saffron, but obviously wasn't. | 
could have asked, but I didn’t. I wasn’t inter- 
ested in reproducing it. I was going back to 
France, where my salads would be seasoned 
in authentic fashion, simply, without sophisti- 
cation, saffron-colored or otherwise. 

Note that I say “would be seasoned,” not 
“would be served with French dressing.” 
There is no salad dressing in France. If you 
serve hard-boiled eggs sprinkled with salt and 
pepper. you do not refer to the salt and pepper 
as an egg dressing. In France, when a salad 
is seasoned with these two plus oil and vine- 
gar, the condiments are not separately called

Seasoning salad, in France, is so 
simple that few French women can 
tell you how they do it. The result 
is achieved by instinct. “You put 
in your ingredients,” says my 
French mother-in-law. one of the 
finest cooks I know, “taste, and 
improve.” She says this, however. 
about any dish for which she is 
asked her recipe. She has been 
tasting for nearly eighty years now, 
and knows therefore what you have 
to add to improve. and how much. 


Not many people do. 


HE problem is also complicated 

by the fact that seasoning a sal- 
ad, or any dish served with vinai- 
grette, is considered a highly per- 
sonal matter, to be regulated by the 
consumer's private taste. Salad al- 
ways comes to our table already 
seasoned; but vinaigrette is never 
made in the kitchen. It is a case of 
every man for himself. The salt, 
the pepper, the oil and vinegar are 
on the table. You concoct your own 
blend. 

This would seem, therefore. to be 
an art within the reach of all. Yet I 
hear from American friends wails 
of despair about the difficulties of 
preparing in the United States a 
“French” dressing with the tang of 
the original on its native heath. 
This would be easier to compre- 
hend with mayonnaise, a capricious 
concoction everywhere. My wife, 
for instance. maintains that she 
cannot make mayonnaise thicken in 
the presence of her mother, who 
apparently intimidates her. But 
that is another story. :

since they are rich in exactly the 
substances olive oil lacks—vita- 
mins and mineral salts—but are 
extremely low in nutritive or ca- 
loric values, which the oil takes 
care of. 

Olive oil is more complicated 
than you might think. There are 
many grades, and I cannot guaran- 
tee that labeling practices in the 
United States are consistent with 
those in France. 

In France, the best oil is what is 
(vierge )—oil 
produced from the first cold press- 
ing of the fruit. The second press- 


marketed as virgin 


ing, using more powerful presses 
and the encouragement of warm 
water, produces second-quality oil, 
often mixed with some of the first 
pressing before sale, which, if its 
acidity is no greater than 1.5 per- 
cent, may be marketed under the 
confusing name of huiles vierges 
fines—fine virgin oils. This might 
seem to imply higher quality than 
the simple term vierge, but it 
doesn’t. In olive oil, virginity is an 
absolute quality, unimproved by re- 
finement. 

For vinegar, I always use wine 
vinegar, but cider vinegar should 
be an acceptable substitute. I don’t 
suppose that anyone in the United 
States these days makes his own 
vinegar, except perhaps in remote 
rural districts. But in case there 
may still be a few rare practition- 
ers of this art, it may not be amiss 
to insert here a warning against 
the way this seems to have been 
done most often in the past. When 
wine is allowed to sour until the 
“vinegar flowers” form on its sur- 
face, beneath which the alcohol is 
being transformed into acetic acid. 
all the vinegar thus formed should 
be used up, and a new bottle 
started next time. Most at-home 
vinegar makers, however, keep the 
bottle full, continually replacing 
the vinegar as they use it by fresh 
wine. This causes the building up 
in the bottle of the spongy mass 
known as the “vinegar mother,” 
which is repugnant in appearance 
—and in fact. 


OR the vinegar mother is not, as 
many think, the 
catalyst that promotes the produc- 
tion of more and better vinegar. It

produces bacteria that are not ex- 
clusively the desired mycoderma 
aceti. From it proceed also the mu- 
cilaginous acetic bacteria that, in- 
stead of turning the alcohol into 
acetic acid, burn away the acetic 
acid.

HOW TO MAKE FRENCH DRESSING

a liquid which is definitely toxic. 

Even at its best, vinegar too 
freely used irritates the stomach, 
increasing gastric acidity. Hence 
if anyone in your family is subject 
to dyspepsia or related disorders, 
you had better, after all, substitute 
lemon juice for vinegar. Undiluted 
lemon juice can be hard on the 
stomach too; but diluted in salad 
dressing it loses its potency. And 
it adds to your salad a concentrated 
dose of vitamin C. 


HIS covers all the ingredients 

of the seasoning, which is our 
main concern for the moment; but 
perhaps something should be said 
about the salad greens themselves, 
of which the most common is let- 
tuce. It should be chosen young 
and freshly picked, and after you 
have bought it, do not keep it too 
long before eating it. If you must 
keep it for a little while. wrap it in 
a damp dishcloth after having 
washed and then dried it. But in 
any case, try not to keep it longer 
than 24 hours. 

When you wash your lettuce, it 
is well to do it successively in sey- 
eral changes of water, or under 
running water. What you should 
not do is leave it in a basin to 
soak. You will thus lose most of 
the vitamin C, which is soluble in 
water. 

Finally, remember that the 
greener leaves are richer in vita- 
mins and mineral salts than the 
white leaves. 

The chances are that if your 
French seasoning is not working 
out well, the fault is not in the in- 
eredients, which are simple and 
easy to obtain anywhere. When [ 
was living on my farm outside a 
small Vermont village, | achieved 
excellent results, as noted above, 
with the materials obtainable at 
the general store—not exactly 
stocked with exotic products. (It 
did carry genuine olive oil.) Per- 
haps the trouble should be sought 
in some circumstance extraneous to 
the making of the salad seasoning 
proper. 

Does your seasoning seem wa- 
tery? This could be for the very 
simple reason that there is water in 
it. After the lettuce has been 
washed, how do you dry it? The 
approved method in France is to 
put it into a spherical basket of 
open-meshed wire and swing it vig- 
orously to get rid of the water, 
some of which may spray the 
kitchen a bit while the rest evap- 
orates. Thus you work in a little

It may tire the manip- 
ulator, but not the salad, whi 
emerges crisp and crunchy fro 
this treatment. But don’t expect 
serve any leftovers at the next 
meal, for by then the seasoning 
which has coated the leaves will 
have wilted them into a soggy mass. 
For this reason, the salad should be 
made freshly just before the meal 
—except for the more resistant 
curly varieties, like escarole or 
chicory (French style), which may 


be prepared in advance.

AL THIS point, let me interject 
a habit of my own family—and 
of many French families—which is 
possible only if you serve the salad 
when the French do—after the 
main course—instead of at the be 
ginning, as is so often done in the 
United States. We do not have our 
plates changed after a roast that 
leaves gravy on them, or some 
dish which has bestowed on them 
the remains of a meat sauce—saY,

On 
a day when you don’t want a gar- 
lic, there will still be a faint aroma 
of it. It will come from the bowl. 
The remedy, of course, is simple: 
one bowl for garlic-flavored salads, 
one for nongarlic salads. 

I prefer personally to take my 
salads made from the less sophisti- 
cated greens, such as lettuce, with- 
out garlic. But there are some 
types of salad that seem to call for 
it, such as the curly variety known 
in French as chicory (chicorée) 
but here more often as endive. 

When you use garlic, do so with 
discretion. You don’t put a garlic 
clove directly into the bowl. There 
are two approved methods. One is 
to rub the sides of the bowl lightly 
with garlic (raw, of course). The 
other is to put a crouton in the 
bottom of the bowl. This means a 
slice of round French bread, im- 
pregnated with olive oil and rubbed 
with garlic. Its contact with the 
salad during the tossing process is 
sufficient to perfume it delicately.

stances. It is an intestinal disin- 
fectant; it is considered helpful to 
sufferers from arthritis, gout, and 
rheumatism; it facilitates circula- 
tion of the blood and reduces hy- 
pertension. But it is not easy to di- 
gest, and when taken raw may be 
an irritant for the kidneys. 

If, after weighing these pros and 
cons, you elect to use garlic in your 
salad, here are a few tips for you: 


If you grow it in your own kitchen 
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(as I used to do on my tarm before 
it ran wild into the pasture, induc- 
ing the cows to give garlic-flavored 
milk), don’t use it straight from 
the ground. At this stage it has no 
taste. It must be allowed to age in 
a dry, well-aired place. The trans- 
parent onion-skin covering protects 
the garlic from moisture. Don’t re- 
move it or split the whole piece of 
garlic into its constituent cloves 
until you are ready to use it; and 
then break off one at a time only 
as many pieces as you need im- 


mediately. Even more important, 


don’t use garlic that is too old. 
You can tell when it has passed its 
prime by its yellow color when you 
have peeled it (it should be white), 
by brown spots on its surface, and 
by a little shoot of green in the 


center, where the garlic has_ be- 


gun to germinate. When garlic 
reaches this stage, its odor be- 


comes unpleasantly strong, it is 
harder than ever to digest, and it 
can become more or less toxic. 

\side from garlic. a heightener 


of salad flavor can he found in 


herbs—finely chopped _ parsley, 
chervil, tarragon or chives, sprin- 
kled rather sparingly over the let- 
tuce leaves. Try to use fresh herbs. 
After all, the outstanding charac- 
teristic of a salad is freshness. Any 
herbs used*should be fresh too.

Then I appeal to his sense of fair 
play: “You've had a birthday party 
every year for seven years now. 
Don’t you think it’s about time you 
gave some poor, unfortunate little 
child a chance to have a party in- 
stead of you?” Finally, if necessa- 
ry, | reluctantly appeal to his sense 
of greed: “Ill give you ten dollars 
if youll skip your party this year.” 

If, after all this, my child still 
insists he wants a birthday party, 
1 wouldn’t think of saying no. 

We then proceed to the planning 
and invitation stage. 

Some mothers are really ingeni- 
ous when it comes to making birth- 
day party invitations, but I’m the 
unskilled type of mother. I can’t 
whip up clever things. We just go 
to the dime store and pick out some 
original invitations (turned out by 
the thousands). 

We do make a big production out 
of planning the guest list and writ- 
ing the invitations. One warning, 
though: Once you’ve dropped the 
into 
mailbox, you have passed what is 
referred to as the “point of no re-

turn.” 

There may be some disagreement 
on the number of guests to be in- 
vited. Years ago, I read that a good 
rule to follow is: Have the same 
number of guests as your child’s 
age.

two. Can't we just freeze the num- 
ber there?” Do the best you can. 

Besides keeping the number of 
guests to a minimum, here are cer- 
tain other rules you should bear in 
mind when planning the details:

Keep things simple. This is es- 
pecially true if you are going to 
feed the children.

(You know, of 
course, that you must personally 
put the mustard and ketchup on 
each hot dog as ordered.)

No hot dogs and_ potato 
chips this time, said I. Not faney 
enough. So I made up trays of as- 
sorted sandwiches: tuna and celery 
salad, mild cheddar cheese. cream 
cheese and nuts, and just a few 
peanut-butter-and-jelly. Turned out 
all the girls wanted peanut-butter- 
and-jelly sandwiches, and lots of 
them. All but one of the girls, that 
is: “I eat only sliced turkey sand- 
wiches,” she informed me, with a 
look of disdainful superiority.

e Nearly a hundred years ago, 
Vienna was divided into two bit- 
terly hostile camps. In the capital 
of the world of music, nothing so 
trivial as politics or economics was 
involved. The supporters of Brahms 
and those of Wagner were heatedly 
denouncing each other’s idol, with 
writers, statesmen, critics and mu- 
sicians eagerly joining one faction 
or the other. But the music capital 

birthplace of the 
both Wagner and 
Brahms shared an enthusiasm for 


was also the

a friend to both and was idolized 
by all Vienna—and, indeed, by all 
the world. 

“His is the most musical head in 
Europe,” said Wagner of Johann 
Strauss, the Waltz King. Wagner’s 
enthusiasm was such that on one 
occasion, during a performance of 
the waltz Wine, Woman and Song, 
he dashed to the bandstand, seized 
the baton from the astonished con- 
ductor and led the orchestra in the 
remainder of the piece himself. 

“Unfortunately not by me,” 
wrote Brahms beneath 
the first few bars of the Blue Dan- 
ube Waltz, which he had inscribed 


Johannes 


on a lady’s fan. Brahms loved to 
play his own transcriptions of 
Strauss waltzes on the piano, and 
he was often in the theater when a 
new Strauss operetta was in re- 
hearsal. He even added a touch of 
his own to the overture of one of 
the operettas, Waldmeister. 
Brahms and Wagner were among 
the first, but by no means the only 
“serious” composers to pay hom- 
age to Johann Strauss, who has al- 
ways enjoyed the respect and ad- 
miration of his fellow musicians. 


Richard Strauss bore no family re- 


lationship to the Waltz King, but 
the delicious waltz music of Der 
Rosenkavalier is certainly descend- 
ed directly from Wiener Blut. Ra- 
vel’s brilliant La Valse was con-

Some people may find one record 
of Strauss waltzes sufficient for 
their collections, but this music 
is so infectious that you probably 
won’t be able to stop at one. If you 
want more, you may run the risk of 
duplicating some of the titles un- 
less you pay careful attention to 
the contents of the respective rec- 
ords. 

One way to avoid this is to stick 
to the same series of recordings, 
such as the one by Willi Boskov- 
sky and the Vienna Philharmonic 
on London Records. Boskovsky, 
one of the Philharmonic’s concert- 
masters (two or more men alter- 
nate in that post), leads with his 
fiddle, in the manner of Johann 
Strauss himself. He conducted Vi- 
ennese programs last summer at 
the Hollywood Bowl and New 
York’s Lewisohn Stadium. Boskoy- 
sky’s series now runs to five rec- 
ords, on which the familiar waltzes 
are spaced out with some of the 
less familiar, as well as an abun-

With complete 
versions of the great Wine, Woman 
and Song rather hard to come by, 
the one on Westminster by Ar- 
mando Aliberti may be recom- 
mended, together with the non- 
Strauss components of his program, 
especially the enchanting perfor- 
mance of Lehar’s Gold and Silver.

The drawing of the embossing 
lines should be done very casually, 
free-hand and relaxed. Use a blunt 
pencil, pressing hard against a 
magazine, thick pile of newspaper, 
or scratch pad. The harder you 
press, the richer the effect achieved. 
Don’t worry if your lines waver and 
are not parallel. It is essential to 
the handcrafted look. The pencil 
does not leave a mark—only an 
inypression. 

If you don’t 


embossing with a four-tined fork 


believe this, try 
or a many-tined cake-breaker. You 
get absolutely parallel lines, but 
absolutely no character or inter- 


est. So draw lines one by one, even 
if they’re wobbly and wandery. 
The more heavily you cover the 





surface of the base metal with 
lines, the handsomer it gets. 

Don’t use good scissors to cut 
out forms. Base metal is actually 
metal. A small Exacto mat knife 
is good for cutting openwork such 
as the wings of the birds. 

Duco cement will stick together 
two sheets of the metal, but it tends 
to smear the colored types. So use 
dots of cement, then use paper 
clips to secure sheets till cement 
dries. Staples were used to hold 
the centers of birds and stars to- 
gether. 

After you’ve made a few, follow- 
ing our forms and shapes, you'll 
have mastered the technique. Then 
try out more shapes on your own. 
You'll be amazed at the results, 


Jewel pendants are two layers of — 
base metal pasted together—gold on | 
top, colored layer underneath. Em- 
boss gold sheet—but not bottom 
sheet. After embossing, cut out pend- 
ants. Open “jewel” holes with small 
scissors with small cuts radiating — 
from a center hole. Back these with 
colored metal (not embossed), using — 
thin line—-or dots—of Duco cement 
around outer edge. (Cement smears — 
color, so be careful.) Clip pieces 
together with paper clips until dry. 
Flip up jewel openings with scissors’ — 
points. For joining several pendants, 
pierce holes with heavy darning 
needle for the thin wire that joins 
units.

ing are included in kit.

Leaves are single pieces of gold base 
metal, embossed on back side only

leaves. More leaves will make com- 
position more effective.

The three-dimensional stars are so light in weight that they can 


be hung with nearly invisible thread. They are made with four 
or five layers of base metal, in mixed colors, and stapled at the 
center. Embossing of star points is done alternately from opposite 
sides, to keep points curling. After layers are stapled, 
spread apart with fingers to make completely three-dimensional.

a plant is Galax aphylla, com- 


monly known as wandflower or 


|coltsfoot. In the garden, it is a 
| beautiful ground cover and can be 


used wherever an accent of broad 
foliage is in order. It keeps mar- 
and you 
have doubtless seen it often in the 


velously after cutting, 
florist’s shop. But it’s too seldom 
planted in the garden. 

Galax is one of our very best 
evergreen natives, growing both in 
the mountains and along the East 
Coast, from Virginia to Georgia. It 
is, however, perfectly at home in 
temperate woods and in gardens 
everywhere. 

The plant is completely hardy 


| and not difficult to establish. if we 


will remember that its requirements 
are the same as those of rhododen- 
drons and other acid-loving plants. 
Give it shade, plenty of leafmold 
and other humus, and some mois- 
ture. It is a perfect companion for 
low-growing azaleas and makes a 
handsome ground cover beneath a 
planting of rhododendrons. Once 
your plants are established, they 
will multiply and in a few years

However, if planted in a soil that 
is dryish or poor, or if grown in 
a smoke-laden atmosphere, its lower 
branches die back early in its life 
and the tree assumes a ragged ap- 
pearance. It thrives best in a heavy 
loam soil in a relatively moist 
valley or in other posigions that are 
sheltered from wind. Under cultiva- 
tion, the monkey puzzle tree does 
not often exceed 20 feet in height, 
but in its natural environs on the 
western slopes of the Andes in 
Chile and in Tierra del Fuego it 
reaches heights of 100 feet. 

The monkey puzzle is a startling 
tree—an attention-demanding bo- 
tanical specimen, but not because 
of its beauty. Its appearance is so 
impressive that one is unlikely to 
forget it for some time. The tree’s 


stiff, fleshy, leathery, sharp-pointed 


leaves—scales is a much _ better 
word for them—are borne directly 
upon the stems, branches, and

But its 
branches are so heavy and brittle 
that their beauty and symmetry are 
destroyed by breakage if the tree 
is grown in windy, exposed places.

The Araucaria bidwilli, or bunya- 
bunya, its poetic popular name, is 
an Australian member of this fam- 
ily of unusual pines.

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growth but it differs markedly from 
them. It has a narrow, pyramidal 
and symmetrical habit; it is densely 
branched, lateral branches 
that are long and gracefully pend- 
ent.

In its native environment, the 
bunya-bunya grows to a height of 
150 feet, with a trunk four feet in 
diameter. It is a fine softwood 
timber tree. But like the monkey 
puzzle, under cultivation it seldom

tensively as an ornamental outdoors 
in Southern and Central California 
and to a somewhat less extent in 
Florida. Occasionally, it is used in 
Washington, Oregon and along the 
Gulf Coast in outdoor situations.

An extraordinary feature of the 
mature bunya-bunya are its cones: 
They look like pineapples and_ 
weigh as much as 10 pounds. Each 
contains about 150 fleshy seeds. 
The seeds of the Araucarias that 
we have described are edible; they 
are flavorful and have a high fat _ 
content. [ have seen numbers of 
people engaged in harvesting the 
seed of the monkey puzzle tree in 
Chile and of the poetically-beau- 
tiful candelabra-tree in Brazil, so 
as to consume them as a gourmet 
food. The candelabra-tree is the 
Parana pine of Brazil which is 
another member of this amazing 
pine family. Technically, its name 
is Araucaria augustifolia. A few 
specimens of it have been grown 
from seed in Florida.

How to hang 


Christmas decorations 


without damaging walls or ceilings 


By DAVID X. MANNERS 


@ You don’t have to drive a single 
nail to decorate your house this 
Christmas. Here are the secrets of 
professional decorators that make 
nailing and other damaging meth- 
ods unnecessary. 

Decorators don’t use nails. They 
have a variety of good alternates. 
One is double-coated tape. Double- 
(or double-faced) tape is 
tape with adhesive on both sides. 
Press the tape to the surface on 
which you want to hang the decora- 
tion. Its outer face is also sticky,

This 
includes wood, glass, metal, and 
most paint. But it may tend to take 
the printed surface off wallpaper. 
especially if allowed to remain well 
beyond the Christmas season. The 
longer it’s on, the harder it sticks. 


Thin Tapes 


For most uses, the thinner the 


tape is, the better. Kleen-Stik 
(Kleen-Stik Products, Chicago 31) 
is a good thin variety. Heavy-duty 
double-coated cellophane and pa- 
per tapes, such as those recom- 
mended for adhering carpets to 
floors, paper on shelves, and lining 
in drawers, have extra strong ad- 
hesion. Use these with caution. 
They may pull paint off when you 
try to remove them. The thinner 
tapes are easier to handle. You can 
twist their flexible film into the 
thinnest of lines. At your choosing, 
they can be a ribbon of glue. 

They can also be a ball. By mak- 
ing a loose ball of double-coated 
tape, and using it as your adhering 
point, you can make decorations 
stand out from the wall in bas re- 
lief. Three such balls were used in 
mounting the foil bells which we 
show in this issue. For some jobs 
you can create a useful fastening 
device by embedding a drapery 
hook in a ball. Double-coated cello- 
phane tape is also good for adher- 
ing plastic snow to window ledges. 
Experiment. You'll find countless 
other uses.

What remains of the 
foam on the wall surface can then 
be removed with a rubber eraser, 
and the surface itself is left in- 
tact. Well-adhered wallpaper or 
paint isn’t harmed. 

Scotch Mount is used principal- 
ly by industry, but you can get it 
on special order from your sta- 
tioner’s. It comes in four thick- 
nesses and in low or high density 
foam, either of which would be 
suitable for hanging decorations. A 


| roll 14” x 36 yards, 1/16” thick- 


ness, sells for about $6.60. If this 
is more than you need or want, 
there is another possibility. You 
can get Scotch Mount on manu- 
factured items which you, in turn, 
can use to hang your decorations. 

Scotch Mount is being used on 
new self-stick metal wall tiles 
(Metal Tile Corp., Mineola, N.Y.). 
The tiles come in 21” x 414” and 
414” x 414”, in copper, aluminum, 
stainless steel. At hardware stores 
and tile dealers (about $3 a box). 
Drill a hole or two through a tile and 
slip a tie wire through before press- 
ing the tile in place and you have 
a supporting escutcheon for even 


| the heaviest decorations. The gleam- 


ing metal square is handsome in 

itself, or with tinsnips it can be 

trimmed to any appropriate shape. 
Other Fasteners 


There are other adhering devices. 


“Hold-It” (Eberhard-Faber) is a 
gum-type fastener that makes it 
quick and easy to fasten light- 
weight things (paper 
cards, ribbons) to walls. A box of 
two sticks, enough for a houseful of 


cutouts, 


decorating, costs 49¢ at stationery 
counters. It won't hurt any wall 
surface. Each stick can be wadded 
into many small adhesive balls. 
You'll also find hanger hooks and 
eyelets. on gummed tabs (Jiffy 
Hangers, 8 for 25¢, hold 15 Ibs. 
Jiffy Eyelets, 6 for 19¢, hold 5 lbs.) 
You apply these by moistening the 
tab. After Christmas you can re- 
move them by re-moistening the tab 
with a sponge. 

For fastening to steel-surfaced 
appliances, hoods, window frames, 
consider magnets. There are strong 
disc-shaped magnets, 1” diameter, 
with a spring clip attached (4 for 
98¢). You'll find them at hardware 
and variety stores (Vanderbilt 
Prod., Brooklyn 38, N.Y.). 

For decorations at doorways and 
windows, instant-mounting café 
curtain rods make nails unneces- 
sary. These rods work by tension. 
You compress the length of tube, 
put it in place inside door or win- 
dow casing, and the spring inside 
the tube holds it there. They come 
in brass and white, are resilent- 
tipped to prevent damage. A %.” 
rod, extending from 27” to 40” costs 
69¢. For use with your own °%,” 
dowel rod of any length, you can 
get a pair of spring-loaded so-ket 
ends for 80¢. (All by Kirsch.) 

For center-of-the-room hanging, 
you may be able to extend lines 
from window to window across the 
room. Put a tack in the upper edge 
of the top sash of a double-hung 
window, or merely close this win- 
dow tight on the line. The line to 
use is 20 lb. nylon fish line (300’ 
for 50¢ at sporting goods coun- 
ters). For a nonshiny wire, get thin, 
ereen-bound florist wire, (Denni- 
son, 30’ for 20¢) or for the glint of 
gold, get metallic embroidery thread

Supports as Decoration 
You don’t have to conceal sup- 


ports. You can make a virtue of 
them, use them to some advantage. 
On a front door, a knocker is usu- 
ally a good place for attaching a 
wreath. But what if the knocker is 
off-center? The answer is, compose 
to it. On a chimney breast that has 
two light fixtures you can suspend 
between them and make these sup- 
porting elements also a_ feature. 
Where you can’t hide, let your rule 
be: capitalize. Ballustrades often 
make good points from which to 
stretch overhead supports for stair- 
well decorations. Or you may be 
able to insert a tension pole hori- 
zontally in the well. 

If you are hanging decorations 
on a door, screen, or partition, it is 
better to extend the line over the 
top of the panel to the other side 
and tape it from the back. In that 
way the pull is distributed over the 
top edge, with less direct pull on 
the tape. When taping a line (or 
thread) in place, tape it once, then 


double the end of the line back and

tape it again. It keeps the line from 
pulling out. 

To support decorations of almost 
unlimited weight, or for things to 
tie lines to, you can use tension 
poles, available at hardware and 
department stores. Poles pressure- 
fit between floor and ceiling or be- 
tween opposite walls. You can get 
a telescoping steel pole that extends 
from 32” to 9/2” for $2.49 (Sears). 


The poles themselves can be subject 


of a variety of decorative treatment. 
Four poles can create a center-of- 
the-room canopy or bower, com- 
pletely independent of walls. 

On glass, metal, plastic, laminate, 
tile, hardwood, and other smooth, 
surfaces you can use

You can use C-clamps. C-clamps 
and metal spring clamps (25¢ up 
at hardware stores), even clothes- 
pins (about 1¢ each) are useful for 
attaching without damage to plaster 
or wallpaper. 

If you have a picture rail around 
a room, it can solve most of your 
hanging problems. If you have no 
such luck, you may still be able to 
find good wall attachment points by 
removing pictures and using the 
nails on which they have been sup- 
ported. (If you haven’t redecorated 
recently, you may have picture 
marks which impair this technique. ) 

Spare your wall by putting up a 
false wall. You can buy a 4’x8’ or 
4’x10’ sheet of 2x” insulating board 
for under $3. Stand it up against 
the wall and use it as a tackboard 
for affixing your Christmas decora- 
tions. Two of the panels, cut along 
the center into 2’ widths, make a 
folding screen. Bind edges with 
colorful cloth tape, use tape for 
hinges. 

When you have no-other recourse 
but to hammer-in a new support. 
here’s how you can do it with the 


= Frosty ice cubes or piping 


least danger of leaving a notice- 
able scar. Don’t use nails. Instead, 
use °%%” aluminum-headed  push- 
pins. These are not like ordinary 
bulletin-board push pins which are 
32” or Y%” long. The %%” pin can 
be driven into a wall far enough to 
give the support a nail might, but 
the hole it makes is pin-small. The 
shoulder on their head, when pushed 
flush against a wall surface, also 
gives added supporting strength. 
Usually, you can insert the pins 
with a twist of the wrist, but if 
necessary, the metal head can take 
a hammer tap. Get them at art sup- 
ply stores. Push pins also are made 
with clear, white, red, yellow, green, 
and blue plastic heads. 

To make push-in holes invisible, 
insert the pins in the crack where 
wall meets ceiling. This is a good 
technique when you are suspend- 
ing a decoration above a doorway 
—a sheaf of pine boughs, for in- 
stance. When possible, insert push- 
pins at the mitered joint of mold- 
ings. Pins inserted in joints don’t 
disturb paint, or make it flake off 
when removed. 

To suspend a decoration in the 
center of the room, insert push-pins 
at the four corners where walls and 
ceiling intersect and stretch cross- 
ing nylon lines from corner to cor- 
ner. Merry Christmas!

ew entertainments are more satisfying than an 

elegant, formal dinner for eight congenial peo- 

ple. Such an occasion allows for the savoring of 

fine cooking and the bouquets of wines, brings 
out the most exquisite accoutrements of the house and the 
prettiest dresses, and almost invariably inspires the mellow 
communication which sets in during the progress of a 
noble repast. 

The thought of providing such a civilized occasion appeals 
to the hospitable soul, but the realization of the amount of 
work involved in producing a number of masterpieces simul- 
taneously is apt to deter the bravest spirit. The solution 
is to find three like-minded couples and make an eightsome, 
moving the party from house to house. Each hostess accepts 
the responsibility for one magnificent course and the set- 
ting for her entry. The first provides cocktails and soup; 
the second serves the fish course; the third offers the main 
course; the fourth, dessert, coffee, and liqueurs. 

Such a party can be a triumph if all four hostesses are 
seriously interested in standards of cuisine. A casual cas- 
serole has no place on a formal menu, and a feeling for style 
is intrinsic in the plan. The collaboration should seek to 
produce the quality and atmosphere of a great dinner, which 
in these days of servantless households is virtually im- 
possible singledhanded. 

The friends should decide among themselves which courses 
are best suited to their special talents. Hopefully, all 
four houses will be in striking distance of each other. If 
they are in walking distance, so much the better. Transpor- 
tation should be planned in advance, and the hazards of win- 
ter taken into account. It may be foolhardy to depend on 
taxis for conveyance in the city. 

The hostess who is responsible for only one course will 
be able to achieve serenity and give some attention to the 
mood and atmosphere of her portion of the dinner party, so 
that genuine conversation will develop. The flowers, the 
candles, the subdued lights, the soft music in the background, 
the warmth of welcome and the avoidance of banalities in the 
talk are all a part of gastronomic gaiety.

@ Christmas is for children, and the holidays that do not in- 
clude at some time a round-eyed company whose incandes- 
cence beggars tree lights and spun glass can be dull and 
dreary indeed. So whoever you are and whatever your 
family situation, give a tree-trimming party to fete the rising 
generation—and get the tree trimmed! This is an ideal en- 
tertainment for the warmhearted spinster, bachelor uncle. 
indulgent godmother, doting grandmother, or childless 
couple, and a good way to entertain your children’s friends. 
Late afternoon is a proper time for the mixed-age group 
indicated for a tree-trimming. Teen-agers who may patronize 
siblings at any other time display Christian charity toward 
their little brothers and sisters under the benign pre-Christ- 
mas influence. All moppets will be in seventh heaven. 
Your evergreen should be firmly fixed on its base, located 
where you intend to keep it, and repairs to its shap2 accom- 
plished. but it should be bare of ornament when the party 
begins. Have all tools and equipment readily available, such 
as shears, scissors, pliers, hammer, fine wire, yarn, orna- 
ment hangers, needle and thread, glue, wastebasket, a low. 
steady ladder, and perhaps a few adhesive bandages. 
Stringing of lights and major climbing stints should be the 
province of the taller boys. Provide each with a_ basket 
of variegated ornaments. If you have notions about the 
design of the tree, couch ihem in the most diplomatic terms.

A new kind of make-believe, 


done only with paper, cardboard, and foil, can be 


more fun for children, easier on parents 


By EPSIE KINARD 


@ It’s easy for children to put on their own Christmas play. 
Even a seven-year-old can make costumes and props out 
of paper bags. wax paper, aluminum foil, and other stuff 
around the house. Children’s costumes made of these mate- 
rials save hours of laborious work and often have more 
theatrical dash than the usual converted Jace curtains. 

Children don’t have to learn lines any more, which also 
makes it easier for them to put on a play. Reciting cut-and- 
dried dialogue has given way to the freer practice of ad- 
libbing the story as they go along. This new freedom en- 
courages children to choose their own plays, to adapt 
favorite stories, and even to make up their own. 

Some of the most successful children’s plays are done 
in pantomime, which dispenses with dialogue. All a panto- 
mime needs is good action, strong visual characters, and a 
simple story line told by a narrator. Pantomime can be 
effective without narration, but told in a child’s own words 
narration adds immeasurably to the charm of a play. And 
who can deny that a narrator, aged seven or eight, may be 
a future college-team debater or a U.S. Senator now making 
his public debut? 

The Tree Angel, presented in lively scenes (with a work- 
ing script) on the next three pages, is the kind of play 
children themselves can put on. It represents a new kind of 
theater. With only a little help from a parent or an inter- 
ested older child, quite young children can produce this 
play. The performers shown here are children of Westport. 
Connecticut families, whose ages run from two to twelve. 
The oldest child is the play’s director. 

In order to have parts for all visiting cousins and friends, 
The Tree Angel uses as many trees as there are children. 
It is only one of many stories with expandable casts from 
which your children might choose a play. (See our sugges- 
tions for other plays at the end of the article.) 

The Tree Angel, as seen here, was especially prepared 
for House Brautirut by The Paper Bag Players. This 
talented group of young off-Broadway actors has created a 
unique theater style for children. At their home theater in 
New York (The Henry Street Playhouse) and on a country- 


wide tour, this troupe has enchanted fantasy-loving five-to- 


twelve-year-olds with their fresh, free-wheeling approach. 
The costumes and props in our photographs are similar 
to the ones used by The Paper Bag Players themselves. 
Although they are made of simple, everyday materials, they 
have great dash, and even young children can make them. 
Trees: Use different shades of green poster board, large 
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enough to conceal a child. Or use cardboard or the sides of 
corrugated boxes, painted green or covered with green paper. 
Cut in tiers, with holes for faces. 

Angel’s robe, trumpet, and Wood Chopper’s axe: Cover 
cut-out cardboard with heavy-duty foil, taped down on back. 

Wood Choppers windbreaker: Use paper garment bag 
from dry cleaner. Cut holes for head and arms, shorten to 
jacket length, and slit front. 

Wood Chopper’s other clothing: Let him wear his flannel 
shirt, winter pants, snow boots or galoshes, and his Dad’s 
hunting cap or a cap he can make from a paper bag. His 
rope can be any piece that’s handy. 

Other clothes for Trees and Angel: Leotards are ideal. 
What they wear underneath can be seen behind cardboard 
facades, and should be uniform. Second choice: stretch 
tights and matching pullovers.

Music has been intrinsic in Christmas since the beginning: 


“When that our Savior Christ was born 


In Bethlehem, that fair city, 


To save mankind that was forlorn 


The angels sang continually ; 


Thus saints and angels in Heaven above 


And godly men do music love.” 


@ No other subject has so perennially inspired composers, 
so that there exists a large body of musical composition 
dedicated to the sacred season. There are also unnumbered 
hymns and carols, often of unknown origin and reaching 
backward to antiquity, which express mankind’s love and 
joy. faith and hope, and yearning for peace on earth. 

Music is invariably in the air at Christmastime, but due to 
an unfortunate tendency on the part of merchants and sales- 
men of all sorts to woo us with the familiar, some of the love- 
liest—folk-music—and even some of the greatest composi- 
tions—are bleated, blared, crooned, and corrupted by every 
radio and TV set. They pour out of public address systems 
and loudspeakers in every department store, terminal, ele- 
vator, restaurant—even in the streets. 

It is a sentimental cliché to insist that good music always 
remain fresh, that the more often we hear it the more won- 
derful it becomes. Sooner or later familiarity breeds con- 
tempt, especially when the artists involved for novelty’s sake. 
commit crimes against the composer's intentions. 

It seems unlikely that anything can be done to halt the 
tarnishing of old favorites by overuse, but the Christmas 
music you play for yourself or give to your friends will be 
more satisfying if it has not suffered from too much com- 
mercial exploitation. When choosing the music, to which we 
are all seasonably susceptible, it is important to guard against 


lavishly packaged discs of tonal tinsel. There are some exam- 


ples of Christmas music which are characterized by admir- 
able and stylistically authentic performances. In view of the 
sheer abundance of new recordings or repackaged older 
recordings. duplication and competing claims which make 
such selections frustrating and confusing, HouSE BEAUTIFUL

has made up a list of this music, with reasons given for each 
choice. (Stereo record numbers indicated by italics.) 

A Festival of Lessons and Carols. A memorable service 
has been sung in King’s College Chapel, at Cambridge, 
annually on Christmas Eve for almost half a century.

I feel very strongly that you should consult with your 
children about plans and the menu for the party.

to me is just a giant hot dog. With it you can have a hot 
dish, such as scalloped potatoes, plus a good green salad, if 
your kids happen to like it. 

I used red on the tables. It can be either felt or a wash- 
able material like corduroy. I have found handsome candy- 
cane candles at Candles of Carmel (Carmel, Calif.). If you 
cannot find them in your locality, the shop will send them to 
you. Take a large beer goblet or a glass compote and put the 
candy-cane candle in it, fastening it down firmly with 
florist’s clay. (I use Plastite Green Clay, which is waterproof. 
It’s made by the Golden Gate Co., Oakland 8, Calif.) 

Put this beer goblet on a plate and surround it with 
snowball cakes. Hang candy canes around the beer goblet 
so that it makes a solid ring around the glass; then at the 
base put in the snowballs made of angel-food cake rounds, 
covered with a yummy, creamy, dreamy icing, then rolled in 
coconut. You can either put them in red paper cups or get 
red foil and make your own cups. It’s sort of fun to stick 
the candy canes into the snowballs; then, when the kids help 
themselves, the snowballs sit perkily on the plates. The 
youngsters will probably want ice cream, so carry out the 
theme with peppermint-stick ice cream. 

I have collected Christmas-tree plates. which always ap- 
pear at holiday time. They are good for all ages, but if 
you feel Christmas-tree plates are too obvious for these 
young people, get the holly-decorated plates or candy-cane 
plates.

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How and when to do it

@ The bold experimenter can turn everyday fare into a 
connoisseur’s repertoire. Try flaming roast chicken, or pork 
chops with peach or apricot brandy. Try bourbon and cognac 
on the lowly hamburger. Try a fruit brandy or Grand 
Marnier on, candied sweet potatoes. According to Alice B. 
Toklas, a cup of burning brandy in the chicken pan is the 
most elegant way to fry chicken. Try mellow old rum or 
gin on baked bananas. 

Flambéeing has been developed as a visual and culinary 
art in the world’s great restaurants, whose maitres d’hotel, 
adding ingredients fromy diverse bottles with tender solici- 
tude and all but incantation, give virtuoso performances at 
the chafing dish. A certain amount of drama should always 
accompany flambéeing, and the nonprofessional should ap- 
proach the matter in this spirit, making it into a ceremony. 

How do you do flambéeing successfully ? Working with a 
dish that fails to ignite is a terrible anticlimax. On the other 
hand, a flame that smokes the ceiling, singes eyelashes, and 
threatens draperies is not only unsuccessful but dangerous. 
Over-flaming the food can ruin it, producing a harsh taste 
of liquor or scorch, obliterating its true flavor. 

Follow the two basic rules for flambéeing (below) and 
you can master the technique, which applies to any recipe 
you want to try. Experiment as much as you want to with 
Havors, but don’t experiment with the technique. 

Rule No. 1: Use high-proof spirits. The higher they are, 
the better. (See list on page 200 showing the proofs of 
various liquors and liqueurs and the foods with which they 
are compatible.) If liqueurs aren't high enough proof to 
blaze, combine them with liquors in the 80-151-proof range. 

Rule No. 2: Use a preheated pan and have it hot. The 
food in it must be boiling-hot. 

If you use a chafing dish; crepes pan, or other utensil 
fueled by canned heat or denatured alcohol, put your blazer 
pan directly over a high flame. For chafing-dish cooking, 
preheating the liquor makes for more successful flaming. 
To light the liquor. use a taper or a fireplace match. With 
a match, don’t ignite until the sulphur has burned off. If 


you use a thermostatic .pan, preheat it to 300 degrees F. 
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Before adding liquor (which you dont have to preheat 
for an electrical appliance), turn control dial down to 200 
degrees F. 

After mastering these basic rules, there are as many 
approaches to finesse in flambéeing to consider—and to try 
out if you want to perfect your technique—as there are 
maitres d’hotel, captains, and chefs who practice it. Every 
flambeur has developed his own style. 

Albert Stockli, responsible for the subdued and elegant 
style at New York’s Four Seasons restaurant, achieves a 
modest flame by reducing the amount of liquor—to one 
ounce per person for an entree, to two ounces for a dessert— 
and by lowering the heat under the pan. Liquor here is never 
preheated, as other experts advocate. In order to subdue 
flames, spirits are never poured into a caramelizing sauce 
until it stops bubbling (boiling syrup is capable of extreme 
heat). This finesse results in an elegant flame (about three 
inches high) and in sensitive food’s being saved from the 
abuse of overflaming. 

At all Restaurant Associates restaurants, over which Chef 
Director Stockli keeps a vice-presidential eye, four liquors 
are combined to make a uniquely elegant mixture for flam- 
béeing desserts. This mixture of rum and brandy (two dry 
liquors) and Grand Marnier and Cointreau (two sweet. 
orange-flavored liqueurs) in equal parts is kept on-the- 
ready in every restaurant where flambéeing is done. This 
combination of spirits is a balance of high-proof strength 
and flavor of dry and sweet, carefully tested for perfect 
compatibility with most of the desserts served. The excep- 
tions are chocolate- or coffee-flavored desserts. For flam- 
ing these, Kahlua or another spicy, (Please turn to page 198)

@ Where is a better place to let the college crowd have a 
party than in the kitchen-family room? They may come in 
to watch the holiday sports events on TV. And what’s better 
to serve them than pizza! 

Thinking about pizza makes me realize how our eating 
habits have changed in the last few years. Pizza has become 
a “must” in our lives, being anything from an hors d’oeuvres 
to the main course. It’s popular with every age group from 
the littlest guy on up. Pizza is quite easy to make, and it 
can have a lot of variety. 

I will give you a recipe for a simple one that most of 
my children just love. A pizza is a glorified hot sandwich, 
remember—lI think that’s the way I would describe it. You 
may build it up with any seasonings and you may use almost 
anything at hand. It is an absolutely marvelous way to use 
leftover vegetables and bits of meat left in the refrigerator. 

There are several ready-made tomato sauces (as well as 
package mixes) that you may buy for pizza glorification. 
But I prefer to expend a little extra care. First off, I have 
the bakery make the dough for me. It is bread dough. 
That simplifies my life quite a bit. | have them make several. 
and then I freeze them. Then I use tomato paste, for the 
kids prefer my brew to the one | can buy in a tin. This is 
the recipe for the one that is pictured on the opposite page. 


Pizza in a 12-inch pan and serving four people 


tablespoons olive oil 

tablespoons butter 

green onions (tops and all, finely minced) 
teaspoon sugar 

large mushrooms

Put the olive oil and butter into a fry pan and melt it; 
add the green onions and sugar. Sauté them slowly, so that 
they will not get brown. After they have been cooking for a 
minute or two. add your six mushrooms, which have been 
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washed and sliced. Cook 2 or 3 more minutes. Set aside and 
prepare your tomato sauce. 


2 six-ounce cans tomato paste 

11% teaspoons oregano, mashed in the hand 

1 teaspoon basil, mashed in the hand 

1 teaspoon M.S.G. 

14 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon pepper 

1 rounded teaspoon brown sugar 

1 teaspoon Chef Howald’s All ’N’ One Seasoning Salt 
1 tablespoon olive oil 


Put the tomato paste into a bowl and add the dried sea- 
sonings, mixing all well. Then dribble in the tablespoon of 
olive oil. When the mushrooms and green onions are ready. 
add those to the tomato paste and mix them well. This 
mixture may be made a day or two in advance and kept 
in the refrigerator. Now you are ready to assemble your 
pizza. 

For the flavoring for the meat, you may use anything that 
you have at hand. But for me there are three “musts” 
Mozzarella cheese, Cheddar cheese, and pepperoni. You may 
also use smoked sausages. Canadian bacon. salami, and shell- 
fish. Any leftover turkey is also excellent to use in your pizza. 

Spread the filling of tomato paste over your dough; then 
arrange with care whatever meat you are using. Canadian 
bacon is excellent. Smoked sausages are marvelous. I use 
Oscar Mayer’s smoky sausages. For pepperoni. the one | 
prefer is Swift’s Premium Oia World Variety, thinly sliced. 
I would use the pepperoni and the smoky sausage with what- 
ever other meat you are putting in, such as turkey, etc. 
Salami is also excellent, as are garlic sausages. After you 
have assembled these in a design, put the larger meat pieces 
around the outside-—remember these must be thinly sliced—- 
then scatter a quarter-pound of Mozzarella cheese and a

@ Holiday time is when the budget creaks and groans more 
than any other time of the year, for it has had more strains 
put upon it. But don’t let that prevent you from socializing 
with a few good friends. 

Here’s the outline for a party that will have a point— 
namely, wine tasting. And the food will be acceptable to 
the most unadventurous, with the added virtue of being in- 
expensive. It is really a glamorized version—menu-wise 
of spaghetti and meat balls. But the presentation takes it 
out of the mundane, and the serious tasting of six kinds 
of red wine is given a proper background by the food. I 
the prospect of buying six wines makes you wince. perhaps 
you can ask each couple to bring a wine. But you had better 
give them a guide line on what to buy, so they won’t all 


bring Chianti or Pinot Noir. An interesting diversity would 


be one Italian red wine (such as Chianti or Bardolino). one 
French (such as Burgundy or Bordeaux). two from Cali 


fornia, and two from the New ) inger Lakes area. Ask 


your liquor dealer for his best recommendations. The Eu- 
ropean wines should be resting in your kitchen in a wine 


cradle for several days before the p so the sediment 


can drop down. (This is not so necessary for American 
wines. which have little or no sediment.) All should be 
opened (or uncorked) about an hour before they are to he 
served, for a short exposure to the air is supposed to heighten 
the flavor of red wine. 

The presentation that makes the difference is the Ham- 
burger Tree, cooked on a funnel to give it the form of a 
Christmas tree. But first a word about the pre-dinner hours. 

Let me caution you against using too-tart things for the 
hors d’oeuvres. Vinegary things are too strong and kill 
the ability of the palate to savor the wine. Even the olives 
I serve I rinse off and then soak in olive oil with perhaps 
a touch of garlic. Cheese nibblers, cracker nibblers, and 
celery and carrot sticks are (Please turn to page 194)

In this way the practice snowballs 
until such gatherings are crowding out the cocktail parties 
and sit-down dinners. 

The fun in this form of entertaining is that there are so 
many delightful possibilities for family. parties—all quite 
different and all quite wonderful. 

The easiest party, and one of the most agreeable, is simply 
to open your doors to friends and their families. Just let 
them mingle and mill about in the congenial atmosphere of 
your home. In this case, you set out two punchbowls— 
alcoholic and nonaleoholic—cookie trays, and a free choice 
of entertainment possibilities. The adult guests are left alone 
to visit with other parents.

Another wonderful basis for a holiday celebration is a 
neighborhood roundup of people you know and nod to all 
year but don’t see socially. The more impromptu it is, the 
better. Often people come with reservations but stay to have 
a fine time; they find they have a lot in common besides their 
address. The result of this restrained neighborliness is often 
so rewarding it is taken up by another family at holiday 
time the following year. 

How about a gift-swapping party? Every year I look for- 
ward to one given by one of my oldest friends. For ages, 
she and I exchanged Christmas presents. In time, our chil- 
dren exchanged presents, and presumably our grandchildren 
would have done so too, if she hadn’t put an end to it. She 
stopped the whole nonsense by holding an annual gift- 
swapping party. 

She invites other old friends besides me to come with 
their families and to bring a wrapped present for someone 
their own sex and approximate age. The gifts must cost no 
















more than a dollar or so. After the gifts are distributed, to 
appropriate age-groups, everyone is encouraged to swap 
his present for something he’d rather have. Some gifts 
are swapped over and over again. 

The oldest established family party we attend has been a 
tradition since the first years of our marriage. It started dur- 
ing World War II and has continued for 20 years as a quasi- 
reunion of old Army buddies. Like many good things that 
are worth repeating, this annual affair did not start with 
any intention of making it an institution. It was simply a 
beautiful Christmas party, given by a hospitable couple, 
who lived in a home instead of a furnished apartment like 
the rest of us. A similar party could reunite almost any 
group—school, office, tour, or team—that you knew well at 
one time but which has since dispersed. 

Lastly, there is the wonderful post-Christmas party given 
each year by a Southern California family whose children 
are in high school and college. It’s a New Year’s Day open 
house. The invitation reads, “Come before the game time 
and bring the gang.” The idea is that guests will watch the 
Rose Bowl and other football games on TV and stay on into 
the evening. It has become such a popular, not-to-be-missed 
event with the back-from-school set, as well as “old grads,” 
that the family recently added a party room to take care of 
the ever-increasing number of guests from surrounding 
communities. 

These are a mere sampling of the types of family parties 
that will be in full swing this holiday season. They are 
popping up like crocuses in the snow. For readers who may 
decide to give one of these parties for the first time, here 
are a few suggestions that may make the going easier. 
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The pitfalls or social faux pas are often more comical 
than disastrous, but forewarned is forearmed. For example, 
be prepared to have at least one tot, of table height, who 
quietly tries to down all the unfinished drinks he can reach. 
(Hopefully, some mother will spot him before any serious 
consequences arise.) Frequently there is an overindulged 
child who clutches and screams and wants to take home the 
toys he’s been playing with. (Having an inexpensive sub- 
stitute will stop that tantrum.) The quickest way to put an 
end to any fight is to have your own children separate the 
battlers. Young referees are far more effective than adults. 
Then there are the strange, sophomoric types, with beard 
and pipe, who stand around eying their elders with bored 
tolerance. (It’s best to treat them seriously; by next year 
they ll probably be back to normal.) And lastly, there are 
the overanxious parents who keep checking up on their chil- 
dren to see if they're “mixing.” (Introduce the parent to a 
fascinating beauty with a problem, and they'll let the chil- 
dren enjoy themselves on their own terms.) 

Before you consider sending out any invitations, make 
sure that you have the right Christmas spirit, considerable 
stamina, and your own family’s enthusiastic cooperation. 
Your attitude has to be based on the firm belief that Christ- 
mas and children go hand in hand. Without this conviction, 
no family party can get off the launching pad. It also takes 
steady nerves and strong limbs to plan for, shop for, and 
make room for the three-ring aspects of a large gathering of 
diverse ages. And you'll need help—your own children will 
have to be junior hosts and hostesses. 

With all the right ingredients, the rewards of an all-family 
party are many. Try it; see if you don’t enjoy it too. 


With a roam-around, mix-the-generations party, the food and 
drink can be quite informal. Two punch bowls, one alcoholic 


and one non, will take care of everyone. If you choose the 


pick-up food carefully, both young and old can feast on it.

Dear Gubi, 


@ Your grandmother and I are delighted to learn that you are 
going to shop for a new piano. Sooner or later, this was bound to 
happen. Of course we will advise—in great detail and with 

our usual authoritativeness. 

So you decide to shop for a piano. The investment will be 
considerable, and you want your decision to be a wise one. This 
piano will be your first, and if you choose well, it is 
likely to serve you as long as you live. 

As you start out on your shopping expedition, you are riding in 
your third automobile. The experience of buying a car has become 
almost routine. Each time that you reinspect the products of 
General Motors, Ford, Chrysler, and the others, a very 
important part of the decision has already been made. You want 
a convertible and nothing else—or you don’t want a convertible 
under any circumstances. You have a practical need that only 
a “wagon” will satisfy—or you have a parking problem 
that rules out any thought of getting a wagon. You want four 
doors for the convenience and comfort of people like your 
arthritic grandparents—or you don’t want rear doors that can be 
opened by young children. These thoroughly personal 
decisions are made in advance, and they greatly simplify 
the buying process. 

The same kind of decisions must be made in the selection 
of this first piano, and similarly they should be made before 
getting involved in the happy confusion of choosing between one 
brand name and another. What model? What size? What horsepower? 
What use? What location? What period? 

The parallel with automobile buying ends right here. 

The racing cars at Indianapolis and, for that matter, sports 
cars in general are almost miniature when compared with 
the average family car. The pianos you hear played by 
Cliburn and Horowitz, whether in concert or on your high- 


fidelity phonograph, are without exception the largest 





size-of instrument regularly manufactured. 






Why? Big pianos are designed big in order to accommodate 
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long strings, and if other elements of design, material, and 
construction are equal, the piano with the longest strings is the 
best piano. Concert grands are nine feet long. A twelve-foot 





piano, if such an instrument existed, would have its 

advantages. On the nine-foot grand, the lowest note is produced 
from a string with a vibrating length of about eighty inches. 

(On the small household piano, the lowest note sounds at 

the same pitch, but there is room inside the case for no more 

than forty- or fifty-inch strings.) For practical reasons of 

space and required sound, very few nine-foot grands find their way 
ito the modern American home. 

The pitch at which any string will vibrate depends upon its 
length, its tightness, and its weight. The fifty-inch string that 
sounds the lowest note of the ultra-compact vertical piano 
must be less tight and considerably heavier than the eighty-inch 
string that vibrates at the same pitch. Quite obviously the 
two strings will not sound alike, and there are three ways 
in which their difference shows itself. 

1. Basic horsepower. The longer, lighter, and tighter string 
can be struck so as to produce greater volume of tone. On 
the concert stage, particularly against the background of a full 
symphony orchestra, this factor is important. In the home, 
there is no great auditorium space to fill and no hundred other 
musicians to compete with. 

2. Sustaining power. The tight-light-long string will sustain 
its tone for a longer period of time. (Any note on the lower 
half of a good six-foot grand will sustain for thirty 
seconds before it sinks through the threshold of 
audibility.) Again, this is important to the professional. It 
is desirable though not as important on the home piano. 

3. Noise ratio. The striking impact that starts any 
piano tone includes a certain amount of nonmusical noise. The 
actual amount of this noise is about the same on any 
good piano in good condition, but the proportion of its 
conspicuousness will be less if the string energized by the 
impact is long, light, tight—and therefore super-responsive. 

These advantages of long strings are not limited to 
the low end of the piano. The highest strings on any piano 
are about two inches long, and from this fixed, standardized 
minimum the strings increase quite uniformly in length 
to a maximum at the low end which is limited only by 
the size of the case. For this reason, the strings in the 
very important middle of a big piano are appreciably 
longer than the same middle strings of a small piano, 
and the above three advantages apply here just as much as 


in the low bass notes. (Please turn to page 190) 
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Music can help make 
Christmas magic for children

@ The happy memories that are brought to life at 
Christmas are compounded of many ingredients—the 
smell of a fir tree, the glitter of tinsel, the taste of a 
holiday treat, the chill of a snowy night—but of all of 
them, perhaps the most evocative is the sound of Christ- 
mas music. For your children, it will be the same. The 
music they make and listen to now will be part of their 
memories to come. 


Music Children Can Play 


If you honestly face your children’s musical abilities 
and limitations, shop imaginatively for music, and 
allow the children a free hand at modifying your 
dream, they'll have a wonderful time making their own 
music. Often your hard-working young music student 
grows so concerned with his lessons that he loses sight 
of their purpose—the pleasure of creating music. When 
a child suddenly discovers what fun it is to play with 
other children, he experiences one of the great joys 
of being alive. Making music for others to enjoy hear- 
ing is more exciting still. 

A few hours of ensemble rehearsal can transform 
several children into a “combo” to entertain at your 
adult party, at the family open house, or at their own 
Christmas parties. Should the youngsters become in- 
spired with more musical zeal, they can provide enter- 
tainment more widely afield. 

The most exquisite pleasure of ensemble playing is 
the performers’ joy in their own music-making and 
the musical unity of playing together. You may be 
surprised as you listen to the young people rehears- 
ing—they seem to be having so much fun. The music 
may not sound that well-played to you. But long before 
the group is ready to perform for an audience—even 
sO acquiescent a one as parents—the joy of making 
music together will have blossomed. Such shared 
creativity is as gratifying to mediocre amateurs as to 
the most professional artists. 

The simplest plan is to use the carols everywhere 
available, assigning parts to the instruments at hand. 
Small children can play the air, older ones the parts, 
and the smallest of all provide percussion effects on 
triangles, bells, tambourines, and drums. Arrangements 
are easily adapted to existing talent, so that everyone 
may participate. 

Older children with more skill will enjoy an arrange- 


ment of “Good King Wenceslas” by Walter Bergman. 


His flexible instrumentation has parts for three re- 
corders, two violins, a viola, cello, triangle, tambourine, 
drum, and voice. Instruments may be added or omitted. 
See the list at the end of this article for more informa- 
tion about sheet music. 

J. S. Bach’s “Christmas Concerto,” for recorders, 
strings, piano, and oboes, adapts well to various in- 
strumental combinations, as does Leroy Anderson’s 
nine-part “A Christmas Festival.” 

There is a considerable amount of ensemble recorder 
music appropriate for Christmas. This music easily 
permits violin and voice substitution for the recorder 
parts. Of course, the flute can substitute for one of the 
recorders, too. A roundabout adaptation can be made 
of Benjamin Britten’s “A Ceremony of Carols,” in 
which recorders, violins, or flutes can substitute for 
voices. Piano accompaniment is also called for. 


Music By Way of Records 


Recorded music has pleasures quite different from 
homemade music. The not-so-obvious ones include 
background filler for children’s parties and entertain- 
ment “specials.” As background to a party, a stack of 
carefully chosen records establishes and maintains 
moods, covers shyness, and controls excitement. A 
very special record, calling for full attention, can be an 
important party extra. In fact, records may be your 
success secret when entertaining children. 


Planning a Party With Records 


It is helpful to think of your children’s party-with- 
music as having three stages: first, arrival; second, the 
activity which occasioned the party; and third, the end 
of refreshments and time to go home. We have ar- 
ranged records in three lists to punctuate the party’s 
progress. Of course, there will be overlapping. You 
could, for example, use just the first list for the entire 
party. Or if your party is an open house where there 
is no end, the third list has no place, for these records 
require real listening. 

Good music, such as is listed here, does not always 
have to be listened to with the entire attention, which 
is one of the luxuries of recorded music. You may 
pay attention the next time you listen to it. A youngster 
may need a rest from party excitement and listen 
closely to one song. The rest of the time he may hear 


only snatches, the music (Please turn to page 202) 








Send them home with a Rare Trifle 


® One of the most charming and memo- 
rable gestures for the open-handed and 
the open-hearted at Christmas is a gift 
for every guest of the house. There is a 
lingering, childlike emotion in most peo- 
ple that cherishes a present, and to be 
given a gift at parting makes any kind 
of visit exciting and personal. 

Only the true giver should embark on 
this enterprise, as a certain amount of 
trouble is necessarily involved. But for 
those who delight to make gifts, the sur- 
prise and pleasure of recipients is very 
rewarding. The amount of trouble in- 
volved will depend on how many people 
your house attracts at Christmas. Trifles 
should be prettily wrapped and tied, un- 
less they are so spectacular in appearance 
they require no wrapping. (It is always 
more fun to tear open a package. ) 

Needless to say, trifles should be inex- 
pensive, not only to make such a gesture 
economically feasible, but also because 
you do not wish to engender a feeling of 
obligation in the recipients. Trifles should 
be small and easy to carry; anything 
unwieldy is an imposition. It is simpler 
if the trifles are all alike (or all of a cate- 
gory) for guests will be more comfortable 
if they all receive the same tokens. It is 
better to choose items you can buy by the 
dozen. 

The stack of trifles should be part of 
the Christmas decoration of the house. 
You might hang certain types of items on 
a second Christmas tree or arrange a Vic- 
torian Christmas Present Table, with a 
bright felt cover, edged in ball fringe or 
swagged with tinsel and plastic “glass” 
balls. Or you can pile unbreakable trifles 
into a big wicker basket placed near the 
front door. A decorated laundry basket 
would do. 

A trifle can be almost anything, but 
the more original they are, the rarer they 
will be and the more pleased your guests 
will be. It is usually wise to have one 
item for adults and one for children, un- 
less your trifle is edible.

Parties In Town 


Harry Bell, a man who makes a profession of designing such successful 


king-size parties that they create 


country-wide headlines, tells you how you can adapt 


the same principles to your own party-giving, large or small 


@ We first spoke with Harry Bell by phone in his New York 
office between a UN banquet in Wilmington and a wedding 
on Fisher’s Island. He said he could give us more talking 
time later in the week, after he’d cleared the sketches he'd 
been making for a debutante ball in Minneapolis—that is, 
if he got back early enough from the birthday party he was 
putting on in Baltimore. 

This is a typical schedule of a designer whose business 
it is to turn country clubs into ice palaces, hotel ballrooms 
into circus tents. and town houses into reasonable facsimiles 
of oriental gardens—all for clients who want their enter- 
tainments to be the kind their guests will remember with 
stars in their eyes. 

That, after all, is the goal of everyone who ever hosts a 
party. And since Mr. Bell is an acknowledged master of this 
kind of wizardry, we asked him to divulge some of his pro- 
fessional party-decorating know-how for the benefit of all 
us do-it-yourself decorators as we head into the entertain- 
ingest season of the year. His words of wisdom are summed 
up on these three pages. They’re illustrated here in terms 
of Christmas fiestas, but he asks you to remember that 
basic principles are the same whether you're laying on a 
féte champétre or a Halloween party. 


Know your limitations 


The cardinal rule of successful party-giving. and 
the only moralizing Mr. Bell permitted himself, is to 
be realistic about it. Don’t overestimate your capac- 
ity to entertain. Be realistic about the number of 
guests you can comfortably accommodate and serve. 
Most people invite too many. Be realistic about be- 
ing able to serve food as it should be served, whether 
the menu is to be hot or cold. Don’t plan an elabo- 
rate “do” unless you have both time to prepare for 
it and time to give the party itself. A pre-theater 
dinner, for instance, can be a stop-watch dash un- 
less it’s carefully planned. As for decorations, don’t 
get carried away with a fanciful scheme that calls 
for more expensive ingredients than you can afford 
to use lavishly. You'll only end up with a poverty- 
stricken effect. Better use inexpensive materials with 
a free hand than expensive stuff skimpily. 


Make one big splash 
When you're decorating for a large party, make 
one room the party center. Concentrate one big. lush 
decorative splash here. letting the rest of the rooms 
borrow the same feeling on a less elaborate scale. 
This is also an effective way to handle the business 
of Christmas decorating. 


Crowded, stand-up parties 


At a big, stand-up affair, like a dance or cock- 
tail party, put your decorating efforts on the ceiling 
and upper areas of the room, because in a crowded 
room lower walls are scarcely noticed. Avoid little- 
bitty ornaments. Rather, go all out with bold, 
massed, eye-catching compositions on window val- 
ances, doorways, and chimney breasts. Psycholog- 
ically, any device that lowers a ceiling visually seems 
to put a crowd in a gala mood. A tentlike effect is

sure-fire. You can accomplish this by draping stream- 
ers from a center chandelier to the corners of the 
room. Or use Party Poles, those endlessly useful 
tension-spring gadgets that can extend from floor to 
ceiling and support decorations. Other Bell tricks 
for bringing down the roof: Dangle a dense mass of 
honeycomb paper balls from cords stretched across a 
room, molding to molding. Make a network of tinsel, 
crisscrossing it wall to wall. (Such lightweight mate- 


rials can be taped to moldings—see story, page 114.) 
Sit-down parties 


Sit-down parties involve tables and food, and since 
seated guests usually focus on what's directly in front 
of them, on the backs of chairs and on lower walls, 
here’s where you should focus your decorative efforts. 
The Bell technique is to stop all eyes with the center- 
piece and to use bright, conversation-provoking, long- 
skirted tablecloths and uniform slip covers for chair 
backs. (Run up two seams in a piece of fabric and a 


chair-top is made.) 
Centerpiece secret 


At a sit-down party meal, you can, in fact, decorate 
a whole room with centerpieces alone, if you make 
them spectacular, very high, arranged in tiers, and 
slender at the base so they don’t obstruct vision. Party 
Poles between table and ceiling can be duked up this 
way. And don’t underestimate the power of candle- 
light; candles on a table throw the rest of the room into 


shadow, so it may need no other decoration at all. 
Practicalities 


You'll be happier about the state of your walls and 
ceilings if you plan large-scale decorations so that 
lighting fixtures and moldings can be their main sup- 
ports. If you do have to drive a nail, the master 
suggests you leave it there for good, so you'll be 
equipped the next time you decorate. 

What to do with your regular furnishings at party 
time? Call up a moving company that’s willing to 
move them out and house them in a van overnight. It’s 
worth it. 

These days, you can hire anything you don’t own— 
a portable dance floor to lay over carpet, ballroom 
chairs, a skating rink, a heated tent. 


Party-giving wardrobe 


If you entertain a lot, life is easier if you acquire 
a wardrobe of party equipment and decorating helps 
like these: a collection of lighthearted table cloths and 


chair jackets, extra chairs (see our article on page 
. i Q 


164.) : several sets of Party Poles: bolts of ribbons of 
different colors and widths: tissue paper in many 
colors, foil papers and foil: spools of wire in varying 
weights; masking tape, both single- and double-face; 
transparent tape (for joining cloth and paper incon- 
spicuously and quickly) ; a hand stapler; a staple gun. 





For a dance, clear the floor and put your eye-catching 
efforts towards the ceiling, where dancers can’t miss seeing 
it. Party Poles, wound in Christmas greens and braceleted 
with glitter balls, can support festoons of roping

If your room is carpeted, hire a portable dance floor. 


Ribbon is high on Mr. Bell’s list of easy-to-work-with party 
trimmings. Ribbon streamers turn a_ high-ceilinged 

living room into a festive tent-like pavilion and, stretched 
flat on the wall in plaid pattern, creates an unexpected 
trellis-work of satin to delight the guests’ eyes.

Don’t forget all the trimmings 
they love to put on their hot dogs, 
such as catsup, relish, pickles, 
mustard, etc. Put these right on 
the table so they can help them- 
selves. All you have to do is slice 
the Christmas log. The kids gather 
up rolls and help themselves to 
the bologna, using as much fancy- 
ing as they want. 

When you go to your grocer or 
meat market, ask for the bologna 
that is four inches in diameter. Al- 
low a quarter of a pound per per- 
son—that is, when you are having 
boys and girls. If you are having 
just boys—with huskier appetites 
—they can really eat you out of 
house and home, so you will have 
to order more. Gauge the boys’ 
appetites by your own sons’ ca- 
pacity. It’s fun to have an all-boy 
party because they are less awk- 
ward by themselves. They play 
pool or use whatever other game 
equipment you have; any group of 
boys can make their own entertain- 
ment. 

Take the casing off the bologna 
with care. Study our picture (page 
152) and note how we carved it 
into a log. Take a good sharp knife, 
fairly short-bladed, and grip it 
firmly, putting your index finger 
on the dull side of the blade. 
Score the log at a 45-degree angle. 
If you wish to draw a wood knot 
on the bologna, you draw the knot 
in first or carve it in. Then run 
down the bologna with waving lines. 

Preheat the oven to 300 degrees 
F. Put the log in the oven in a 
shallow baking pan lined with foil, 
and allow ten to fifteen minutes 
per pound, according to size 





the 
larger the bologna, the shorter time 
it takes. Baste it every now and 
then with melted butter. During 


the last ten minutes of the cooking 
period, put the log under the broil- 
er, in order to brown it. You must 
watch the bologna very carefully 
during the browning, because it 
must be turned in order to brown 
evenly. It may stick to the bottom 
of the pan, so have ready a wide, 
flat spatula to loosen it and gently 
turn it. After all, you don’t want 
to break your proud beauty. As 
you brown it, the scored part will 
curl back to resemble bark. 

Have a green salad with lots of 
tomatoes to give that red note. You 
will note in the picture that I have 
used “red lettuce.” I like to keep 
red uppermost in mind. Peel the 
tomatoes and chop them, or if you 
can get the small cherry tomatoes, 
cut these in half and mix them 
through the salad. They add a lot 
to the decoration of the log. Plenty 
of chopped parsley and chives add 
to the decoration of your salad. For 
salad dressing, here is my recipe. 


Salad Dressing 
1 tiny clove of garlic (optional) 
1 small shallot or 1 green onion 
1 rounded teaspoon sugar 
\4 teaspoon mustard 
4 teaspoon paprika 
1 teaspoon M.S.G. 
14 teaspoon salt 
14, teaspoon Beau Monde seasoning 
1, cup red wine vinegar (I like 
Widow’s Mite) 
14% cups olive oil 


Squeeze garlic and onion or shal- 
lot through the garlic press. Into 
your mortar put sugar, mash with 
pestle, add other dry seasonings, 
and mix well. Add vinegar and 
pour into Pyrex pitcher for ease 
of mixing and measuring. Add oil 
slowly, stirring vigorously. Store in 
bottle until ready to use. 

When you are ready to serve 
your beautiful piece de résistance, 
surround the Christmas log with 
ereen—either holly or pine boughs, 
or bits and pieces of pine—and the

The smaller vertical is popularly 
called a “spinet,” a rather confus- 
ing name which is also shared with 
today’s small electronic organs. 
(A spinet is actually a small 
harpsichord.) The size, 
about 40 inches high, is known as 
a “console.” You may also find the 
larger vertical piano that’s called a 
studio upright. This instrument is 
essentially a working piano, one 
that invites use for five or six hours 


a day. String length is as great as 


next 


can be ingeniously contained in an 
upright case. 

While actions are 
highly standardized and are often 
bought from subcontractor special- 
ists who build nothing but piano 
actions, all other aspects of piano 
design 


mechanical 


vary considerably from 
make to make just as they do from 
model to model. The difference be- 
gins at the very start—on the draw- 
ing board. Here is decided the con- 
figuration of the harp-shape frame 
of iron and wood on which the 
strings are stretched. Exactly what 
shape will permit the longest bass 
strings in the pre-established size 
of case? What compromises will 
best determine the lengths of the 
shorter and_ shorter 
through the instrument’s scale? 


strings up 


String weights are then figured 
on the basis of these established 
string lengths—the heaviest at the 
bottom, growing ever lighter up 
through the scale. In a good-feeling 
and good-sounding piano, it is de- 
sirable that all strings pull at ap- 
proximately the same tension. (On 
a household piano, the combined 
pull of all the strings is close to 
35,000 eloquent 
why the framing must be very rigid 
and very heavy. There really isn’t 
a good but a lightweight piano.) 


pounds, reason 


HE soundboard of a piano is a 

sensitive vibrating amplifier that 
is just as important to tone and 
power as is the belly of the violin 
or head of a banjo; the tone is 
transmitted from strings to the 
soundboard through carefully de- 
signed and located bridges. With- 
out these elements properly pro- 
portioned and placed, you would 
hardly hear the tone of the strings 
at all. 

All this is design, and it is ac- 
complished by taste and judgment 
rather than by rule. Now the piano 
must be built, and here again there 
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can be a difference between the 
spinet of one brand and that of an- 
other, a difference that may justify 
a difference in price up to a hun- 
dred percent. Quality 
standards may vary. To a lesser ex- 
tent, quality of materials may vary. 
To a considerable extent, quality 
of cabinetry may vary. To a great 
extent, assembly practices may 
vary—for instance, the tunings a 


control 


piano gets in its factory shakedown. 


iN are you ready to start piano 
shopping? Not quite. First you 
should know a little 
about tuning a piano. 
How often should a piano be 
tuned? The piano you hear played 
live or through your hi-fi system by 
Fleisher, Rubinstein, or Erroll Gar- 
ner was tuned just before the per- 
formance you’re “attending.” No 
piano, not even the finest, will stay 
perfectly in tune for twenty-four 
hours unless it is kept—unplayed— 
under laboratory conditions of con- 
trolled humidity and temperature. 
New standards of high-fidelity 
sound have raised the standards of 
in-tuneness which the household pi- 


something 


ano must meet. Concert-going of 
the past did not provide for such 
direct comparison. There was al- 
ways the interval of an hour or so 
that it took to get home from the 
concert. The perfectly tuned piano 
at the concert could not be com- 
pared immediately with the once- 
a-year-tuned piano at home. Now 
all is changed. The piano and the 
hi-fi set are usually in the same 
room, and the family piano will 
compare a little shabbily unless it 
gets some of the attention that it 
has always deserved. 

Ask a tuner how often he tunes 
his own piano. The answer will 
usually be that he would tune it 
once a month—if he had the time. 
Ask him how often yours should be 
tuned, and he will usually say four 
times a year: 1—Two weeks after 
the heat is turned on. 2—Halfway 
through the heating season. 3— 
Two weeks after the heat is turned 
off. 4—Halfway through the sum- 
mer. This is a very moral answer 
and a practical one, and with this 
of attention, piano 
will be pleasing to listen to and in- 


amount your 
spiring to play. 

The reason for this detour into 
the province of piano-tuning is a 
situation you are likely to meet in 
dealer’s display You 
may have found a piano that you 
like very much—except that it 
doesn’t sound quite as good as the 
piano next to it that in all other re- 


any room. 


spects you don’t like at all. Always 
remember that the piano you do 
like may have been on display— 
without tuning—for a month or 


more, and that the other one may 
have come in the day before and be 
freshly tuned. Model for model, all 
new pianos sound remarkably good 
and confusingly alike when they 
have just been tuned, but no dealer 
can afford to give his entire stock 
in trade to such daily maintenance. 

Now you are ready to go shop- 
ping for a piano. You have decided 
on the model and the size and 
where you will put it when you get 
it home. If you shop efficiently, you 
will devote your greatest attention 
to what you see rather than what 
you hear.

Also, 
it is next to impossible to compare 
the sound of a piano you like with 
the sound of another piano that you 
heard and liked yesterday in an- 
other part of town. Don’t be con- 
cerned if the piano you otherwise 
like very much sounds too bril- 
liant. Your tuner can “mellow” it 
to your taste on his first visit. If, on 
the other hand, you like a piano 
except for its lack of brilliance, 
buy it with confidence. Age and 
use will bring up the _ brilliance, 
and once attained, your tuner can 
keep it exactly as you like it. 

The first consideration in visual 
piano selection is of course period 
design and finish. Don’t bother to 
listen to or otherwise inspect pi- 
anos of any design other than what 
you have decided you want. 

When you have found the just- 
right-looking piano. 
next as a piece of fine furniture.

You may not know pianos, but you 
do know good cabinetry. The qual- 
ity workmanship you find, or fail to 
find, in this critical inspection is 
likely to reflect a similar quality, 
or lack of it, in the hidden musical 
attributes of the instrument. 


(Gee when all of the above cri- 
teria have been met to your en- 
tire satisfaction should you bother 
to listen to the piano of your choice.

Your selection of 
piano will sound quite differently 
when you get it into its home en- 
vironment, and this difference is 
always for the better.

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times.) After the beef and the sea- 
sonings are well mixed, add the 
parsley and chives, lightly tossing 
all with a fork, then dribble in the 
melted butter, stirring well. 

Now start building your Christ- 
mas tree. Put the funnel on the 
holed part of your Buckeye 
Broiler and lightly mound the 
hamburger around it. Put more at 
the bottom, so that your hamburger 
has a base stand then 
lightly fork it up around the fun- 
nel. In doing this, don’t pat it down 
flat; pile it on lightly, leaving the 
exterior as rough as possible. It’s 


to on; 


best to arrange it with your fingers. 
The rougher-looking on the out- 
side, the better the tree will be. 
Pile it clear to the top. There will 
be shrinkage from the top, so allow 
for that. Have very fresh parsley 
sprigs to stick into the top of your 
funnel, for when your tree is dones 
you do not move it off of the funnel 
but serve it just as it is. 

I was asked why I did not make 
the tree just one big mound of 
hamburger; this is because the in- 
side would not be done by the time 
the outside was cooked. With the 
funnel in the center, heat reaches 
the inside of the mound: the re- 
sult is rare—but cooked—ham- 
burger. (I got the idea from the 
angel-food-cake pan.) 

Put the tree in a hot oven, pre- 
heated to 400 degrees: then turn 
the heat down to 300° and cook for 
half an hour. This way you will 
get well-done meat on the outside 
and rare meat on the inside. 

The mushrooms may be prepared 
in the morning, or you may use 
canned mushrooms sautéed in but- 
ter. | prefer the fresh ones: [ fix 
them in the morning and just re- 
heat them to decorate the tree. I 
slice the stems off even with the 
cap and put two tablespoons of 
butter and two tablespoons of olive 
oil in the fry pan and sauté them, 
stem side down, for three or four 
minutes. Then I turn them over and 
season. them with Chef Howald’s 
Seasoning Salt and allow them to 
cook for another five minutes. They 
must be tender but not soft, so that 
they will hold firmly to the tree. 

I pin the mushrooms to the tree 
with pretzel sticks. Don’t use tooth- 
picks, because somebody might not 
find 


sticks add to the crunchiness of 


them all. Moreover, pretzel 
your food. Surround the whole base 
of the tree with noodles, and then 
sprinkle parsley over all—it is a 
delectable dish! 

If you want something spectacu- 
lar, flame your tree. That is easily 
done and certainly is a tremen- 
dously glamorous addition. Have 


the room fairly dark to exploit the 
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flame. I not only pour warm brandy 
over the tree but I also have four 
eggshell filled 
brandy embedded in the noodles. 
Light these, then bring the tree 
triumphantly to the table. (Brandy

must be warm and egg shells dry 
to make it flame.) 

For the spaghetti, I find Mrs. 
Asien’s Home-Style egg noodles de- 
licious. They are made by the 
Asien Noodle Company, Wheeling, 
Iilinois. They make them in two 
sizes. a very tiny one and a wide 
noodle. They are so good that four 
people will often consume a_ pack- 
age of them. There are eight 
ounces in a package, giving two 
ounces per person, the correct 
amount of dried spaghetti prod- 
ucts. Cook the noodles according 
to directions and put them on your 
hot platter around the hamburger 
tree; then sprinkle minced parsley 
over the whole. 

If you wish to make a very glam- 
orous dish, you may use this recipe, 
which is especially appropriate for 
Sunday-night suppers with any cold 
meat that you may have. 


Spaghetti Alfredo 


(Stanton Version) 
Serves 12 
24 ounces Mrs. Asien’s Home-Style 
noodles 
114 cubes butter 
1, cup chopped parsley 
14 cup finely minced scallions 
6 egg yolks 
34 to 1 cup canned milk 
1 teaspoon Black Java cracked 


pepper 
1 cup grated Parmesan cheese 


Cook the noodles according to 
directions. While they are cooking, 
slowly melt butter in a large fry 
pan, add the parsley and minced 
scallions, and let this simmer over 
very low heat (do not let butter 
brown).

Continue to mix, 
adding the grated Parmesan cheese 
gradually until all the noodles are 
enveloped with the cheese, butter, 
eggs. onion, and parsley. Do this 
quickly in order to keep it hot, 
having low heat under the frying 
pan all the while.

As important as flavor, says this 
haute-cuisine-trained Frenchman, 
is the strength of the liquor. Don’t 
expect wine to flame. It would need 
the help of brandy of eighty or 
higher proof to blaze well. Don’t 
try to burn anything under sixty- 
three proof. All you’ll get is a fee- 
ble flash. If you first warm liquor 
up, anything will flicker, even a 
twenty-proof sherry. But the visual 
side of the flambée calls for more 
than that. It is as theatrical as a 
show; why make a flop of it with a 
poor performer?

FLAME 


Daniel Briasco, manager of the 
Seven Hills Restaurant of the new 
New York Hilton at Rockefeller 
Center. says you can apply an in- 
tense flame, without abuse, to any 
food that can be sautéed, turned 
around, or tumbled in a chafing 
dish. But this expert urges caution 
in flaming delicate crabmeat, lob- 
ster, perch, trout, or artichoke bot- 
toms. Sensitive to flame, 
foods need only a touch of it to 
blend their own flavors and to take

efit most from flaming; if handled 
with finesse, they will come out of 
the blaze with a truer flavor. He

says to stir gently in foaming sweet 
butter and powdered sugar to avoid 
bruising. Flame at the last minute. 
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Liqueur flavors are sensitive to 
heat and are quick to cook away. 
He urges all neophytes to exper- 
iment with flavors. Combine the 
high-proof liquors you need for 
blazing with those that don’t flame 
too well but have rich flavor to 
give. Try strawberries, flamed with 
brandy and creme de fraises, and 
ladle, while still blazing, over in- 
dividual servings of ice cream. 
Blaze peaches with bourbon and 
Southern Comfort. This liqueur 
has a bourbon base and a sweet 
peach flavor that imparts mellow 
magic to peaches, nectarines, and 
apricots. Before blazing, turn up 
cavity side of fruit halves, and fili 
openings with peach marmalade. 
Flambée bananas with gin. And 
try cherries with kirsch and Cherry 
Heering. Vary your flavors from 
time to time. Flame pears with 
Drambuie—if you really want to 
flame it. Drambuie is one of the 
greatest of liqueurs, and most chefs 
would rather drink than flame it. 
Small fruits, such as berries, can 
be flambéed raw, if their temper- 
ature is at least 75 degrees (warm 
in a covered pan to heat). This 
way, they'll keep their plumpness 
and their fruit flavor is heightened. 
You'll need a different technique 
altogether to flambée dishes of li- 
quid or soft content that can drown 
out liquor or liqueur before it’s 
flared. To avoid this, Marie Rober- 
son Hamm, author of The Second 
Chafing Dish Cookbook, says to 
blaze your liquor before pouring 
it into the dish. Then pour the 
flames gently over the surface. Be- 
fore lighting liquor, preheat in a 
ladle held over a candle. Flame, 
then pour the liquid flames over a 
dish with (Lobster 
burg). or one custard-soft (Zabag- 


sauce New- 
lione), or one as liquid as soup. 
This technique of blazing first be- 
fore pouring is also the way to 
flambée ice cream. 


ITH her inventive technique 
Mrs. Hamm may have started 
a vogue for flaming hearty frozen 
soups. Taking only a few minutes 
to prepare, they make, nonetheless, 
elegant living-room first courses. 
More fine points of flambéeing 
come Rudolph —Stannish, 
party-catering chef whose skill at 
blazing crépes suzette and soufflé 
omelettes at fashionable private 
gatherings holds guests transfixed. 


from 


One point to watch, he says, is to 
use a sweet liqueur that burns out 
quickly when you blaze omelettes. 
The trouble with using brandy is 
that it burns longer, darkens eggs, 
and sometimes imparts an odor. 

Using freshly opened liquor 
from small or half-size bottles is 


important, he says. It ignites more 
quickly and flames better than li- 
quor lying around in the bottom of 
larger recorked bottles. You can 
get a wide variety of good imported 
and domestic brandies and liqueurs 
in miniature—just enough in each 
bottle for one flambée. If you live 
in a state that doesn’t allow the 
sale of miniatures, half-bottles will 
help you to keep your stock fresh; 
so will having handy a kit of as- 
sorted new corks. 

Another Stannish secret is using 
sugar to make almost anything he 
cooks flambée more richly and to 
keep flames flickering longer. He 
says sprinkling sugar over fruit 


gives you an entrancing mauve-col- 


ored flame and a glaze that you 
can’t get any other way. Even non- 


sweet dishes benefit from adding 
sugar—which can’t even be tasted. 


HE party spirit at Christmas- 

time dictates the kind of dishes 
he flambées. One is a flaming game. 
It’s called Snapdragon. Following 
an old English custom, he soaks ta- 
ble raisins overnight in cognac or 
rum to plump them out like fresh 
grapes. When he’s ready to blaze, 
he transfers raisins to his heating 
unit, set in the center of a cleared 
table, and heats them covered un- 
til they steam. Then he turns lights 
low, ignites, and turns off heat. He 
invites each guest to snatch as 
many flaming raisins as he can 
without burning his fingers. 

From Gus Kotsias, manager of 
Chicago’s famous Pump Room, a 
name synonymous with the word 
“flambée,” comes the secret of 
making the Christmas plum pud- 
ding richer and better-flavored with 
(As the 
flame dancing on the pudding. he

To reheat, steam 
in top of double boiler. Transfer 
to a hot serving tray and top with 
a mound of hard sauce laced with 
brandy. Pour preheated brandy 
over pudding—four ounces to a 
pudding—and flame.

cake the same way. But to reheat a

mince pie, put it in the oven, then 
flame it as you would the others. 

Pointers on which all flambéeing 
experts agree: Practise on your 
family as many as three or four 
times before attempting to wow a 
table of dinner guests. Learn your 
recipe by heart, try out different 
liquors for strength and flavor, and 
test your cooking unit. 

When you perform in front of 
guests, -have a tray beside you 
that’s been stocked in advance with 
all the ingredients and accessories
